LOST AFTER A HARD FIGHT. 

HOVEY 18 FtKATRN BY CAMPBBI.L AT 
NEWPORT. 

Fred II. Hovey of Newton Centre ha« 
been playing brilliant tennis at Newport 
this week defeating Wren on Monday 
and on Tuesday beating Larned three 
straight sets when a close game was ex- 
pected. 

Champion Oliver S. Campbell defended 
his title Wednesday by defeating Chal- 
lenger Fred H. Hovey, winuer of the 
national all-comers’ tournament, three 
sets to one, 7—5, 3—6, 6—3 and 7—5. 

Campbell’s name goes on the massive 
silver cup for the third time, and he 
carries off tlje coveted prize, and with 
it the right to be called the best tennia 
player in America, for Hovey held the 
title of champion of Canada. 

It was an interesting match from start 
to finish, and the Columbia boy demon- 
strated his ability to play great tennis. 
In a nut-shell, he beat Hovey by running 
up to the net aud forcing Hovey to play 
a back court game. As IIovey’B game is 
one of smashing, he was not at ease in 
his strange position back, where he was 
forced to lob in self defence. 

Hovey did not play his best in the first 
set nor in the second, which, however, 
he won more through the champion’s 
errors than otherwise. Id the third set 
both men played a great game, the 
places being about equally divided. In 
the fourth set Campbell had a lead of 
five games to love, and was within a 
point of the set when Hovey, by marvel- 
lously good all round work, though with 
little or no smashing at the net, won five 
straight games and forced the champion 
to show all his science and skill in the 
two following games, which he needed 
to get the set and match. 

Never had such a scene been witnessed 
on any Ameiican tennis court as that 
when Hovey had tied the score. People 
stamped and cheered, and even the 
strongest adherents of Campbell forgot 
everything but the intense excitement of 
the moment and applauded every play. 

It was undoubtedly one of the most 
important tennis matches ever played in 
America, and 3,800 people saw and ap- 
preciated it.

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THE CHEESECAKE BROOK BOULEVARD 
ORDERED— APPROPRIATIONS. 

Roth branches of the city government 
met Wednesday ovenitiR at City Hall. 

The mayor presided at the meeting 
of the board of aldormon and all the 
members were present. 

At 7.80 o’clo:k a hearing was opened 
on the widening, deepening and 
straightening of Cheesocake brook from 
Watertown stroet to the Charles River. 

Robert H. Hill was present, but after 
understanding the quostion said he 
should not object to having the brook 
itself improved. 

No other persons appearing, a hearing 
on the construction of a boulevard on 
each side of Cheesecake brook was 
opened. 

Robert H. Hill opposed the construc- 
tion of a street along the line of the 
brook as beiug of damago to his prop- 
erty. He said the proposed street 
would take 70 to 75 feet of land which 
be had been at an expense to dll in. 
He was about to sell a lot there but this 
street would absorb that lot wholly and 
spoil tho next one. He thought it would 
be an injury to the city to run a street 
along the brook. 

The mayor remarked that if he was 
beneflttod he could pay the city for the 
improvement or he could claim d images 
if his property was injured. Mr. Hill 
was undecided as to what ho should 
charge the city of Newt on for damages. 

The heariug was theu closed. 

A communication was received from 
the Municipal Signal Co. calling the at- 
tention of the city government to tho 
favorable court decisions in two of their 
suits against the Gamewell Fire Alarm 
Telegraph Co. for infringement of 
patent, and gave notice of intention to 
enter suit against the city after ton days 
as users of the Gameweli system if no sat- 
isfactory adjustment was previously 
made. They offered to replace the Game- 
well apparatus gradually with their own 
so as not to interfere with the working of 
the system during the time occupied by 
the change. 

The communication was placed iu the 
hands of City Solicitor Slocum to act 
according to his judgment.

In explanation he said the expense so 
far incuired by the recent changes in the 
water works amounted to $200,087, and 
this order would seem an apparent 
overdraw of $10,000, but there n> now 
$6000 worth of material to sell, aud when 
the work is completed there will be 
$5000 worth of machinery aud tools. 
The actual excess ot the origiual appro- 
priation would only be about $5000, 
which he considered as not unreason- 
able ou a $200,000 contract. 

The order was then passed. 

Alderman Ilarbach offered an order 
which was adopted, appropriating $3000 
for new flooring iu the engine and boiler 
looms at the pumping station. 

A petition for a concrete sidewalk ou 
Chestnut street was referred in cou- 
cuneuce with the Common Council, also 
petition of Justin Whittier for concrete 
sidewalk on Hollis street, aud Melieu 
Dray concrete sidewalk ou Institution 
avenue. 

A communication was received from 
feuperiuteudeut Henderson, of the New- 
ton A Boston Street Railway, iuvitiLg 
the members of the city government and 
friends to take a trip over the new 
electric line some day next week, aud 
suggesting Tuesday afternoon. 

The invitation was accepted. 

Alderman Ilarbach presented au order 
appropriating $9100 for the purchase of 
814,698 feet of laud, corner of Winchester 
aud Cook streets, Newton Ilighlauds, 
for the use of the water hoard. 

The alderman from Ward Six said it 
liad seemed for some time, desirable to 
secure a place ou the south side of the 
city for the storage of pipe etc., aud avoid

The original process of curing skins 
was probably the simple one of cleaning 
and drying them.

PREPARE FOR OCT. 21. 

Tho outline of what is proposed for 
Columbus Day is enough to indicate two 
things: 

First— That the official programme 
will he so simple and can he so easily ar- 
ranged that no school need trait till it is 
published before beginning its own 
preparations for the celebration. 

Second — That the object of the na- 
tional public school celebration of Co- 
lumbus Day needs the cordial co-opera- 
tion of the citizens generally in each lo- 
cality in order to be fully realized. 

The executive committee has also sent 
ns a few suggestions of a practical 
nature which will be of advantage to 
teachers and all other friends of the cele- 
bration just at present. They are as 
follows: 

First — A strong local committee should 
he appointed at once. It would be well 
to include in this committee not only 
the leading school officials, but also 
editors of the local press, army veterans 
and leading citizens who are known to 
favor the celebration by the schools. 
Only such as are likely to give earnest 
support to the work should be appointed. 

Second— The postoffice address of the 
chairman of this local committee should 
be sent to the office of the chairman of 
the national executive committee (Fran- 
cis Bellamy, Youth’s Companion office. 
Boston, Mass.), in order that the chair- 
man of the local committee may receive 
the official programme and other com- 
munications. 

Third— This committee should first see 
that each school is provided with a flag, 
the salute to which will he the first fea- 
ture of the official programme. They 
should also advise with each principal 
as to the best way in which the celebra- 
tion can b6 carried on in his school 
house, arranging for speakers and sug- 
gesting exercises additional to the offi- 
cial programme. 

Fourth — This committee should also 
arrange that the citizens’ celebration be 
made to occur in the afternoon, and 
should see that the desired prominence 
is given to the free school idea in public 
ceremonies. Where no arrangements 
have yet been made for a citizens’ cele- 
bration this committee might them- 
selves take the initiative, and organize 
the afternoon demonstrations as well as 
the morning observances in the school 
houses. 

Fifth — The greater publicity that is 
given to this committee, both in its for- 
mation and in its work, tho better. Ac- 
cordingly, the attention of the people 
generally must be gained and their inter- 
est secured. Let the people be freely in- 
vited to give suggestions aud to send 
communications to the local press as to 
the best conduct of tho celebration. 

Sixth — The committee should see that 
the editors of the local papers are inter- 
ested in the movement, and the people 
informed through the columns of these 
papers of the celebration and what is 
being done to make it a success. 

In one word, this 400th anniversary of 
America belongs to all the people. The 
public schools take the lead because they 
are the organization closest to the peo- 
ple, most characteristic of the people uud 
fullest of hope for the people. 

FRIDAY ONCE WAS LUCKY. 

The New York board of women man- 
agers of the Columbian exposition are 
alive to the mistake of dedicating the 
buildings and grounds of the World’s 
fair on Oct. 12. At a recent meeting in 
Albany a member of the board made a 
comprehensive statement of the reasons 
why the change of date to Oct. 21 should 
be made, and said in closing: “1 would 
also like to state, in this connection, one 
sentimental reason which 1 am sure will 
show a very interesting set of coinci- 
dences. Columbus left the Old World 
on a Friday, discovered the New World 
ou a Friday, loft tho New World on a 
Friday, returned to tho Old World on a 
Friday, und the 21st of October also fulls 
on a Friday; so we see that for us, at 
least, Friday is not au unlucky duy.” 

CONGRESSIONAL SANCTION. 

The following is a copy of the bill 
which congress passed in the interest of 
the national public school celebration of 
Columbus Day: 

Joint resolution authorizing and directing 
the president to proi-iuini a general holiday, 
coimucmoruliiig the 4U0th unulveisury of Mie 
discovery of America, ou tho 21*t duy of Oclo- I 
her, UAti. 

Resolved, h> the m iiuIu uud house wf repre- 
lenlutives of the United Ktutes of America in 
congress usscuildod. That the president of tin 
United State* lie authorized and directed to 
issue a proclamation recommending to Un- 
people tho observance iu ull their localities of 
the 400th anniversary of the discovery of 
America on the 21st duy of Octola r, l*lei, hy 
public demonstrations uud by suitable exer- 
cises in their schools uud other places of as- 
sembly.

The Wilde Hoys* First Appearance. 

It is not generally known that the 
brothers Oscar and Willie Wilde first 
came to public notice on the occasion of 
the centenary of Thomas Moore at Dub- 
lin about fifteen years ugo. It was pro- 
posed to perform an ode specially writ- 
ten for the occasion by Mr. S. N. Elring- 
ton and composed by the well known 
Irish composer, John William Glover.

Sexton, the member for West Belfast, 
and then on the staff of The Nation, led 
a furious and successful opposition 
against the official adoption of the 
Nolan-Glover ode.

In Chains In India. 

The practice of binding religious per- 
sons still exists in India, as is evidenced 
by the following from the Allahabad 
(India) Pioneer. The incident occurred 
recently at Meerut: A fakir, wearing 
nearly five maunds (400 pounds) of 
iron chains and bands on him, recently 
left the cantonment station. The rail- 
way authorities declined to allow him to 
travel as a passenger, but sent him as 
goods hy weigltf, in spite of his argu- 
ment that native women were never 
charged for their anklets and bangles. 
The iron absorbed the heat so much 
that the man had to be incessantly 
sprinkled with water.

The lateral zigzag streaks of fire against 
the massive slope of Mount Lincoln were 
instantaneously caught in the exposure 
and are plainly and sharply shown in 
the print, which also shows bursting 
holts of lightning in the upper atmos- 
phere, where the vivid illumination 
casts wonderful shadows upon the sur- 
rounding mountains. The print is an 
interesting study of atmospheric elec- 
tricity. — Albany Journal.

HOW A PROVINCIAL TRIP WAS ENLIVENED 

BY THE WORKINGS OF MCKINLEY ISM. 

(Written for the Boston Herald.) 

Aug. 2— Sot out on vacation trip to 
Cape Breton, via steamer to Halifax. 

Aug. 3— Arrived in Halifax 8 o’olock 
p. m. My fishing rod detained by cus- 
toms offioer, May oomo for it in an 
hour. 0 o'clock, officer not ready to 
report, yet apparently no business. Says 

I may come tomorrow, but my train 
leaving at 7.45 a. m., I wait his con- 
veniences rather than lose a day.

He puts my 
rod together, opons each package of 
flies, unrolls my leaders, estimates the 
value of two lines, looks in a book for

Cannot 
make change, so acceptB a dime for his 
politeness. He then (urging me not to 
use it, because it would make trouble in 
the bookkeeping) gives me a receipt for 
the duty which will entitle me to the 
amount, less 10 per cent., back again 
when 1 take my rod back to the States, 
thereby augmenting the Dominion 
revenue 24 cents. I, did not see any 
record made of the transaction. I ques- 
tion why so rnuoh fuss. He replies that 
the McKinley bill hurts the people of 
Nova Scotia so much that they like to 
bother AmericauB all they oan. Grand 
scheme, God save the Queen! 

Aug. 8— Margaret. Buy seven yards 
homespun at 75 cents a yard. 

Aug. 16— Halifax. ' Four trips to 
wharf and custom house to get back my 
$2.40 less 10 per cent. My companion 
has his homespun made up by a Halifax 
tailor— 1 will let a Boston tailor make up 
mine. 

Aug. 18.— Arrived in Boston, swollen 
with patriotism. Customs officer at 
dock takes away my seven yards of 75 
cent cloth. Companion’s new clothes 
free. 1 affirm my cloth for personal use, 
not for sale. Must pay duty. Latest 
instructions from administration assume 
every home-coming American dishonest. 
How much duty? Must be appraised at 
custom house. Can I have it today? 
No, can’t hurry it. When? Go to cus- 
tom house e.very day till you can get it. 
Suppose I want to go away from Boston? 

Aug. 19— Deputy collector kindly 
orders my seven yards 75 cent cloth to be 
brought from steamboat to appraisers’ 
office. Am advised to call in an hour. 
Do 89. Officer having this matter in 
charge gone to postoffice; won’t return 
for an hour. Come back third time. 
Officer politely asks me to sit half an 
hour: then requests my signature. 
Execute it, and ask how much to pay 
and where to get my cloth. Must wait 
till Monday; can’t get along so fast. 

Aug. 21, 11.30 A. M.— Officer who has 
my seven yards of homespun cannot be 
found about the Custon House. 

Aug. 22, 9.30 A. M.— Officer not vet re- 
ported for duty. 1 apply to next higher 
officer to see when 1 may pay duty and 

;et my cloth. Kindly says ho will try to 

lurry things, and will advise me by tele- 
phone. 

Aug. 23— Getting tired. Nothing 
telephoned. Drop in at custom house 
by habit. Officer’s face luminous with 
pleasure to be able to inform me that 
my seven yards of 75 cent cloth is 
assessed $5.70. Grand scheme. My 
country, ’tie of thee. E. P. B. 

Tested by Experience. 

(BoBtun Herald.) 

In view of the controversy as to 
whether a low tariff will 'be productive 
of public benefit, the experience of the 
country in tbo past uuder a low tariff is 
of the first importance. These facts ap- 
pear to bo established on that point. 

1st. That the very low tariff of 1840 
resulted in the highest state of prosperi- 
ty that the country had ever seen.

That this prosperity was such 
during ten years that at Yhe end of this 
time every Massachusetts representative 
in Congress voted for a still lower tariff. 

3rd. That after that lowest tariff of 
all had been iu operation three years 
Henry Wilson, the Republican leader of 
Massachusetts, doclared it to be “the 
best tariff ever put upon the statute 
books of this country.” 

It will be well to bear these facts in 
remeiubrauce. They are highly im* 
portant for those who woulu form an 
intelligent opinion on the subject.

George W. Betts of the New York 
firm of F. W. Devoe & Co., wholesale 
dealers iu paints, oils, artists’ materials, 
has been converted to McKinleyism.

It then goes on to quote the 
Souate report that wages advauced three 
fourths of 1 per oeut, which meaus that a 
man getting one dollar a day before the 
bill was paused, now gets three fourths 
of one ner ceut. of oue dollar more thau 
he did before, what a tremendous bene- 
fit this is to the workiugmau! 


The Moral Dignify of PAjlng Your 
Debts. 

Somebody has said, that an evidence 
of sanity, is when you find yourself 
differing from most people. 

Elihu, the son of Barachel, had his 
wrath kindled, and the spirit within, 
constrained him. “I will speak,” he 
said, "that I may be refreshed.” 

It is a mistake to suppose that the 
days of martyrdom aro over. The fires 
of the present are slower, but they burn, 
and the ashes of cremation are not seed 
of the church. The tortures are keen 
hko those of old, but more prolonged, 
and the ascent to Heaven not so direot 
and even dubious. 

The thorns and thistles of the original 
curse are represented now by leadership, 
prominonce and social position on whose 
sharp spines onoe fixod, the life-blood 
oozes out, drop by drop, till there is no 
more blood left to run. Juggernaut is 
not more crushing thau the claims of 
sooiety upon its votaries. 

What those claim* have grown to be, 
the dismal record of many years past, 
furnish abundant testimony. 

Is the political economy of the script- 
ures a dead letter? Have we arrived at 
the point reached by the Roman Empire 
in its decline, when “the wants of all 
exceeded the means of any?” 

There is a great deal of loose talk and 
looser practice among well disposed 

f iersons. Let us “add to virtue, know- 
edge,” of figures. Accountants are 
noeded in every department of life, who 
can at least add up and then subtract, 
and who are not in mortal terror of a 
balance sheet. 

If the blind lead the blind, both fall 
into the ditch, and there is no muddier 
ditch than lo be hopelessly in debt. 
Did it ever occur to a certain respectable 
class not always impecunious, but 
chronically delinquent (whose numbers 
the tradesmen say Are largely on the 
increase), that spot-cash takes no more 
money than credit? It is just the same 
to a dollar, whether you pay as you go, 
or pay “in ihe sweet bye and bye.” 

Strange that so many, so very many, 
otherwise intelligent persons seem by 
their actions to be unaware of this 
mathematical fact. 

A definite outlay is requisite to carry 
every living being through the year. 
This is as inevitable as the rising and 
setting of the sun. 

Why not, in the name of reason, begin 
square with this beggarly world, and 
not go through life treading on your 
shadow? Face right about and throw 
the miserable cloud behind you and keep 
it there. 

If all should do this, the results that 
would follow are beyond the capacity of 
your columns or the pen of Edward 
Atkinson to portray. But, alas! they 
uever will. Perchance, there may be 
one, among the fifty thousand readers of 
these lines, a prodigal, weary of liusks and 
of wallowing in the mire of endless debt, 
who resolves on a change of diet and 
surroundings. We hail him as a possi- 
bility! and advise him of what he is 
likely to encounter on his return tir 
wisdom’s ways and the paths of pleasant- 
ness and peace. 

The new scheme of life fairly entered 
upon, he will find when he lies down, 
his rest will he so sweet that he will Ije 
in danger of oversleeping himself at 
times. Free from debt, and his smile no 
longer “the channel of a future tear,” 
will expose him to the suspicion of un- 
due levity of character. 

Being never hard up, or without a few 
dollars of hiB own, aud more than all, 
never known to borrow, will encircle his 
brow with the baleful nimbus of imputed 
wealth. Another resultant fiction will 
be the charge of stinginess and “with- 
holding more than is meet,” etc. 

Kind efforts will be made to draw him 
into various bottomless investments. 
His comiug and going will no longer ; 
attract the local -chronicles, for as ho ' 
owes nobody, nobody cares where he 
goes or what lie is about. 

But he will live down all these, in 
time, aud there will be time enough to 
bury his generation. While “waiting for 
the muffled oar,” he will read the obitu- 
ary notices of the long procession who | 
have died of apoplexia, insomnia, heart- 1 
failure, nervous prostration, diabetes, | 
hepatitis, gastritis and other ghastly 
Greek ailments, whose true diagnosis 
in many cases would disclose the great j 
underlying disease of the age, Klepto- : 
mania, which being interpreted, is living 
beyond your means. 

Sooiety divides itself into the upper, 
lower and middle classes. 

A more sensible classification would 
be. those who live withiu their honeBt 
means, up to their meaus, and beyond 
their means. 

We have had iu our day somo lively 
crusades, holy wars against rooted evils, 
the anti-Blavery, the temperance aud the 
woman suffrage movements aud the pay- 
ing off of church mortgages. Some day 
(it will be previous to the millennium) 
there may be a rousing up, stern aud 
relentless, againBt all kind of debts. 

If a professing Christian, wherever ho 
he may be, was sharply distinguished 
from all other men as a debt payer (and 
he ought to be) it would do more to 
hasten the millennium, than to put the 
mouey into church buildings. Or we 
might safely say “this ought ye to havo 
done first and not leave the other uu- 
done. 

There are many points of political 
economy in the Scriptures. Some are 
emphatic aud unmistakeablo, aud others 
are inferential. Oue of them is to owe 
nothing, and another is to take uo.anxious 
thought for tomorrow, which latter in- 
junction is simply impossible to oue who 
Is not square with yesterday. 

The gentle reader will agree with the 
writer that this is a great subject and 
will bear further investigation.

The Columbus Day School Celebration. 

The official program, by making certain 
of the day’s exercises uniform in all locali- 
ties, will give the national observance an 
important unity. Its leading provisions 
are as follows: 

The schools everywhere aie to assem- 
ble at the usual hour on the morning of 
Oct. 21. A detail of veterans is ex- 
pected to arrive soon after, and all will 
repair to the yard.

CHARLES RIVER PARK. 

On another page will be found a plan 
and description of the proposed Charles 
River Park in Auburudale, the plan hav- 
ing the endorsement of the Auburudale 
Village Improvement Society, under 
whose auspices some $ 2,000 has already 
been subscribed towards the purchase 
money. 

There are some 29 acres in the proposed 
park aud the whole tract can now be 
purchased for the very low price of $ 8 ,- 
000. The society proposes to raise half 
of the purchase money, if the city wil] 
provide the other half. As such a policy 
has been followed in regard to the New- 
ton Centre playground, a much more ex- 
pensive investment, there will probably 
be no difficulty in securing the passage of 
an order for the necessary appropriation, 
and the north side of the city will then 
have one park and playground. 

The tract of land iu question has many 
advantages, being located on the Charles 
River, and possesses many natural ad- 
vantages which ought to be improved for 
the benefit of the public. Fortunately 
the Charles River differs in that section 
from the same river below Watertowm 
and would be a pleasing adjunct to the 
park. 

We are glad to chronicle auch indica- 
tions of public spirit on the part of the 
Auburndale Village Improvement 
Society, which appears to be a live or- 
ganization, and one that is a credit to the 
city. Newton is so rapidly being built up, 
and land is all the time rising in value so 
that it is highly important that action in 
such matters should not be deferred. As 
all parks attract the best class of resi- 
dents to their vicinity for the sake of the 
wider views and freer air, the city would 
also find this a profitable investment. 


CURIOUS CAMPAIGNING. 


The Boston Journal of last Tuesday 
tried to convey the impression that the 
Hon. C. A. Campbell was still a candi- 
date and was not in favor of Mr. J. R. 
Leeson for Councillor, aud published an 
extract from a letter written by him as 
follows: “I have not withdrawn from 
the Councillor nomination iu favor of 
anybody and I do not intend to do so, as 
I feel that I have no right to assume so 
much to myself.” It might be interest- 
ing to know why the Journal did not 
quote the whole of the letter, iustead of 
quoting one sentence which standing 
alone would give the reader a wrong im- 
pression. 

Mr. Campbell is a modest man and did 
not think he had influence enough to 
turn the votes that would have been cast 
for him over to Mr. Leeson, although he 
had withdrawn from the race and was 
himself in favor of Mr. Leeson. 

In an interview with Mr. E. T. Col- 
burn he said: “I met Mr. Leeson at lunch 
the day I decided to withdraw from the 
contest for Councillor, aud stated to him 
that 1 was out of the fight and hoped he 
would be successful, as I believed him to 
be eminently fitted for the place.” 

It would have been very easy for the 
Bostou Journal to have printed the whole 
of the letter aud presented the facts 
exactly as they stood, but either it 
did not care to do so, or it was 
furnished with only the extract which 
was used. 

The friends of Mr. Leeson in Newtou 
should show what they think of this 
kind of electioneering by coming out in 
full numbers to attend the caucuses, and 
secure the appointment of delegates iu 
his favor. 


Now that heuator Dawes has declined 
a reelection, the importance of care in 
the selection of representatives becomes 
more apparent. There are two men who 
are pulling all possible wires to secure 
that honorable position, Congressman 
Lodge and Speaker Bassett, and their iu- 
flueuce will doubtless be felt iu every 
representative contest. Speaker Barrett 
is said to be writing letters to all the old 
representatives who have been friendly 
to him, asking for their good offices, aud 
so forth, aud probably his rival is also 
doing something of the kind. .Such a 
hustling over so high an office is rather 
unseemly, aud the people should take 
the mutter iu their own bauds aud uot 
let the office go to any unworthy candi- 
date, uo matter if he does ask for it with 
great persistence. There are other men 
iu the state who have uot joined in any 
uuseemly scramble, aud who are also 
better fitted for the position, notably 
Messrs. Crapo aud Long. If it depended 
solely on the judgement of the people 
some such man would be chosen. Be- 


tween the two hustling candidates there 
does not Room to be a groat deal of 
choice. 

CURIOUS that ro little interest is taken 
•n politics this year. Hero the caucuses 
are called for next week, and with tho 
exception of the Councillorship, thero 
hna been no talk of tho other candidates. 
Newton is to choose two representatives 
to the General Couit, who will liavo a 
chance to vote for United States Sonator, 
but so far very little interest is taken in 
the matter. Wo hear that the South 
Side will probably unite on Aldermau 
Hyde, unless Mr. Dwight Chester will 
accept another term, but no names have 
been mentioned for tho representative 
from the North Side of the city. Tho 
candidates seem to be very modest this 
year, but possibly Representative 
Howard did so well that there is no 
desire for a chauge. It is expected* that 
the Democrats will follow their usual 
policy in putting up only one candidate. 

In view of reports which come to ns 
from several cities in this district Hon. 
Alden Speare does not seom to be far out 
of tho way iu his prediction that Sonator 
Gilman would not receive the nomina- 
tion for Councillor, even if he got the 
unanimous vote of Newton, which bo 
will be very far from doing. It would 
seem to be wise, therefore, to unite upon 
a man such as Mr. Leeson, who can be 
nominated, and who is favored by the 
most prominent tneu in the district. 

There are 118 tax-payers in Brookline 
who are assessed more than $ 1,000 on 
their property, which shows the strength 
of Brooxlino’s claim to being considered 
the rich m en’s town, 

Everybody is asking where that peti- 
tion is asking Mayor Hibbard to accept 
another term. They all want to sign it 
without distinction of ward or paity. 

Tiie Republican that stays away from 
the caucuses next week will have no 
right to growl, whoever is nominated.

A Libel on a Fair Town. 

Down at Stonington, Conn., an enter- 
prising jnstico of the peace has had him- 
self appointed also 4, dog officer,*’ which 
in Connecticut legal terminology means 
the officer whose duty it is to collect the 
dog tax. The penalty for failing to pay 
the tax is seven dollars or thirty days iu 
jail, or both. Tho Stonington officer has 
adopted a peculiar method to facilitate 
justice. Every morning a carriage starts 
out; it is the courtroom on wheels. 
Thero are in it the grand juror, the con- 
stable and the dog officer and justice of 
the peace. A call is made upon one of the 
unfortunates. He is summoned to appear 
at the carriage; the writ is served aud 
the case is tried. Result— the defendant 
is fined seven dollars and costs, amount- 
ing to about fifteen dollars. Of this 
amount the grand juror receives three 
dollars, the constable two dollars and 
the dog officer three dollars. In addi- 
tion to this, each man collects ten cents 
per mile for traveling expenses. If the 
defendant makes a vigorous protest I 10 
is bound over to a future session of tho 
court; but the result is invariably the 
same. — Buffalo Courier. 


Bold Jackals. 

The residents of Howrah have been 
finding lately that jackals are animals 
of anything but an attractive temper. 
In some cases they have qome right up 
to the bungalows in search of prey. A 
little girl, aged about five years, was 
playing in a veranda when a jackal 
suddenly rushed on her and was drag- 
ging her away when she was rescued. 
She was severely bitten. Three natives, 
while walking along the Ivooroot road, 
were attacked by a jackal, which was 
only driven off after a stubborn fight, 
and a tale is told of two women, while 
standing near a tank, being attacked 
and bitten. So serious has the state of 
matters become that the public propose 
to submit a memorial to the district 
magistrate praying for the adoption of 
measures for the destruction of these 
pests.

Ilydruulic Testing. 

A plant for hydraulic testing purposes 
is to be installed near tho town of San- 
thia, Italy. The proposed establishment 
is intended for the determination of 
many points at present more or less ob- 
scure in tiie flow of water through large 
sluices. It is to be located between the 
Cavour and the Cigliuno canals, where 
the requisite volume of water for such 
experiments can be easily obtained, the 
Cigliano canal being elevated about 88 J 2 
feet above the Cavour canal. The pre- 
liminary plans provide for the construc- 
tion of a large and small sluice, measur- 
ing basins and weirs, and accommoda- 
tion for the testing of all kinds of hy- 
draulic apparatus. — New York Tele- 
gram. 

Better Not Eat in Hot Weather. 

We all eat too much in the summer 
time. The man who begius a hot sum- 
mer day with a cup of hot coffee, a big 
slice of beefsteak fried in grease, a cup- 
ful of boiled eggs and two or three hot 
soggy rolls fresh from the oven is sim- 
ply tiring up for the day.

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Charles River Park. 

The above out represents the proposed 
River Fark at Auburndale which will be 
brought to the attention of the oity 
government at an early day by the 
Auburndale Villago Improvement So- 
ciety. This tract of land contains some 
twenty-nine acres. Is undulating in 
surface. Covered in part by a fine 
growth of forest trees of great variety, 
and presents exceptionally good condi- 
tions for a park and play grounds. 

The main advantage is the securing 
to the public of some 1500 feet of good 
shore front on Charles River and the 
cove. 

There is at the present time no public 
landing place upon Charles River from 
Waltham to the De iham line, except at 
the bridges, and one pathway about 
twenty feet wide leading off Ash street, 
Auburndale, which has lately been 
opened by the Auburndale Village Im- 
provement Society. 

It is not suggested that any money be 
now' spent in improving this tract of 
land, but that it be secured while it may 
by the city for future use. The whole 
tract can now be bought for some $8000, 
and the Auburndale Village Improve- 
ment Society propose to raise half the 
money if the city will appropriate the 
other half, and seoure this valuable tract 
for public use. 

It is believed that no scheme before 
the city government for a long time has 
promised a greater public good for so 
small an outlay. 

The location is central, easy of access 
from all parts of the city, and is sure in 
the near future to greatly increase in 
value. 

Some eight or ten acres at the lower 
end are quite level, and at very slight 
expense can be made available for all 
kinds of out door sports. 

Some $2000 has already been subscribed 
in Auburndale, and it is hoped that 
other parts of the city will show an in- 
terest in the scheme. 

All who are interested in public im- 
provements and in the right develop- 
ment of our city, are earnestly invited to 
inspect this tract of land and to see for 
themselves what an opportunity it is to 
secure for all time public rights upon 
Charles River, which are sure to be of 
incalculable value at some future rime. 


NEWTON POSTAL MATTERS. 


EXTENSION OF THE FREE DELIVERY 
SYSTEM SOON TO COME. 

A Newton gentleman of some promi- 
nence in Republican circles, who has 
been visiting in Washington, says the 
Boston Herald, has secured some tips 
regarding contemplated improvements 
in the postal service in the first named 
city. 

In a letter to a resident he says that 
the postoffice at West Newton is to 
be immediately placed under the second- 
class classification, and further improved 
by the establishment of free delivery. 
The free delivery service, he says, will 
be made general. It is to be exiendod 
from Postmaster Morgan’s office, and 
sub-stations are to be located at West 
Newtou and Newton Highlands. 

This information does uotcome entire- 
ly in the light of uews, as rumors of such 
a change have been rumbling around for 
the past few mouths. It has been gener- 
ail understood that Newton was soon to 
enjoy the privileges and benefit of a ! 
general free delivery system, but no j 
positive information as to the method of 
its introduction has been available. 
Some of the prominent residents of West 
Newton recently sent a petition to the 
pOBtofiice department, requesting the 
establishment of a free delivery office in 
that place. This was to be maintained 
independently and to have no connection 
whatever with Postmaster Morgan’s 
office, which provides for Wards 1 and 7, 
and portions of Wards 2 and 6. 

There has been a strong undercurrent 
of opposition to the extension of free 
delivery from Postmaster Morgan’s 
office, because it means the abolishing of 
two secoud-class and several lesser post- 
offices, and the sacrificing of several 
official heads. If the change is made, 
superintendents will be appointed to 
assume charge of the sub-stations, and it 
seems probable that party pressure wid 
be brought to bear in filling those posi- 
tions The Newtou postmasters, of 
course, feel rather shaky, aud are anx- 
iously awaitiug reliable news from Wash- 
ington. 

In the meantime, those who have in 
some manner secured hiuts from depart- 
ment officials, calmly assert that when 
the change conies the service will be 
extended from the present free delivery 
office, aud that it is preposterous to 
assume that the government will consent 
to the establishing of two independent 
free delivery offices in a city of New- 
ton’s territory and population.

A PROPOSITION PROPOUNDED. 


OFFERS OF BOYD TOND TOWER OWNERS 
SUBMITTED TO BOARD OF HEALTH. 

The mooting of the Board of Health, 
Monday evening, was presided over by 
the Mayor and Messrs. Sheppard, Wis- 
wall and Baker were in attendance. 

The continued heariug for the owners 
of the water power privileges at Boyd’s 
pond was resumed and they submitted to 
the board a definite proposition which 
that body voted to take under considera- 
tion. 

It was decided to call another special 
meeting for Wednesday evening, Aug. 
31 at which time the board would pro- 
bably take some definite action on the 
proposition submitted by the owners, 
tending toward the abatement of the 
Boyd pond nuisance. 

The question of the next field day was 
left to the decision of the Mayor. 

No official communication had been re- 
ceived from the Metropolitan Sewerage 
Commission in reference to emptyiug 
the contents of cesspools into the sewer, 
and a vote was therefore taken instruct- 
ing the agent to notify W. H. Mague to 
have one tank wagon properly fitted with 
concoctions, under the direction of the 
city engineer, to experiment on omptying 
cesspool contents into the sewer. 

Permission was received from the 
Metropolitan Sewerage Commission for 
the Nonantum Worsted Company to 
enter their drainage into the Metropoli- 
tan sewer, direct, as a portion of the city 
sewage. 

This connection will be made by the 
sewer committee provided the city’s 
rights are not affected. 

The petition of Messrs. Geo. W. Morse 
and Horace B. Parker asking for im- 
provements about Bullough’8 pond, was 
received and the petitioners were given 
leave to withdraw. 

Hen licenses were granted to Ellis 
brothers, Waltham street, and J. F. 
Payne, Bowers street and E. Forte, Hen- 
shaw street was given leave to withdraw. 
The application of Benj. 1. Leeds of 
Bennington street was referred to the 
agent. 

On sewer connections, Miss Friel, 
Gardner street, was granted an extension 
of 30 days, and W. O. Walker, Elmwood 
street, was notified to comply with the 
order of the board. 

The board then adjourned to Wednes- 
day evening. 


NEW ELECTRIC ROAD. 


LINE THROUGH CENTRE OF NEWTON PRO- 
POSED BY LOCAL CAPITALISTS. 

Newton is soon to enjoy the benefits of 
another electrfc street railway, which is 
to run cross-town practically through the 
geographical centre of the city. Resi- 
dents of Newton Highlands are the pro- 
jectors and principal stock takers. 

It is proposed to run the new road be- 
tween Needham and Brookline, passing 
through Higblandville, Newton High- 
lands and Newton Centre, by way of the 
proposed new boulevard. In Brookline 
the road will terminate at some point 
available for easy connection with the 
West End system. 

The projectors desire to build the road 
with a view to rapid transit, running 
through as few streets as possible, and 
carrying out the Brookline boulevard 
system as far arf it is practicable. 

The geueral details have uot been per- 
fected, but those who have subscribed 
toward the capital stock assert that the 
road is a sure go, and that it will prove 
paying property, providing means of 
travel through a section at present poorly 
accommodated. 


Rights of Oak Hill. 

To the Editor of tbe Newton tirapbic: 

Have the citizens of Oak Hill district 
no rights but to be taxed? We are not 
given police service though thefts aud 
burglaries frequently occur. We are not 
granted street lights though there are 
many abrupt and dark coruers to turu 
after night-fall, aud now to cap tbe 
climax on all past neglect, tbe School 
Board have gravely decided to close our 
school at Oak Hill and compel our chil- 
dren of tender years to meet a barge on 
tbe promises of the closed school, house, 
and ride through all kinds of weather, 
one aud a half miles to school thus en- 
dangering health and life. 

Our little ones cannot reach the point 
where the barge meets them without 
getting their feet more or less damp. 

Aud then these little ones must carry 
their dinner aud remaiu during recess 
away from their home without the super- 
vision of parent or teacher. 

Aud all this has been done against a 
remonstrance from all the people of this 
locality. It would seem that a part of 
the city, which had paid iuto the city 
treasury a great mauy thousand dollars 
annually, and had not received back more 
than fifteen hundred or two thousand iu 
any one year for street repair, school and 
all other purposes until last year, when 
an appropriation was made to lay a water 
maiu iu part of said locality, it would 
seem that their citizens ought to have a 
voice in the affairs that specially aud 
specifically concern them. 

Several new families have moved into 
tbU district sDu* last spring, and if all 
the children who properly belong to this 
district should go, there would be 25 or 
30. 

We appeal to the good seuse aud hu- 
manity of the cilizeus of Newtou, and 
ask for the sake of our little children 
whose lives aud health are dear to us, 
that this hardship aud inhumanity con- 
templated by the School Board be 
stopped. A Parent.

ROOKS AND MAGAZINES. 

Mrs. Deland begins her new story in 
this number. It is entitled, “The Story 
of a Child,” but it is an account of child 
life which is intended for older readers. 
It is intended to prosent tbe silent, unex- 
pressed side of an imaginative child’s 
character in a way at once effective, 
sympathetic and delightful. Mrs. De- 
land has groat powor of subjective treat- 
ment in a healthy form, aud her new 
story will not at ail take up the theologi- 
cal questions which have been presented 
in her former fictions. Dr. Hale, in “A 
New England Boyhood,” describes a life 
at his early home. The father of Dr. 
Hale was not a common man, and few 
men in Boston of his day had such op- 
portunities as were placed within his 
reach in that homo. Without at all en- 
trenchiug upon the privacy of his life, he 
gives a delightful sketch of this part of 
his boyhood. Mr. William Henry Bishop 
presents the third part of his experiences, 
entitled “An American at Home in Eu- 
rope.” Mins Vida Scuddar also com- 
pletes her critical essay on “The Prome- 
thus Unbound of Shelley.” Mr. Craw- 
ford is more than half through with his 
story, entitled “Don Orsino.” Mr. Scud- 
der contributes an iuterestiug article, en- 
titled “The Primer aud Literature.” 
Mr. Whittier contributes to this number 
a notable poem intended for Dr. Holmes’ 
birthday on the 20th of August. The 
critical papers in this number are nota- 
bly good. 

“Why Young Men Defer Marriage” is 
the subject of an interesting article on 
this trutb-aBserting topic, by John Lam- 
bert Payne, in the September Ladies’ 
Home Journal. Mr. Payne’s paper is 
statistical and treats this momentous 
matter from every standpoiut. The 
domestic problem concerning tbe rela- 
tions existing “Between Mistress aud 
Maid” is intelligently discussed by 
Harriet Prescott Spofford, Mrs. Lyman 
Abbott, Helen S. Conant and Christine 
Terhune Herrick, as is “Getting Home 
from the Country,” by Helen Jay. 

An article that is full of fragrant mem- 
ories is “Old Deerfield,” by Miss Mary 
E. Allen, in the September New England 
Magazine. The article deals with the 
history of old Deerfield, aud tbe tradi- 
tions pertaining to tbe different families 
aud houseB, and giveB an account of its 
interests, artistic and otherwise of to- 
day. It is well illustrated from pen 
drawings by the author and other artists, 
and is altogether a very attractive feat- 
ure of this unique magazine. 

Rev. M. J. Savage has another ebapter 
of wonderful ghost stories in tbe Septem- 
ber Arena which are exceedingly inter- 
esting, to say tbe least. Ibn Isbak, one 
of tbe greatest scholars of Persia, con- 
tributes a notable paper on “The Future 
of Islam,” which is probably the strong- 
est plea for MoliammedanisnCever made 
in a magazine essay. Dr. C. E. Page 
gives a brilliant and exceedingly practi- 
cal paper on tbe successful treatment of 
typhoid fever. Other notable papers are 
by Congressman John Davis, Hamlin 
Garland, Edwin Reed, James A. Herne, 
Prof. Willis Bougliton, John Hudspeth, 
aud tbe editor, while a remarkable feat- 
ure is a symposium on Woman’s Dress 
Reform, by six emiueut women. 

In Scribner’s for September is an arti- 
cle on “The Tildeu Trust Library; What 
Shall It Be?” giving the facts concerning 
Mr. Tilden’s wishes as to the details of 
the plan, and also a most important pro- 
posal for still carrying out a large part 
of it by the erection of a great library 
building iu the very centre of New York. 
“The last of the Buffalo” Mr. George 
Bird Grinnell’s article, U full of a true 
sportsman's feeling. Mr. W. C. Brownell, 
whose book, “French Traits,” was re- 
ceived with so much favor, contributes 
the first of three articles on French Art, 
all to be illustrated. Mr. Charles F. 
Lummis, who has lived a uumber of 
years at the Pueblo of isleta, writes with 
sympathy and enthusiasm of these 
Indians in au article on “The Indian who 
is not Poor.” Mrs. Frederic R. Jones 
has a paper on “The Education of the 
Blind.”

PUT DOWN BY THE DOG 

HOW A REVOLUTION WAS SUP- 
PRESSED BY A PLAYFUL PUP. 


The Hull Pup Thought There- Was a 

Grand Opportunity to Have Some Fun 

and Started In to Enjoy Himself — Con- 
sternation Among the Revolutionists. 

Another revolution has been sup- 
pressed in Hawaii, and the supporters 
of the queen are congratulating them- 
selves on the strength of the govern- 
ment. Other people recall tho fact that 
the first Wilcox rebellion was suppressed 
by a baseball pitcher after the king had 
been driven to the royal boathouse for 
protection. A few who know are also 
telling tlie merry tale of how Harry 
Gillig’s bull pup put down a revolution, 
saved a throne and scattered the leaguer- 
ing nrmies of the rebels— all in the opera 
bouffe kingdom of the Colorado Mudu- 
ros. This is the story George Nagle 
tells: 

‘‘We were at tlie islands a year or two 
ago— Harry Gillig, Frank Unger, my- 
self and Pierrot. Pierrot was Harry’s 
bull pup, the joy of liis owner’s life, tlie 
pride of his heart. He was a fierce, 
bloodthirsty looking brute, and when- 
ever a true sport would pass him the 
covetous regard which the man would 
show for the dog would make the cold 
cliills of apprehension play leapfrog in 
Gillig’s spinal marrow. As a matter of 
fact, though, Pierrot was as playful and 
quite as harmless as a kitten. He never 
bit anything in his life except tho sweet- 
breads, cliateaubriauds and such deli- 
cacies with which his indulgent owner 
pampered him. 

“Well, at the islands David Kalakaua 
was king — and a kindlier man never 
lived. He showed us marked attention; 
nrrunged feasts in our behalf, made me 
governor of an island for a day, and lost 
his money to us at poker. He spent 
nearly ns much time at our cottage as 
lie did at the palace, which was close at 
hand. We grew to have a genuine re- 
gard for him, because, whatever his 
faults, he was every inch a king in the 
generosity of his impulses and the love 
which he bore for his subjects. 

“There was a condition then prevail- 
ing at the islands somewhat similar to 
that preceding the arrest of Wilcox, Ash- 
ford and the other conspirators. Dis- 
content muttered on the comers. An in- 
definable strain was in the political at- 
mosphere. Without knowing why, the 
onlooker felt that rebellion might set 
the alarm bells ringing at any moment. 
The wrecking of a government might 
have been precipitated by the jostling 
of a man on the sidewalk. 

“The king was uneasy, though he 
kept a smiling face nnd his customary 
affability. Feeling as we did toward 
him, we shared in a measure his anxiety, 
and awaited the denouement with fe- 
verish impatience. 

“The army was giving trouble. Ithad 
felt its power by putting down (with the 
aid of the baseball pitcher) the first Wil- 
cox revolution. It became unreasonable 
in its demands, and the king was soon 
involved in trouble with his own troops. 

“You know the Hawaiian army con- 
sists of about sixty-seven men and half 
as many officers. But though small, it 
is the one military prop of the island 
kingdom, and it has relatively as much 
power and importance as the kaiser's 
marshaled millions. And so it was that 
when fierce discontent and whispered 
denunciation were rife in the army the 
people’s faces blanched and apprehen- 
sion mingled in the merriest rout. 

“At last it came. One night, as Gil- 
lig and I sat on the porch of our cottage, 
we heard ‘the roll of the stirring drum’ 
and the clangorous marching of armed 
men. 

“ ‘The revolution has begun! Tho 
army is marching on the palace!’ 
shouted Gillig. 

“Being a brave, aggressive man, Harry 
grabbed a revolver and sturted on a run 
for the paluce inclosure. Being more 
or less of a fool, I suppose, I ran after 
him without any revolver. Being a dog, 
Pierrot ran after us both. 

“When we reached the palace we found 
the entire army just drawing into line 
in front of it. There was all the thun- 
der of the captains and the shouting 
which a man’s heart could wish. The 
army had come to make a demand on 
the king, und was prepared to enforce it 
with bullet and bayonet. 

“Now pretty much every thing on that 
trip had been arranged for Pierrot’s 
amusemeut. So when he saw the glori- 
ously caparisoned army drawn up in the 
glare of the palace lamps he supposed it 
was there as a part of his fuu. With a 
bark and a bound he started to enjoy the 
army.

P0RTRAIT8 OF COLUMBUS. 

The public school pupils, who are 
going 1 o havo the load nil over America 
in the celebration of the 400th anniver- 
tary of the discovery of America by 
Columbus, aro already asking how Co- 
lumbus looked. 

Many lending American publications 
havo recently contained timely articles 
on the groat discoverer, and the variety 
of portraits which hns nccoinpanied these 
articles has been surprising. 

By the highest authorities it is con- 
ceded that there is no likeness of Colum- 
bus whose claim to consideration ia in- 
disputable. 

From Oviedo and his own son Ferdi- 
nand — two persons who knew him — we 
have descriptions of his appearance, 
npon which must lie based our judg- 
ment of the alleged portraits. 

From them we learn that his face 
was long, neither full nor thin; his 
cheek bones rather high; his nose aqui- 
line; his eyes light gray; his complexion 
fair and high colored. Up to the age of 
thirty his hair was of light color, but 
became rapidly gray after that age. It 
must be admitted in tho face of these 
details that not one of the portraits gives 
very positive evidence of presenting the 
great discoverer as he lived. 

The earliest claimant for considera- 
tion is a wood engraving by Paolo 
Giovio, published in 1575, which we 
give.

Next in point of antiquity is the en 
graving called the Do Bry portrait. It 
shows a head covered by a three cor- 
nered cap, the face being^ short and 
broad and having the characteristics of 
the Dutch in a marked degree. It does 
not correspond with the best authenti- 
cated descriptions. De Bry claimed 
that tho original canvas from which it 
was taken was painted from life by 
order of Ferdinand, the king. 



Jomard published in 1845 a portrait in 
support of a Titianesque canvas, which 
he had obtained at Vicenza. This pic- 
ture bore the inscription “Christophorus 
Columbus." He claimed that the fea- 
tures were in accord with the descrip- 
tion of writers contemporaneous with 
Columbus. The pointed beard and Flem- 
ish ruff he accounted for by assuming 
that they were the additions of a later 
hand. These and other accessories, 
however, prevented tho acceptance of 
Jomard ’a view's. 



There Rre many other so called like- 
nesses of Columbus. They are widely 
scattered and it is not easy to link them 
with the three show'll ubove, which prob- 
ably have tho best claims to consider- 
ation. But these three have little in 
common. They would never be taken 
for portraits of the same jierson. 

Tho most authoritative descriptions of 
the stuture, complexion and personality 
of Columbus coincide, and yet the luost 
generally accepted portraits aro not in 
harmony. Muny artists disregurd the 
statement that his nose was aquiline 
and make it of a decidedly retrousse 
type; others jiortray him u» a brunette 
with a short, fat and beardless face. 
The next time we see him he is u blond 
with a long, thin face, well covered with 
whiskers. We always know him, us the 
artist thoughtfully introduces his name; 
otherwise a lively guessing match might 
result. The stylo of the pictures would 
nuturully suggest the celebrities of a 
few centuries ago. They might be tukeu 
for Plato, Othello the Moor, Alaric, 
Julius Caesar, ltichurd 111 and u score 
of others whose faces figure in history. 
Even a composite of 1 114 * many portraits 
could not blend or unite in one the dis- 
cordant conceptions which wo see every 
day. We must know’ Columbus by his 
deeds, uud not by his pictures. 

There are 210,350 school houses iu the 
United States and only 3.5 i>er cent, of 
them are iu cities. This is u striking 
illustration of the economy i>ossible in a 
dense population. Every one of these 
schools should lie represented in the 
uatiouul Columbian public school cele- 
bration of Celuiubus Day, Oct. 21.

FORMALLY OPENED. 


THK NEWTON STREET RAILWAY IN- 
SPECTED ON TUESDAY. 

Although tiie cars had been running 
for nearly a week, the Newton Street 
Railway was formally opened on Tues- 
day afternoon, when the officern of the 
road, members of the city government, 
distinguished guests, and representatives 
of the Waltham Free Press and Tribune, 
Watertown Enterprise and Graphic 
were taken over the line, shown over the 
| new car house, aud given one of Paxton’s 
, most elegant spreads. 

It was a beautiful day and there is not 
a road anywhere that goes through a 
handsomer section of country and more 
varied scenery. Through Newtonville 
[ and Newton Highlands handsome resi- 
, deuces with their trimly kept lawus 
! border the street, and the passengers gel 
: a fine view of Bulloughs pond, which 
could easily be made a very attractive 
part of the city, and at Upper Falls, 
there are extensive views from the cars, 
with the famous Echo Bridge only five 
minutes waik from the present end of 
the line. The line is already popular as 
is showu by the fact that over 4200 fares 
w-ere taken on Suuday and as mauy 
more on Monday. 

The road opens up a beautiful section 
of country as yet undeveloped and many 
new buildings will soon be started along 
the line, by those who appreciate the 
I convenience of being near the electric 
cars. The line will be popular with tbe 
school children, and High School pupils 
can now come from Upper Falls at a 
small expense. Indeed it is cheaper for 
Upper Falls people to go to Newtonville 
and take the cars for Boston, aud they 
find that they can save time over the old 
method of walking to Eliot. Tbe new 
line will probably make a perceptible 
difference in the receipts of tbe circuit 
road. 

The road is probably tbe best con- 
structed of any street railway in the 
country, and tbe motors are of the 
latest pattern aud run with less noise 
than those on the Waltham line. Five 
uew box cars are being built and will 
soou be ready for use.

THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

Both brauches of the city government 
met Wednesday at 7. JO and adjourned 
for the caucuses. At 9 o’clock they met 
again and after a little business took a 
recess, and at 9.45 went into joint ex- 
ecutive session over the proposed ordin- 
ance for sewer assessments. Reporters 
were excluded as it was not desired to 
make the discussions public. The joint 
section lasted till 11.45, when both boards 
resumed opeu session. The ordinance 
failed to pass by a vote of 3 to 3, Aider- 
man Ilarbach being absent. Aldermau 
Sprague, who voted in the negative, gave 
notice of intention to move a reconsidera- 
tion and the meeting adjourned t j Thurs- 
day evening. 

Tiie only important change made in 
the ordinance at the executive session 
was in makiug the assessment per front 
| foot 50 cents, instead of 65, as proposed, 

' aud per square foot 6 mills, instead of 7. 

This was mi cover the loss from exempt- 
I iug 60 Let on corner lots. 

The aldermen met at 7.45 Thursday 
night, mi tli Alderman Harbach absent 
j and took a recess till 9 o’clock, during 
j which time there was an informal 
wrangle over the amount the city should 
pay. The Barbae U plan of baviug tbe 
abu tors pay the whole cost of theseweis 
was interfered w-itb by tbe last legis- 
lature, wbiclr passed a law compelling 
tbe state to pay one fourth, aud allowing 
it to pay three fourths. The followers 
of Mr. Harbach were willing to pass an 
ordinance allowiug the city to pay one 
fourth, because they could not help 
themselves, but they stopped there and 
refused to make any compromises to- 
wards a more equitable adjustment of 
assessment. Aldermau Coffin was willing 
I iu order to have the vote unanimous to 
i have the city pay one third, but Aldei- 
; men Hyde and Wilson refused to do even 
j tins, knowing that with the reiuru of 
Alderman Harbach they had a majority 
: of the board. Tiie city needs the money 
as it is desired to seud out the bills Oct. 
1st, payable in 00 days. Naturally there 
was only one thing for reasonable meu 
to do iu such a case, anil so Aldermen 
Sheppard, Churchill and Sprague yielded 
aud the order was passed, for tbe city to 
pay ono quarter and the abuttors three 
quarters. The only concession that 
could be obtained was exempting 100 
feet on one street ou corner lots. 

Abuttors will have to pay #2.68 1-2 per 
runuiug foot ou sewered streets, the rate 
per frout foot being 50 cents and per 
square foot to a depth of 180 feet 6 mills, 
This does not vary so very much from 
the figures given by Aldermau llarbacb 
when be proposed to have the abuttors 
pay the whole cost, but the sewers cost 
more than was at fiist estimated. 

The city pays oue fourth of the cost 
of the local sewers, its share of the cost 
of tiie Metropolitan system, the cost of 
maintenance, and will also be called ou 
to pay considerable incidentally, so that 
a good share of the cost of sewers will be 
equitably divided. 

The common council meet tonight to 
pass the order, aud uext Mouday the 
ordinance will be enacted.

The caucuKea Wednesday evening were 
unusually well attended, owing to the 
great interent felt in the content over the 
counciilorahip, and a very remarkable 
thing wan the presence of ao many 
prominent citizens who are not usually 
seen in the caucuses. Very little inter- 
est was felt in anything save the conncil- 
lorship, and the Unite! States senator- 
ship, about every ward showing a very 
decided anti-Barrett sentiment, which 
could hardly have been pleasing to the 
editor of the Record and Advertiser. 
Ward Six declared for Henry Cabot 
Lodge and a legialative caucus, and 
Wards Three and Four contented them- 
selves with declaring for a caucus, al- 
though both were anti-Barrett, but 
favored the best man. Ward Seven also 
declared in favor of a caucus. 

Wards One and Seven were strongly in 
favor of Senator Gilman for councillor, 
although there was a respectable minority 
in each for Mr. Leeson. The Gilman 
men worked hard to get oat their men in 
the two wards and succeeded. 

In Ward Two the Leeson delegates were 
elected 28 to 18: in Ward Three, 25 to 19; 
Ward Five, 35 to 28,and Ward Six was prac- 
tically unanimous. In Ward Four the Gil- 
man men won by a vote of 38 to 21, but the 
sense of tbe caucus was informally ex- 
pressed in favor of all the delegates 
uniting on one Newton man. In Ward 
One the Gilman delegates were chosen Cl 
to 11, and in Ward Seven 56 to 13.

Whether Mr. Langford’s ideas go so

Signaling by Balloon. 

A Benes of interesting experiments 
was conducted tho other night nt Stan- 
ford Bridge Grounds, London, with bal- 
loon and apparatus invented and im- 
proved by Mr. Erie Bruce for use in mil- 
itary signaling at night over intervening 
woods and hills. Within the balloon 
aro lnmg on a small swinging ladder six 
incandescent lamps, connected by insu- 
lated cable with a battery on tho ground, 
worked that night at twenty-four volts 
and giving sixty candle power of illumi- 
nation. By ready manipulation of the 
buttons at the instrument the operntor 
flashes on the translucent sides of the 
balloon the signals of the Morse or any 
code, and these can be easily read at a 
distance of six miles. 

Tho balloon used was a small one of 
oighteen feet diameter, containing 1,000 
feet of gas, and was hold by cable nt a 
height of about 800 feet. The strong 
wind prevailing rendered the positiou of 
the balloon unsteady and uncertain, but 
the signals woro nevertheless read by 
military experts, and were answered 
from a staiion on land. Tho experi- 
ments were witnessed by Prince Ed- 
ward ef Saxe-Weiinar, by military at- 
tnclies of the Chinese and other embas- 
sies and a number of scientific men. 
The experiments were varied by hang- 
ing tho lamps outside below the neck of 
the balloon and flashing direct. The 
illuminated balloon when a few feet 
alwve ground gives a beautiful ligl t, 
and can be utilized when required for 
executing work at night. — London 
News.

A CAREFUL. ANALYSIS OF THE FACTS AND 
FIGURES GIVEN IN TIIE REPORT- 
PLEASANT AND ENCOURAGING READ- 
ING FOR BELIEVERS IN TARIFF RE- 
FORM— TIIE EFFECTS OF HIGH PROTEC- 
TION. -» 

To tho Editor of tho Herald The Mc- 
Kinley bill went into effeot in October, 
1800; for nearly two years it has been in 
operation, and wo can now look back 
and consider some of its results, especial- 
ly its effect upon prices, and compare 
these rosults with the opinions, hopes or 
fears of the public prior to its passage. 

That the intent of the framers of the 
hill was to raise -prices by shutting out 
foreign goods from our markets is so 
generally conceded that arguments upon 
the point is unnecessary. Tho bill was 
passed and the very schedules framed by 
interested manufacturers, whose sole 
object was to increase their own profits, 
without^regard to the gain or loss of the 
masses of our people. 

The Republicans iu the campaign of 
1800 admitted that the logical results of 
the bill would be to increase the prices 
of articles upon which the tariff was 
raised, and devoted their whole attention 
of demonstrating that higher prices wore 
a sure sign of prosperity, and that lower 
prices, which must result from tariff 
reductions, would result in depression 
in business and lower wages. 

For o sample, President Harrison stated 
that, in his opinion, a cheaper coat meant 
a cheaper man or womau under the coat; 
McKinley announced that “cheap” and 
“nasty” go together; while Henry Cabot 
Lodge proclaimed to the world the dis- 
covery that cheapness is un-American. 

A year went by; another campaign sot 
in, and the speeches in the fall of 1891 
were again largely devoted to the effect 
of the McKinley bill upon prices, each 
side contending for or against a rise m 
prices as a fact as tho rtspective speakers 
were Democratic or Republican. 

These two campaigns gayo rise to a 
great demnnd from thinking people for 
valuable statistics in regard to the course 
of prices and wages both prior to and 
after the Mckinley bill. 

On March 3. 1891. the Senate of the 
United States passed a resolution direct- 
ing the committee on finance to examine 
into the report upon tho elfect ot tho 
tariff laws upon prices of agricultural 
and manufactured products at home and 
abroad, and .upon wages, domestio aud 
foreign. 

The committee thereupon proceeded 
in its investigation, and lias lately made 
a partial report entitled “Report on Re- 
tail Prices and Wages'” 

Senator Aldrich, in tho Seuate speech 
upon thy report, treats tho report as if 
it had to do solely with ttio effect of the 
McKinley bill, and not the tariff law iu 
general, upon 

PRICES AND WAGES. 

His argument was directed to tho point 
that higher duties mean lower, aud not 
higher, prices, and higher, not lower, 
wages; and, in support of this proposi- 
tion, lie cited the so called Aldrich report 
giving the price variations for 214 selected 
commodities covering the period from 
June, 1889, to September, 1891. 

The lirst point that must strike tho 
student on inspecting this report is that 
it purports to bo aud, in fact, is, ouly a 
partial report, giving price variations 
solely, without regard to tariff changes 
in the McKinley bill. 

The report states that on Sept. 1, 1891, 
130 out of the 214 articles were lower iu 
price than in June, 1889, and that 75 of 
the 214 articles had increased in price at 
the eud of the same period. 

On these facts Senator Aldrich and 
other Republican leaders completely 
changed their tune, and now claim that 
tho object of tho McKinley hill was to 
bring about that very cheapness which 
they had previously characterized as 
“nasty” and “un-American,” and they 
proudly point to the Aldrich report as 
proof that the McKinley object of cheap- 
ness hud been ill fact accomplished. 

Rut a little reflection will show con- 
clusively that the McKinloyites were cor- 
rect when, just after the passage of their 
bill, they were forced to admit that high 
tariffs produced high prices, and forced 
to contend that low prices were produced 
by tariff reductions, and, consequently, 
as they claimed, were cheap, nasty aud 
un-American. 

Of the 215 articles ehosen by the Senate 
committee, ouly 103, or 47 per cent., 
were increased iu duty by the McKinley 
hill; the remaining 112, constituting ovet 
52 per cent, of the whole, were not 
affected by the bill, except as to 29 
articles, and these were lowered iu duty. 
Of the 103 articles, in which there was 
an increase of duty, there were ut least 
31 articles, coming under ttio general 
head of food products, in which the in- 
crease of duty could have no possible 
elfect upon home prices, for the reason 
that wo impoited practically none even 
before the McKinley bill, and because in 
many of them (lie home price is deter- 
mined in the markets of tho world, where 
our surplus of such products is exported 
aud sold iu competition with foieigu 
labor aud foreign products. Such articles 
are beaus, bn ad, butter, cheese, flour, 
meal, meats, milk, vegetables (excluding 
potatoes aud onions), oats, corn, barley, 
ryo and wheat. 

Deducting these 31 ai tides, which even 
protect iouists will admit are not affected 
in price by customs duties, we have left 
72 articles only iu which there has beou 
an increaro of duly iu the McKiuley hill 
which could possibly affect prices. 

If we are to consider 
THE EFFECT OF THE MCKINLEY INCREASE 

of duties, therefore, we must limit our- 
selves, to these 72 artioles. A brief con- 
sideration of the repoit, as a whole, will 
at once disclose Its value to the cause of 
tariff reform. 

In the food schedule we flud that out 
of 33 articles which increased iu price, 
29, or 87 per ceut., were increased iu duty 
by the McKiuley hill; iu tfie clothing 
schedule 15 out of the 10 articles— 93 per 
cent.— iuoreased iu price, were increased 
iu duty: iu the drug schedule all the 
articles increasing iu price were iucreased 
iu duty ; iu tho house furnishing sched- 
ule out of the 13 articles increused iu 
price, U), 77 per ceut., were iucreased iu 
duty. 

'1 Ii us out of a total of 75 artioles which 
he committee reported as huviug iu- 


creased in price, 58, or 77 per cent., woro 
increased in duty by tho McKinley bill. 

Conveisely, in the food schedule, out 
of 27 articles wnieh the report states bad 
fallen In price, lfl. or 59 per cent., woro 
either loft unchsiigod in duty or woro 
lowored; in the clothing schedule, out of 
45 which decreased in pi ice. 20 had tho 
dutbs lowered by McKinley; in the fuel 
schedule, four out of five; and in tho 
metal schedule every article decreased in 
price was left unchanged as to duty or 
lowered; in tho lumber schedule, seven 
out of eleven articles falling in price 
were loft unchanged or lowered in duty; 
iu tho drug schedule, three out of the 
five articles falling in price were lowered 
in duty; in the house furnishing goods 
schodule, out of 14 artioles falling in 

J uice. 11. or 78 per cont., were unchanged 
n duty: and nil articles in the miscel- 
laneous schedule falling in price were 
left unchanged in duty by tho McKinloy 
hill. 

To sum up: Out of tho 130 articles 
which decreased in price, 93. or 07 per 
cent., were left unchanged in duty, or in 
somo casca were lowered. Thus 77 per 
cent, of the increased in price were ac- 
companied by increases in duty; while 
07 per cent, of tho decreases in price 
were accompanied by either no change 
or a decrease in duty. 

Thus we see the absurdity of the Re- 

f >ub icau dootrine that high dutieB make 
ow prices; the Aldrich report, lightly 
road, conveys in unmistakable terms tho 
intelligence — so long ago announced by 
tariff reformers— that high tariffs make 
high prices, while lower tariffs make 
lower prices. 

The claim of the Republicans, analyzed, 
is in effect that *>ur 214 selected articles, 
those which McKinley left untouched by 
his tariff-protected hand, have so far fol- 
lowed natural laws— in spire of high 
taxes levied by earlier tariff bills— i bat 
they have fallen in price sufficiently to 
make up for the increase in prices of 
articles upon which McKinley increased 
tho taxes, and leave a net fall in prices 
of 04 100 of 1 per cent. 

If the Republican party can ext ract any 
comfort from the Aldiich report, they 
are welcomo to it ; but they never can 
hope by means of it to convince the 
American people that the effect of high 
protection is to lower prices or that tho 
tariff is not a tax.

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THE COUNCILLORSHIP. 


It was a most interesting contest Wed- 
nesday night between the friends of 
Messrs. Leeson aud Gilman, and the 
caucuses reminded one of the old school 
fight, they were so largely attended. 
Both sides professed confidence in their 
ability to carry a majority of the wards, 
and the Gilman men were hardly willing 
to allow that Mr. Loeson could carry his 
own ward, and talked very earnestly 
about the duty of all the delegates unit- 
ing on the candidate who had the ma- 
jority. 

Mr. Gilman’s campaign was very ably 
managed, and some of the most skilful 
workers in the city were in charge of it, 
and they certainly deserve credit for the 
splendid showing they made. If there 
was a Gilman mau in the city who was 
not out, it was certainly not from lack of 
solicitation. 

Mr. Leeson’s friends, on the other 
hand, were amateurs in political work, 
and we don’t mind saying that they might 
have been better organized, and have 
secured a larger attendance if they had 
gone systematically to work. But it was 
largely a spontaneous movemeut, and 
the gentlemen interested in Mr. Leesou 
acted on their own responsibility and 
did only what their own inclinations 
prompted. That in spite of the system- 
atic canvas on tho other side Mr. Leesou 
carried a majority of the wards showed 
the popular appreciation of his ability 
and character. 

The question uow is what will the 
delegates do? If they go to the conven- 
tion divided, Senator Raymond of Somer- 
ville will secure the nomination and 
Newton will not be in it. The Gilman 
delegates have the power to keep the 
nomination from coming to Newton, but 
they cannot do anything to help their 
candidate, and it would seem to be the 
duty of patriotic citizeus to bow to the 
will of the majority aud to take means to 
secure the honor for Newton. It will be 
worth a good deal to the city to have tho 
honor of naming the councillor, and the 
Gilmau delegates will probably all admit 
the justice of all that has been said in 
favor of Mr. Leeson. It was a fair con- 
test, and the most popular man wou. 
We do uot believe that any one will feel 
inclined to make a personal grievance 
out of the result of the contest, and it is 
always the part of wisdom to take the 
next best thing, if unable to secure one’s 
first choice. The councillor contest 
has certainly given a good deal of in- 
terest to a very dull campaign, aud it 
was a decided relief from the Borden 
trial, the cholera, the Carnegie strike aud 
the other sensations in the daily papers. 


THE BORDEN CASE. 

That the State has failed utterly to 
present any evidence indicating Lizzie 
Borden’s guilt of the alleged killing of 
her father and stepmother is the opiniou 
of many people who have carefully read 
the evidence submitted in the case. The 
girl from the start has been the only ob- 1 
ject of suspicion, so far as the govern 
ment agents were concerned. District 
Attorney Kuowlton says that she alone 
had the exclusive opportunity of com- j 
mittiug the crime, aud his opiniou is ' 
shared by the Fall River police aud 
government detectives. So coufideut is 
the district attorney upon this point that 
he affirms that the crime could only have 
been committed by au inmate of the 
house. Hi* reasoning, however, is 
purely assumptive aud assertive. The 
government has not demonstrated by 
evideuce that the crime could not have 
been committed by some one who entered 
from without, notwithstanding the in* 
geuious argument of the district attorney 
based upon the locked aud bolted doors- 
It is a well known fact that experts of 
long and practical experience iu criminal 
matters entirely disagree with his theory- 

The burden of proof rests with the 
state, yet it has met with sigual defeat iu 
almost every theory it has set up to es- 
tablish the guilt of the accused. It pre- 
tended to have settled the difference iu 
the time of the deaths of Mi. aud Mrs. 
Borden, but what fair-minded man is 
there who would admit the claim when 
medical meu very generally say that the 
state’s digestion theory is absurd 

Lizzie Borden, her accusers say, ought 
to have seen her stepmother's body when 
she went up stairs. How was it theu 
that Mr. Borden did not see it, if the 
government is correct it its conclusion, 
that he went up stairs before he was 
murdered. He did go up stairs, if 
Bridget Sullivan’s testimony is to be 


relied upon, and then came down again 
to meet his terrible fato. 

Another element of weakness in the 
case for the state is the claim that it has 
j withheld much important evidence which 
’ some of the sensational newspaper 
writers say will throw light upon many 
phases of the case, at present resting 
under a doep cloud of mystery. That 
sort of talk may he safely construed as 
puio buncombe. Tho government case 
is certainly susceptible of being strength, 
ened by additional testimony, but its 
representatives failed in their duty, if 
they neglected to utilize the important 
evidence in their possession, for that pre- 
sented was from far convincing in 
character. 

Judge Blaisdell, it would seem, 
thought otherwise wlion he found tho ac- 
cused probably guilty Was he influenced 
by the possibilities of future evidence or 
was ho, like District Attorney Knowlton 
and Marshal Hilliard, seeking to justify 
Lizzie Borden's arrest? His decision, 
which Mrs. Mary A. Livermore in an 
intorviow pronounces "atrocious,” was 
certainly not justified by tho testimony. 


The order providing for sewer assess- 
ments has at list been passed and the 
ordinance is uow being passed through 
the various stages. The order is not all 
that could have been desired, many 
thinking that the city should assumo 
more than one fourth, the least that the 
law allows. But nbuttors should be 
t hanktul to have the city assume as much 
as that, and they would not have got 
that if had it not been for the last legis- 
lature. The followers of the Harbach 
plan have acted like the hunter in the 
famous story of the turkey and the 
buzzard. They were willing to com- 
promise and they would give the other 
side the buzzard and they keep the 
turkey, or they would take tho turkey 
and the other side could keep the buz- 
zard. They would let the city pay one 
fourth, as the law provides for that, and 
they thought the other side was very 
unreasonable uot to be very grateful for 
this great concession. 


Thf question of the removal of the 
tracks is still agitating Newton citizens, 
and it would seem to be an easy matter 
to convince the Boston and Albany 
officials that it was not only the easiest 
but the least expensive method of getting 
rid of the grade crossings. There is no 
question of the benefit it would bo to 
Newton, in the way of increasing valua- 
tion of all the property that would be 
then added to the south side of the 
track. There is talk of calling a public 
meeting of those interested in this im- 
provement, during the present month, in 
order to voice public sentiment on the 
matter. 


Watertown is taking measures to 
clean up the river and its borders, aud 
Newton and Bostou are doing their part 
to assist. Cambridge U uow the worst 
offender, with its sewers emptying 
directly into the river, and has the most 
difficult part of the work that should be 
done at once. 


A caucus of the Councillor delegates 
has been called to meet at Young’s Hotel, 
this afternoon at 8.80. It was signed by 
the eight Leeson delegates and by Mr. 
Henry E. Cobb, one of the Gilman dele- 
gates from Ward One. It is hoped to 
make the delegation utiauimous. 


It is said that all the County delegates 
but one are in favor of Geo. C. Travis fo r 
District Attorney. Tnat one ought to 
uuite aud make it uuanimou-.

To Take Off Old Taint. 

It is very seldom now that you see a 
painter burn off old paint with a spirit 
lamp or torch, though there are still a 
few who stick to the old method. The 
easiest way to clean iwiint off wood, or 
even metal, is to mix lime uud salsoda 
pretty thickly iu water aud then apply 
freely with a brush. After a short time 
the paint can be scrupcd off without diffi- 
culty. Auy amateur can use this recii>e| 
only a little care is advisable, as the 
mixture will remove skiu from the 
hands or face even more rupidly thau it 
will remove paint from wood or metal.

Pd Iniiii 'a French Itlvnl. 

A young French chemist, M. Hnnti 
Cotirtonne, is credited with a new dis- 
covery. Sound being transmissible by 
telephone, M. Cotirtonne argued by a 
rigorous analogy that light might be 
transmitted too. As the telephone con- 
sists of a transmitter, a wire and a re- 
ceiver, there was reason to believe that 
these three organs might lie adapted for 
transmitting light vibrations, and for 
tills purpose the transmitter and re- 
ceiver should l>e prepared chemically 
for receiving and giving out light in- 
stead of sound vibrations. This was 
done by substituting sensitized photo- 
graphic plates for the ordinary tele- 
phone plute. 

One of the plates was placed in front 
of an aperature, through which an image 
was cast, and this image has been for- 
warded by wiro and lias been seen at 
the other end. The first apparatus was 
very imperfect, anil M. Courtonne, hav- 
ing heard that? Mr. Edison was on the 
track of a similar discovery, resolved to 
publish his experiments, a description of 
which he, however, sent in a sealed let- 
ter to the Academy in 1880. This letter 
is only to be opened at the sender's re- 
quest. The consequences of the tele- 
photography cannot he overestimated. 
Tomorrow you will see in Puris the 
image of a man smoking in St. Peters- 
burg. — Paris Figaro. 


Ho ComlemiKMl tlio Truck Syittem. 

Lord Winraarleigh, whose death at a 
patriarchal age was announced recently, 
was lmt a name to the present gen- 
eration. When he was sent to the house 
of lords he virtually retired from public 
life, and devoted himself almost entire- 
ly to the care of his large estates. 
Colonel Wilson-Patten, to call him by 
the name by which he was known in 
parliament for more than forty years, 
was an excellent type of Conservative. 
His first speech in the house of commons 
was a condemnation of the truck sys- 
tem, and he it was who first called at- 
tention to the hardships inflicted upon 
the working classes of Lancashire by the 
tax on printed cottons. 

In the interests of manufacturing 
Lancashire, Colonel Wilson-Putton al- 
ways took a serious interest, and such 
•wna his popularity among all classes 
that he held a seat for the coun- 
ty for forty-three years with only one 
contest. The bitter domestic sorrows 
which fell upon his luter years — the 
deaths of both his sons and his only 
grandson— aroused deep sympathy even 
in those who knew him only by name 
and reputation. — St. James Budget. 

Tattooed by Lightning. 

Sunday I. Hough, a laborer at Castle 
Rock, was driving a pin in the ground 
with a hatchet when a bolt of light- 
ning descended from a clear sky and 
struck him. The top was taken off his 
hat and consumed and the rim of the 
lmt was split. His hair was singed all 
over his head, and upon the crown it is 
burned in precisely the shape of a ton- 
sure, a spot about the size of a quarter 
being left wholly bure. A livid mark 
is left across his breast from shoulder 
to shoulder, and directly above his heart 
a hole was burned in his shirt. Around 
the body, below the waist, extends a 
belt of flesh about four inches wide, 
black and blue and dotted with numer- 
ous small holes. Down his back and 
legs are streuks, and the inside of his 
legs are burned. Hough remained un- 
conscious till 10 o’clock, when lie recov- 
ered his senses and is still alive. — Den- 
ver Cor. San Francisco Examiner. 


Something New in the Snake Line. 

A largo snake of unknown species was 
killed by A. C. Reiclielderfer, superin- 
tendent of the Lima Natural Gas com- 
pany, on S.W. Doty’s farm, in St. Mary’s. 
Mr. Reiclielderfer, in company with Mr. 
Spear, a prominent oil man, was walk- 
ing over the farm when the reptile at- 
tacked him.

—Sonic important changes are being 
made at the power station of the Newton 
& Watertown eleotrie lighting works. The 
present plant is taxed to its utmost capac- 
ity, and the many ami constantly increas- 
ing demands for additional service have 
forced the company to enlarge. A new 
engine house 30 x 50 feet is being erected, 
aud as soon as it is complete a 700-horse 
power Wheeloek engine will he placed in 
position. A shaft is to be run the eutire 
length of the power house, aud all the 
dynamos are to lie run from chat single 
shaft. Tills improvement means a change 
from a high to u slow speed station. Bet- 
ter service will lie given, and the expense 
will ho diminished. The company lias re- 
cently put in a dynamo of 2000 commercial 
light capacitv, and as soon as the new 
engine is ready' for use tills uiachiue will 
be started. At present the company is 
furnishing power for 105 are, 783 street 
and 2000 commercial lights. Applications 
for over 000 additional incandescent lights 
have been received. Tlte improvements 
and alterations will cost in the neighbor- 
hood of 825,000. 

— A serious carriage accident occurred 
last Friday afternoon. It was the re- 
sult of the overturning of a carryall at the 
corner of Park and Elmwood streets. The 
vehicle was in etiarge of Mr. J, Wallace 
Goodrich, who was driving, ami contained 
beside, Mrs. John B. Goodrich, Mrs. Ft auk 
Gross, Mrs. Wright and tier two children.

About thirty-five 
years ago lie married Miss Lottie M. Earle, 
daughter of the Rev. A. B. Earle, D. I)., 
the well-known Evangelist. One of his 
daughters is Mrs. John Strong, of East 
Los Angelos, Cal., and the other is un- 
married and a school teacher in Walpole, 
Mass. lie was associated with his son 
Edward, in the retail boot and shoe busi- 
ness on Leverett street, Boston. Last 
Saturday night he left the store about 10 
o’clock, aud took the fatal train for Water- 
town, His sou usually accompanied his 
father, but on that occasion lingered be- 
hind to close up the store. Had tue father 
and sou gone together, there might have 
been a double tragedy in this afflicted 
household. The son did nut arrive home 
until about 5 o’clock Sunday morning, and 
immediately asked if ids father had re 
turned. He broke the news of the acci- 
dent to his mother. They received no tid- 
ings of the terrible news until the morning 
papers were received and the name of their 
loved one was among the dead. The funer- 
al was held from the late residence of the 
deceased on Maple street, Wednesday after- 
noon at 2 o’clock, Rev. E. Potter officiated.

There »rp now twenty-one nurse* en- 
gaged at the Hospital, some of whom aro 
pupils under instruction, and some aro 
qualified to answer mi's fur nursing in our 
j city when noton duty in the Ho*piUl. 

A few case- of typhoid fever have al- 
! rea»ly come in this fall. There may be 
other* nfter awhile uni**-* great care i* 
taken by those who are exposed to this 
disease, whicli *eems to be speeially preva- 
1 lent in the fall. 

At tlie special meeting of the trustee* 

I held la*t Monday, it was voted to put in 
i additional facilities for heating tlie build* 
, ings. 

The extension of the dining room and 
kitchen was deferred for the lack of mean* 
to pay for it. Special gift- for this pur- 
pose would he very acceptable. 

The Hospital ground* are generally in 
beautiful condition now , hut thpre is great 
need of improving tin* entrance toward* 
West Newton. The pathway and step-, 
an- rather unsightly, and should be 
changed, but funds are *caree. 

It seems very strange when fruit is so 
abundant that so little is sent to the 
Hospital. People who have apple trees, 
should set aside some for the sick and send 
it up. Housekeeper* when they do their 
preserving should mark some of the jar* 
and bottles “For the Hospital.” 

There have been so many patients dur- 
ing the year, it has become necessary to re- 
place the bed linen used in the wards. 
The dewing Circles connected with the 
various churches in our city have here an 
opportunity for fall work. Sheets should 
be three yards long, two and a half yards 
wide, two inch hem. Pillow slip*, forty 
inch cotton, one yard long, two inch hem. 
At this time some of our friends may 
have half worn night clothes which can 
be used for the sick, others may have fruit 
and vegetables to contribute. Tlie direc- 
tors in the several districts will receive 
and forward anything for tlie Hospital.

Secre- 
tary Barrett’s resignation was presented, 
and after careful consideration was accept- 
ed.

Newtou will put in the claim, and use it for 
all it is worth, that tills city has not hud 
tlie houor or ot tlie oouncillorship for 25 
years. 

Unfortunately she has two candidate*, 
neither of whom will withdraw from tlie 
oontest. Mr. Leeson carried four of tlie 
seven wards and Senator Gilman tlie other 
wards. An attempt was made by calling a 
conference of the \ Newton delegates to 
hriug about a union, but without success. 

A conference of the Somerville delega- 
tion was held Wednesday eveuing, at 
which, it Is reported, 15 out of tlie 20 dele- 
gates agreed to support Mr. Leeson. lu 
consequence, the friends of tlie latter are 
confident of his Domination today, if not 
on the first, ou tlie second ballot.

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THE CITY GOVERNMENT. 

HEARINGS HELD AND THE NEW SEWER 

ORDINANCE PASSED TO BE ORDAINED. 

Tho first regular mooting of both 
branches of the city council nftor tho 
summer vacation was held in City Hall, 
West Newton, Monday evening. 

Tho mayor presided at the hoard of 
aldermen, with Aldermen Harbach and 
Sprague absent. 

Tho records of tho last meeting were 
road and approved. 

FROM THE GAMKWKI.L. 

A communication from tho Uamowell 
Fire Alarm Telegraph Co. of Now York 
was road by tho mayor, in which they 
gave the history of and decisions in 
tho suits brought against them by tho 
Municipal Co. They further stated that 
the difficulties were between the two 
companies and had no reference to cities 
and towns using their system, asking the 
city to pay no attention to the throats 
mado, and assuring it of their protection 
as a user ot their system. Also a com- 
munication detailing the history of the 
Municipal Co. from its organization in 
Maine with a capital of $700 to the 
present time, was read together with 
fuither assurances of their protection to 
the city in its use of tho Gamewell 
system. 

The communications were referrred to 
the city solicitor. 

GRADING OF COURT STREET. 

Alderman Churchill presented a peti- 
tion from residents and property owners 
on Court street, Ward Two, setting forth 
tho inequality of tho preseut street 
grade and askiug that it be graded and 
put iu proper condition soon. The peti- 
tion was signed by Austin R. Mitchell, 
Ex-Gov. Wm. Clatlio, Hou. J. F. C. Hyde 
and others. 

Alderman Churchill said the grading 
asked by the petitioners was very much 
needed, and wished to have tho petition 
granted, referring it to the mayor for 
consideration. 

It was referred by the mayor to the 
highway committee. 

Lewis II. bacon petitioned for gravel 
sidewalks on Chestnut street, and gave 
notice of intention to erect a dwelling 
house 40x42 feet on Chestnut street. 

ENCROACHMENT HEARING. 

At 7.30 o’clock a hoaring was granted 
Benj. Dickerman and others for alleged 
encroachment by the N. & B. street rail- 
way on private lands on Woodward 
street, also asking that the tracks be 
moved to the centre of Woodward street. 

Benj. Dickerman gave the history of 
the road and its boundaries from 1726. 
No record of the width bad beeu found, 
but from tho old wall boundary it was 
about 45 feet wide at this place. It was 
claimed that the poles are upon private 
property, being 4P feet 9 inches from the 
line on the opposite side of the street. 
The track is situated over the oil wall 
bouudary, which has beeu buried bv 
filling in. The situation of the tracks 
closes the land to access from Wood- 
ward street and to improvements. He 
asked that the track be changed to the 
cuntre of the street. 

Mr. Stone also appeared presenting 
similar claims. The hearing was then 
closed. 

Alderman Hyde presented a petition 
b from Otis Pettee and thirty prominent 
* residents of Upper Falls askiug for a 
police officer for day duty in that place. 
Referred to the committee on police. 

A hearing ou the taking of land in 
Chesley street aud private lauds for 
common sewers was closed, no remon- 
strants appearing. 

EDDY STREET INDIGNATION. 

A hearing was then opeued for taking 
laud ou Eddy street lor sewer purposes. 

Mr. Leonard appeareJ for Mrs. J. A. 
Stearns. He had no objection to the 
sewer in the street, but believed the 
street should be accepted hv the city. A 
good deal of feeling had been aroused 
among property holders by the actiou of 
the city in putting the sewer iu without 
notifying the abuttors. 

City Engineer Noyes replying to an 
interrogation of the mayor said the 
street had not been put iu proper shape 
by the abuttors and therefore the city 
had heretofore refused to accept and lay 
it out. 

Geo. Clark was opposed to the sewer 
going in. He received uo notice about 
it, nor did the other taxpayers. 

The sewer people had blasted out 
some g 6»o(l stone iu constructing the 
sewer, and then it was carted off despite 
the remonstrance of land owuers. The 
street was a foot higher ou one side than 
the other. 

W. A. Clark had takeu a good deal of 
care of the street. The west side of the 
street is nearly all occupied by houses, 
lie wanted the street accepted by the 
city, and was willing to contribute 
toward that end. 

E. C. Clark had built eight houses aud 
brought $25/)00 worth of taxable pro- 

E ertv to the city on the street. He bad 
eaded two petitions for its acceptance, 
which were refused. It was a good time 
for the abuttors to make the city do 
what it ought to have done before. 

The mayor suggested getting out an- 
other petition if they wanted to talk 
about the acceptance of Eddy street and 
the aldermen would give them a hearing. 

Hearings were then annouuced on tak- 
ing lauds for sewer in Elmhurst road, F. 
W. Webber for the Whiting estate ap- 
pearing to urge action iu the matter, 
laud ou Hunuewell avenue, Iluuuewell 
terrace and Moore street. No objectors 
appearing the hearings were promptly 
closed. 

EXTENSION OF TIME. 

The Newton & Boston Street Railway 
asked for an extension of time iu the 
construction of their tracks ou Homer 
street, because of the sewer now con- 
structing there. 

Ou Aldermau Coffin’s motion the peti- 
tion was tabled. 

The N. E. Telegraph & Telephone 
Co. asked for line locatiou on Forest aud 
Lake avenues, Centre and Walnut streets. 
Referred. 

CONCURRENT. 

in concurrence with the common coun- 
cil were referred a petition for four 
street lights on Oak street from A. L. 
Hale and others, aud for coucrete side- 
walk on 4 Wuluut street by J. T. Water- 
house. 

Alderman Coffiu presented a petition 
signed by Geo. 1'. Claik aud others, ask- 
ing that Eddy street be accepted by the 
city. Referred. 

A hearing ou the petitiou of C. O. 
Tucker for the election of a st oiehouse 
aud stable 44x00 feet ou Brook street 
was closed, uo objectors appearing. 

Alderman i Sheppard moved that the 
petitiou be granted his motion prevail- 
ing. 

Alderman Wilsou presented a com 
muuicatiou from Lucy J. Fuller object- 
ing to tho taking of laud for street or 
sowers between vYalettowu street aud 
the Charles river. 


Permission was asked to move a house 
on Mt. Vernon street. 

A notice of intention to build a stable 
on Waverley avenue was referred. 

WASHINGTON BOULEVARD. 

Alderman Sheppard presented a com- 
munication signed by John T. Langford 
and about twenty otherr., nsking for the ' 
use of City Hall tho evening of Wednes- 
day. Sept. 28, for a public meeting of 
citizens interested in tho removal of the 
Boston A* Albany railroad tracks, and 
the laying out of a system of parks and 
boulevard between Newton and Auburn- 
dale. 

Alderman Slienpard expressed himself 
as in favor of raising tho tracks as be- 
fore, but believed in n thorough and in- 
telligent understanding of all the plans 
proposed. A public meotlng of this 
nature would bo the moans of securing 
much light on this subject, and it would 
bo very desirable to get a vote of the 
property holders. Ho tuen asked that 
the proyer of the petitioners be granted, 
the board acquiescing.

ORDINANCE 

Relating to Drains and Sewers. 


Ho It ordained l*y the City Council of the City of 
Newton as follow*: 

Section 1. The wjrd " Drain” when nsed In 
the ordinance* and order* *hnll |l>e construed 
to mean it pipe or conduit for the convey 
snoe of storm oi surface water, and the wont 
•• Sewer when so n*<d, shall bo construed to 
nt' Ati pipe* or conduit* for tho conveyance of 
house eoweg* an ground or sub oil water only. 

Sect. 2. All common sewer*, ordered by the 
City Council to bo made, shall he built nnd 
kept In repair, under tho direction of tho Joint 
*tan ling Commlthe on St wot*, and all drain* 
so ordered, hall bo built Hnd k* pt In repair, 
under the direction of the Committee on High- 
ways % 

Sect. 3. The City Engineer shall, under the 
direction of the Committee on Sewers, have 
the general supervision nnd Insjectlon of all 
common sowers, built or owned by tlu City, and 
of all lonnections of nrivato sewers built un- 
der the provisions of this ordlnsnco. He shall 
make and j repare all needed specifications 
descrlbirg and governing tho work of constric- 
tion, and shall make plans and profit s of all 
main drains and common sewers, built under 
the direction of the Comin ttee on Highways . ml 
the Committee on Sewers, showing their location 
with reference to other drains and sewers and 
the street lines, and showing the lorat on of all 
private drains or private sewers enuring Hum; 
which pi ns and profiles shall bo filed In the of- 
fice of the City Clerk, and after being so filed, 
shall ho deposited in ’ho office of the City Entii- 
noer, which shall he denned a part of the office 
of the Citv Clerk, for the keeping of said plans. 

He shall keep and whenever requested, report 
to either branch of the City Council, an accurate 
account of the cost and all other expense* ti on 
each main drain and common stwor; and lieshall 
annually, in January, submit a report of all 
work performed during the year, ending on tho 
last day of Do ember prreeding, and the amount 
of all expenditures from the appropiiatlon for 
sewers and drains. 

Sect. 4. Whenever any street shall be opened 
for laying or repairing water or gas pipes, or for 
any ether purposes, tbe work shall be executed 
so as nor to obstruct tho course, cnpaclty or con- 
struction of a main drain or common sewer; and 
whenever pipes for mat pnrprse, or any work ot 
construction, shall be found to exist iu such lo- 
cation as to inteifere with the main drain or 
common sewer, the corporation, person or per- 
sons tnving charge of or maintaining the same, 
shall, on notice, at once remove, change or nl.er 
such pipe, in such manner as the City Eng neer 
shall direct, and if they neglect or refuse so to 
do, said City Engineer inay make or cause to be 
made, sucli removal, change or alterations, nnd 
tbe cost of the same sba 1 he paid by the said 
urporation, person or persons. 

Sect. 5. Ore-quarter of the expens rf the 
sys em of sewers heretofore adopted slmll he 
paid bv tho City of Newton. Assetsme ts of the 
remaining three-qutrterB shall be made upon 
owners oi estates within the territoiy in said 
system by n fixed uniform r--te, based up* n tho 
estimated average cost of all the sewers therein, 
both act ording to the frontage of such estates 
on any strtet or way w here a s*»wer is construct- 
ed, and according to the area ot such estate 
within a fixed -ie. th of one hviulred and eighty 
feet from such strei t or way; but no assessment 
in respict to any such estate which by rea-on of 
its grade or level ' r for any orher cause cannot 
l>e drained into such sewer shall l*e made, certified 
or not tied until such iccapacity is r* moved. 
Where su h estates abut upon more than one 
street or way such assessment shall be assesse 1 
upon one such street or way. and upon such other 
street or w*y shall be exempted for a di lance 
of one hundred feet, slid no more. 

The estimated average co t of all the sewers 
in tho system is hereby fixed at two dollars and 
sixty-eight and one-half cents ($2.68%) per run- 
ning foot, the same having been so found, and 
the rate to he as:e-sed upon each foot of frott'age 
of tbe aforesaid estates Is hereby fixed at fifty 
cents ($0.50), and tbe amount to be assessed 
upon each square foot of ar.a to said depth of 
« tie hundrec ami eighty feet is hereby fixed at 
six mills ($.006). 

Owners of estates or parts of estates not liable 
to asses-munts as aforesaid- or not iu fact as- 
sessed, shall pay for tne use of common 
sewers for the disposal of their sewage from such 
estates or parts ot estates such reaso able sum 
as the Mayor and Aldermen shall d« termiue. 

The City Engineer shall prepare and submit to 
the City Council plans of the estates to be as- 
sessed, "showing the owner’s names, frontages 
and area*, together with a sche inle showing tho 
assessments on the estates abutting aud bene- 
fitted. The aumunt assessed and certified by 
the City Council, shall be entered uuon the plan 
prepared for assessment , and sha'l form a lien 
against the estate until the same is paid. 

I he City Treasurer, upon reoe pt of the 
schedule of assessment, certified by the City 
Council, shall forthwith render notice of assess- 
ment ano accounts of same to the parties named 
therein, aud demand payment of the amount 
assessed, ami the said amount shall be due aud 
payable sixty day* from the date of such notice, 
after which time interest shall he charged there- 
on ut the rate of six per centum per annum, 
provided, however, that If the assessment has 
been duly apportioned under tbe provision of 
Chaplet 97 of the Acts of the General Court of 
1S91 , only so much shall he due aud payable with- 
in the sixty d «ys afor* said, as shall he determined 
to he the nr«t part of said apportionment. 

Sect. 6. All applications for the construction 
of private sewers aud their entrance with com- 
mon sewers, aud for permission to enter the 
same, shall he in sucli form as the C- minitteeon 
Sewets shall prescribe, ami filed with the City 
Engineer. Allsu h private sewers within street 
limits aud their *-iitra''ces into common sewers 
slial he constructed, maintained and kept in

Sect. 7. No p rson oilier than the City Engi- 
neer or city employes acting under his direction 
and supervision shall construct any private 
sewer within street limits, or connec the same 
with any common sewer, or dig up any street for 
such put pose. 

Skot 8. All applications for entering private 
drain* into main drains, shall be in such lorin as 
the Committee i n Highways fhall prescribe, and 
tiled with the SupeiTnu-ndeut of Stre«ls. No 
person shall enter a private drain into any main 
drain without a permit from the said Committee 
on Highways, nor without first laying such sum 
as the Mayor aud Aldermen shall determine for 
the privilege. 

Skot. 9. Whenever any pi ivate drain or private 
sewer connecting with auy main drain or common 
sewer shall become clogged, obstructed, broken, 
out of order, or detrimental to the use of said 
main drain or common sewer, or unfit for tbe 
purpose of drainage, the owner, or other person 
Laving chirge of any building, yard, lot of land 
or other premises wLlch are drained by a*id 
private drain or private sewer, eball, within live 
days after notice in wrillug from the City 
Engineer, remove, ncouatruct, alter, cleanse, or 
repair said private drain or private sewer, as the 
condition then of may require. In case of 
neglect or refusal to leinove, reconstruct; repair, 
alter, or cleanse said priva’e drain or private 
sewer for such space of nve days, the Mayor aud 
Aldermen shall cause the same to be removed, 
reconstructed, repaired, altered < r cleansed, as 
they may deem expedient, at the expense ot the 
owner, or pertous having charge of same, who 
t hall also l>e 1 i L* e to u penality of not more than 
twenty dollars for such neglect or refusal. 

Skit. lo. No exhaust from steum engines, 
and no blow off from s’eant boiler?, shall be 
connected with any common sewer, or auy main 
dr^tu.or any prlvute sewer or drain connected 
therewith. 

Sfc.i i II. No privule sewets bet weeu thu street 
limits and the building to be drained shall be laid 
exc* pt by the City Engineer, or properly 
authorized persons acting under his stt|>ervisiou 
and Inspection. Whenever It may be deemed 
ueeossai y. the Mayor and Alderme-u may license 
such private sewer layois us apply and are found 
comp. tent. Said licenses shall remain iu force 
until thu (list of the succeeding April, unlus« 
sootier revoked. No sueh private sewer, if of 
.vitrified pipe, shall be laid of a less size than five 
nclies or a greater size thun slxfinches interior 
diameter; aud if of iron it shall not be of a less 
size than four niches, or u greater size than five 
inches interior diametet, and shall be of extra 
heavy pine, nnd ul. the Work shall be doue us 
directed oy the City Engineer and subject to his 
inspection and approval. No such private sewer 
shall be laid bv a licensed private sewer layer 
without u permit In writing from the City 
Engineer, aud ou the completion of the work,

thorough and worknunliko manner under In- 
spection of the City Engineer, ai d that he will 

f :\iarnntee tho same and make good any defects 
n materials and workmanship, nnd keep and 
maintain the trenches In ropalr for a period of 
six months from completion of the wotk, and 
that he will indemnify and hold harmless the 
< ity of Newton from any damages or cost to 
which It may he put by reason of damages or 
Injuries Bust" Incd l»y any person resulting from 
neglect or carelessness in making or repairing 
Mien sewer, or in not properly fencing or lighting 
any excavation or oh.-truotion, or in performing 
anv work connec ed therewith. 

Sect. 13. The crown of each sewer laid out by 
the City Council shall bo established as tho grade 
for drainage aril sewerage for the territory lor 
which such sewer is so laid out. The bottom of 
thece laror ha emont cellar of ovtry building 
hereafter constructed shall be at such an eleva- 
tion that the private drain or private sewer from 
ssid cellar or basement cellar shall hnve a fall of 
at least one In II fty to tho crown i f the main 
(train or common st wor, unless tho City Council 
shall otherwise perm.t. If any person constructs 
or attempts to construct or use any cellar or 
ba* emont cellar in violation of this section, the 
City Council may order tho owner or oocupnnt of 
such cellar or basement cellar, so to nit* r and 
construct the same as to coniform to tho require- 
ments hereof. And if such owner or occupant 
falls to comply with such order within ten 
days after service thereof nocord lug to law, 
said City Council tuny cause the required 
alterations to be made therein, the oxp use 
whereof shall constitute a Hen upon tho land 
wherein such collar or basement cellar shall be 
constructed, anil upon the building or buddlnirs 
therein erected, nnd may be collected in tho 
manner provided by law for the collection of 
taxes upon real estnte. 

Sect. 14. Any person violating any oi the 
provisions of this ordinance sha'l, on con- 
viction tt ereof, be fined in a sum not moro than 
twenty dollats. 

Sect. IS. The ordinance passed to be ordained 
and approved Dec. 31, lt9<>, being an ordinance 
relating to Drains aud Sowers, and all ordinance* 
ami parts of ordinances inconsistent with this 
ordinance aro hereby repealed; but such repeal 
shall in no wise revive or put in force any 
ordinance heretofore repealed.

A Republican View of the Tariff Ques- 
tion. 

The American Wool and Cotton Re- 
porter, which in edited by Frank P. 
Bennett, one of the Republican leaders 
in the laHt Legislature, deals very frank- 
ly with tho tariff question in this week’s 
issue. It probably represents the honest 
views of two-thirds of the thinking, re- 
flecting Republicans of Massachusetts. 
While tho Reporter believes that a ma 
jorlty of the people are in favor of pro- 
tection, “we do not believe they are in 
‘favor of tho McKinley bill, and they can 
‘only bo rallied to a support of that 
'measuro by appealing to their fear of 
free trade.” Tho Reporter is cettainly 
not in favor of tho sort of protection 
now advocated by the Republican party. 
Regarding wool, for example, of which 
it is able to speak with thorough know- 
ledge of the question, it says:— 

With free wool, and a moderate tariff 
upon woolen goods, tho United States 
would boat tho woi Id on manufactured 
woolens of every description. We should 
export enormous and constantly increas- 
ing quantities of mutton and lamb, and 
we should send abroad large amounts of 
medium wool which would be laid down 
at a handsome profit to our farmers in 
the markets of continental Europe. 

William Whitman of the Arlington 
woolen mills has made himself and his 
mills something of a political issue, and 
tho Reporter passes quite naturally to 
his case. It recently told the siory of 
how Whitman, who is president of the 
national association of Woolen manu- 
facturers, had worked that organization 
in tho interest of his mills and might 
well bo satisfied with tho existing tariff, 
because he had been able to fix up 
certain parts of it, through the aid ot 
McKinley and his revisers, to suit his 
own particular mauufac tiling fortunes. 
It now returns to liiin again, saying he 
“has his mills filled with foreign ina- 
‘cliinoiy” and asking “of what advan- 
tage is it to our machine builders that 
‘tho Arlington mills should bo protected 
‘if they are goiug to buy all their ma- 
‘chinery abroad?” 

Some of tho extremists, says tho Re- 
poiter, note with satisfaction the liquida- 
tion of a great English firm like Sir 
Titus Salt ifc Co., and ascribe with much 
glee to the McKinley law what was duo 
in a measuro to chauges in fashiou. But 
even if such disasters are due to the in- 
fluence of tariff legislation in tho United 
States, is industrial depression iu Eng- 
land, asks the Reporter, an uumixed 
good to the United States, whose cotton, 
grain and provisions find there so great 
a market? And it might be asked with 
some little degree of shame, we should 
think, what must be the condition of the 
moral sense of a party which thus boasts 
over the disaster it is able to inflict upon 
other pooples. Some members of the 
extreme Republican protection element, 
continues the Reporter, point to every 
little transfer of a mill with its ma- 
chinery und operations from Europe to 
Amerioa as a triumph forthe McKinley 
bill. “But why,” it asks, “should we 
‘take any more satisfaction in the impor- 
tation of a whole mill to compete with 
‘our mills and overstock the market, 
•than we do in the importation of tho 
'machinery, or the superintendent and 
‘overseers, or the poor immigrants, all 
‘of which together constitute tne mill 
and tho working force?” If immigra- 
tion under normal conditions is a thing 
to be restricted and most generally dis- 
couraged, as many Republicans hold, 
how about encouraging such immigra- 
tion by laws creating artificial industrial 
conditions, as is here boasted of? What 
necessity for thus, as it were, hiring im- 
migrants to come? These are some of 
the questions, Bays the Reporter, whioh 
the average Americau citizen is asking 
himself “and while he does not believe 
‘in free trade, neither does he believe 
‘the tariff should have been revised up- 
‘ward instead of downwaid in 1800.” 

The Repot ter refers to the “consider- 
able revolt” among the Republicans of 
Massachusetts against the extreme Mc- 
Kinley view of protection, and says the 
protectionist sentiment of this state used 
to express itself for such a tariff on im- 
ports as should yield due protection to 
American labor but not to foster mo- 
nopolies; aud the multitude of people 
who have subscribed to this doctrine 
“are generally disposed to protest against 
‘the monopolistic temleucy which a few 
‘extreme protectionists have recently 
‘manifested.” This papor of Republican 
sympathies concludes; — 

The Americau people believe iu pro- 
tection. They believe the tariff has 
served a useful purpose, and that it is 
something which they should now begin 
to grow out of in a moderate and reason- 
able manner, with due regard to all 
vested interests, and to the welfare of 
even those people employed iu industries 
which have been turned into unwhole- 
some channels by unwise tariff laws. 

We quite agree with all that is hero 
said, aud this conclusion exactly repre- 
sents the position which the Republican 
has held all along in regard to tariff 
reform. And it is because of this aud 
because we do not share the fear which 
the Reporter rather faintly expresses, 
that the Dcmociacy might put into force 
at once, should it bo given power, u 
radical free-trade policy, that wo are dis- 
posed to support the candidate of that 
party in the pending cauvass. Tuis 
further use of the tariff to protect mo- 
nopoly aud foster artificial and hurtful 
industrial conditions, it is high time to 
check, aud it cauuot be checked by Re- 
publican success. And the longer this 
excessive use of the tariff is tolerated, 
the greater the danger that wheu its 
reform is liuully forced, an outraged 
public seutiment will sutler the people’s 
representatives to proceed witli the work 
iu too rapid aud radical a mauuer. It 
behooves the protected interests to aeep 
this probability well iu view.— Spriug- 
ileld Republican. 


Success of Electric I’urs lu Newton. 

The following appeared iu the New 
York l'ress, which has been getting in- 
formation of electric cars iu the different 
cities : 

We have two linos of electric street 
railway, oue running between this city 
aud Wallhaui, aiul oue ruuuiug from tho 
center to the southern section of the 
city, just oompletcd aud to commence 
operatiou September 1. 

1. Three miles of trolley road, with 
seveuteeu cars, are now iu operatiou. 
aud on the 1st of September three aiui 


one half miles additional, with ten earn, 

will commence operation. 

2. Electric railways have been in 
operation here since Juno, 1800. 

3. No persons has been seriously in- 
jured and none killed. One mAn wns in- 
jured from electric shock during con- 
struction, but soon recovered. One wo- 
man has been injured on leaving a car 
not in motion. 

4. The public is not now exercised 
over the danger from the trolley wire. 
There wns considerable fear at first, 
which has disappeared. Efforts were 
made to have the storage ba tery system 
adopted, and ilia mayor and board of 
aldermen gave lepoated and most patient 
hearings upon the matter, but. were con- 
vinced that such system is not sufficient- 
ly developed to warrant its use. Op- 
portunity wns offered tho storage bat- 
tery company to run its enrs experi- 
mentally, but tho offer wns declined. 

5. There is but one opinion, and thnt 
positively favorable, as to tho improve- 
ment of the electric system over horse 
power. Tho work now performed would 
be impossible with horsn power. 

fl. Public sentiment is in favor of the 
system and would not countenance re- 
turn to horse power. The Newton 
Street Railway has developed a travel 
unheard of before, carrying 1.000,1.00 
passengers last year against a limited 
number previously, but it is fair to say 
in this connection that tho road under 
horse power was only operated bet ween 
Waltham and the village of West New- 
ton, and the electric line extends to the 
village of Newton, two miles further. 
With reference to danger from trolley 
wires it can he said that none lias yet 
beon experienced. Guard wires are 
placed over the trolley wire carrying the 
power current, to prevent telegraph, 
telephone or electric light wires in break- 
ing from making connection. The ad- 
vantages derived from the electric 
system are great and clearly defined. 
The power is oasily applied and con- 
trolled, transit is rapid, cars are of better 
construction aud easier for travelers; 
patrons quickly adjust themselves to 
changed conditions. 

Ic is proper to sny that there is danger 
to occupants of carriages in the streets 
with horses unused to electric cars, but 
with care on the part of tho motormon 
aud compliance with tho regulations 
required by ordiuauco of the city and 
rules of tho railways, accidents are re- 
duced to a minimum Very few have oc- 
curred. The electric lines are a popular 
success ai id already of material aid in 
the development of the city. Tho mayor 
aud aldermen, with whom rests the 
power to grant locations to street rail- 
ways, in view’ of possible future develop- 
ments of electrical power, reserve the 
right to require the use of other systems 
which may prove oetter suited to the 
service. The existence of poles and 
wires in tho streets is unsightly, aud 
may bo considered a source of danger, 
consequently any system which will do 
away with them and permit of profit- 
able operatiou of tho lines, will be de- 
manded by the people.

THECOUNCILLORSHir FIGHT. 


The caucus of the Newton delegates 
(last Friday afternoon was not harmoni- 
ous, from all reports, and it is said that 
the Gilman men will refuse to unite and 
intake tire vote of Newton unanimous. 
They make the foolish boast that already 
a majority of the delegates of the con- 
Tention are pledged to Mr. Gilman. It 
is difficult to seo what foundation there 
is to this boast, ns Somerville, from 
which some were predicted, elected Ray- 
mond delegates in all but two wards, 
and the Somerville Journal says these 
are anti-Gilman and friendly to Mr. 
Xeeson. 

Chelsea expects to have her delegation 
solid for Willard Howland, and State 
Committee-man Benton of Belmont says 
that J. U. Fletchefof that town will be 
brought into the fight as a compromise 
delegate, and if so, he will of course 
have the support of Watertown, where 
he is very popular, and of the other 
towns which are always ready to com- 
bine against a Newton candidate. It 
has been claimed that Mr. Gilman had 
some strength in Waltham, but the Re- 
publican organ of that city, the Free 
Press, says: 

The majority of Newtou’s councillor 
delegates appearing to favor Mr. Leesou 
the courteous thing for Mr Gilman to 
do would seem to be to gracefully pull 
out. 

The Waltham Tribune also gives ex- 
pression to the same statement. 

A writer in the Newton Journal last 
week recalled the many newspaper puffs 
Senator Gilman received early in the 
coutest, ns showing how the whole 
district accepted him, but it seems 
strange that the whole nress of the 
councillor district has been so indifferent 
.since those puffs were inserted. 

The writer also claims that Mr. Gil- 
rmnn had more votes than Mr. Leeson, 
counting all the caucuses together, and 
that if it had been a mass caucus Mr. 
Oilman would have got the whole 
delegation. He is very careful not to 
give the figures, however, and it is 
hardly safe to predict what a mass 
caucus would have done. Perhaps the 
other wards would have made a greater 
effort not to be swamped by Wards Oue 
and Seven. 

The Journal also claims that Mr. Gil- 
man’s chances are better than Mr. Lee- 
sou’s, but those who are not prejudiced 
in favor of Mr. Gilman say tint he could 
cnot have been nominated even had he 
had the unanimous support of Newton, 
and they present reasons for their state- 
ments, which have a good deal of prob- 
ability. “The feeling of sadneW’ the Gil- 
man men proclaim tney are suffering 
from is not to be wondered at, consider- 
ing the result of the caucuses, hut they 
would feel better if they would give up 
a candidate who has no chauce of success 
and unite in endeavoiiug to secure the 
honor for a Newton mau. The city of 
Newton is not so much interested in the 
success of Mr. Gilman’s ambitious hopes, 
as it is in having the honor of naming 
^the councillor. That is the main ques- 
tion for the delegates to consider, and if 
any of them had rather see some other 
-city get the honor, if their favorite can 
mot get it, the citizens of Newtou would 
like to know who such rueu are. The 
honor of Newtou is of very much more 
importance than the question of Senator 
ciilman securing another office. It was 
a fair contest, ut least on the part of the 
ILeesou men, and the Gilmau men were 
beaten. They should now be williug to 
follow the policy they advocated before 
the caucuses, and unite on the mau who 
secured the most delegates. It was not 
the fault of those working for Mr. Gil- 
man that all the caucuses did not go in 
his favor, they did their best, but the 
trouble seems to have been that there 
were not Gilman meu euougb in the 
<Jity. 


THE ELEVENTH DISTRICT. 

Gou. W. F. Draper of Milfoid was 
dominated as the Republican candidate 
for Congress from this district, by ac- 
clamation, in Boston, Monday. Mr. S. I.. 
^Powers of this city was chairmau of the 
convention. Newtou people who re- 
.. number how bitterly tbe Milfoid politi- 
cians have always worked against any 
Newtou man, whose name was suggested 
or office, may feel it incumbent on 
hem lo take oit*their coats and work 
tfor Milford’s candidate, aud then 
»ossibly they may not. Gen. Diaper, 
who was in a neighboring room, waitiug 
' o be nominated, was iuvited before tbe 
convention aud made a good speech of 


acceptance, stating that he did not care 
for office as a personal matter, but ho 
wanted to go to Congress because ho 
thought the business men should he 
more largely represented there. As a 
business man. aud representing ono of 
the industries especially favored by the 
McKinley bill, be is of course n strong 
believer in a high tariff. He said that he 
agreed with Congressman Williams in 
opposition to free silver; bo believed in 
what is called tho “force bill” plank of 
the Republican platform, and he was 
opposed to the repoal of tax on state 
banks. He said he hoped the campaign 
would be short and vigorous, and he 
hoped it would not begin before the first 
of October, but lie should hold himself 
in readiness to speak wherever and 
wlienovor the committee desired. Messrs. 
S. L. Powers, R. IT. Gardiner and W. B. 
Atherton will represent Newton on the 
district committee. 


SEWER CONNECTIONS. 


There has boen s good deal of curiosity 
as to the reason for digging up tho side- 
walks, instead of tunnelling under them 
in making sower connections. Tho tun- 
nelling was tried at first but it was found 
that no matter how tight the earth was 
packed beneath the coucrote, the frost 
would work it down and some day the 
concrete would fall in, making tho oity 
liable for accidents. Experience shows 
it is bettor to let the trench rentaiu un- 
covered with concrete for the winter, till 
the frost lias had a chance to settle it, 
and then concrete early in the spring. 
Those who have their sewer connections 
made this fall will be able to have their 
sidewalk put in good condition next 
spring, and it is hoped to have the work 
done wherever possible so that another 
year the streets will not have to bo dug 
up again. Residents of Wards Throe 
aud Six, where the sewers are now’ being 
laid will find it much better to get all 
tbe connections in this fall, so that they 
can have good streets another summer. 
If residents in Wards One, Two and 
Seven hnd done this last year, they 
would have escaped a good deal of an- 
noyance this year, and travel would not 
have been constantly interfered with on 
nearly every street. It is much better 
to have the work done when everything 
is about as bad as it can be, and a little 
more confusion aud dirt would not be 
noticed. 


This has been a great week for Repub- 
lican Congressional nominations. Sam- 
uel W. McCall was nominated from tbe 
8th district on Monday and Mr. Wharton 
was not in it. Congressman Morse of 
stove polish fame got his third nomina- 
tion, and W. L. Knox of Lawrence was 
chosen to oppose Congressman Stevens. 
Congressman Walker is again nominated 
iu tbr Worcester district and will prob- 
ably take off his coat as soon as the cam- 
paign warms him up. L. Dewart 
Apsley of Hudson, a rubber manu- 
facturer, will try to secure the Fitchburg 
district, and Henry Cabot Lodge was re- 
nominated for tbe fifth time. His ac- 
ceptance shows that he is nut as sure of 
the Souatorsbip as he would like to be. 
Hod. John D. Long and Mr. Crapo are 
beiug received with great favor by the 
mure intelligent Republicans, whu think 
that a Senator from Massachusetts should 
be more of a st itesman thau either Mr. 
Lodge or Mr. Barrett, and possibly now 
that the latter fiuds that he is not iu the 
race he may turn his supporters over to 
Mr. Crapo or Mr. Loug, unless he is 
provided for in some way, and is thus 
reconciled to Mr. Lodge. 


The Gamewell Fire Alarm and Police 
Sigual Company has sent an official 
notice to tbe city of Newtou notifying 
the authorities of its intention to pro- 
i tect the city in the eveut of auy legal 
complications as a result of its patent 
! suits with the Municipal Police Signal 
I Company. The latter company intimated 
that it might enjoin the city from the • 
further use of the Gamewell company's : 
police signal plant iu Newton, but this j 
Gamewell people say is impossible, as 
the suits are not directed aguinst the j 
city, but against the Gamewell company, i 
The communication has been referred to i 
the city solicitor. The Gamewell com- [ 
pany have appealed the cases decided | 
against them to a higher court, aud the 
end of the litigation is not yet reached. 


The Republican State Convention on 
Wednesday had the contest oyer the 
lieutenant governorship for its only 
excitemeut, Mr. Roger Wolcott finally 
carrying off the prize. Col. Allen oi 
Lowell presided and made a speech of 4 A 
minutes iu length. Capt. Adams sur- 
■ prised many by the size of his vote, 

1 leading Mr. Breed by a long distance. 

1 The platform was of the usual sort, with 
some thing new in it by way of a plan, 
endorsing the good country roads move- 
ment. The silver plank would have been 
much more satisfactory if it had called 
for the repeal of the present silver law, 
which is tilling the treasury vaults with 
the depreciated metal, and on which at 
present quotations the government has 
already lost several millions. 

The aldermen have granted the use of 
' City Hall, to Mr. John T. Langford and 
others, who are interested iu the mov- 
ing of the railroad tracks, for a public 
meetiug to be held on Wednesday even- 
ing, Kept. 28, at which the whole subject 
will be discussed, aud some idea obtained 
of the sentiment of the public on this 
proposed improvement.

COLUMBUS DAY PREPARATIONS. 


Suggestion* to the Public School* for 

the Celebration nf tbe A nnl vernary. 

The official programme for tho na- 
tional school celebration of Columbus 
Day is now published. Tho first duty of 
each of onr schools this fall, if it wishes 
to bo in line with tho other schools of 
America, is to begin preparations at 
once for its proper observance of Oct. 
21, the 400th anniversary of the discov- 
ery of America. A few suggestions as 
to tho first things to be done may be of 
fiomo value. 

Teachers, tho superintendent and the 
school board should confer, that action 
may bo harmonious and best results at- 
tained. Tho proposed celebration should 
bo explained to each school at the earli- 
est moment. It should be so presented 
as to awaken enthusiasm. Interesting 
topics relating to Columbus and the dis- 
covery should be suggested for special 
investigation. Such topics might be 
“Tho Map of tho World Before the Dis- 
covery,” “Important Inventions and 
Evettts in Europe Just Before the Dis- 
covery,” “The Story of Columbus,” 
“Tho Ships of Columbus,” “What Co- 
lumbus Expected to Find," “Geograph- 
ical Growth of the United States," 
“Stories of South America,” etc. Tho 
teacher should assign tho address and 
tho ode to those who can render them 
most intelligently. Tho flag salute and 
tho songs should bo persistently re- 
hearsed. 

Important committees of pupils should 
be appointed: First — A committee of 
invitation, whoso duty is to see that tho 
family of each pupil receives a special 
invitation to the morning exercises of 
Oct. 21, and also when they arrive to 
show them seats. Second — A color 
guard, whose duty is (1) to see that the 
school lias a flag and a staff iu proper 
condition; (2) to meet the veterans as 
they arrive and escort them with dignity 
to the principal in the school house; (3) 
to act as aids of the principal. 

An efficient adult committee of ar- 
rangements should also be constituted. 
This committee must see — first, that 
seats are prepared out of doors in hope 
of fair weather, and that a room is also 
engaged for the exercises should the day 
be stormy; second, that fitting decora- 
tions and printed programmes are pro- 
vided; third, that the local press is in- 
terested and invited; fourth, that ar- 
rangements are made with the veterans 
and other special guests for the parts 
they nro to take. 

But in all cases the school principal 
must make himself personally responsi- 
ble for the work of each committee. 


THE COLUMBUS AUTOGRAPH 


The Great Explorer Handled the Sword 
More Skillfully Than the Pen. 

There is a never ending dispute regard 
ing the authenticity’ of the various por- 
traits of Columbus. People who claim 
to know deny that the picture which is 
to adorn the souvenir half dollar is a 
correct presentment of the navigator’s 
features, but whether or not the grounds 
on which they base their criticism are 
tenable will probably never be decided. 
Fortunately, however, the quarrel does 
not extend to a challenge of the verity 
of Columbus’ autograph, a facsimile of 
which is given herewith. 

To the ready pen wielder of the Nine- 
teenth century the zigzag writing of the 
discoverer of America must seem queer 
indeed, but it should be remembered 
that in those days men wielded tho sw’ord 
and left tho gentler arts to be preserved 
at the hands of priests and womeii. Most 
of the famed leaders of the Fifteenth 
century were unlettered and found it a 
laborious task to sign their names to im- 
portant documents prepared by the 
monks who followed in their trains. Co- 
lumbus of courso was a man of great 

■s-

learning, according to the standard of 
his age, but the use of tho pen was even 
to him a burden, and his fumous diary 
was probably written as a matter of 
duty’ and not of pleasure. 

It ,is curious to noto that he formed 
tho individual letters in tho same bold 
yet uncertain style which characterized 
tho chirography of tjueen Elizabeth. 
“Bess of England" could swear roundly 
and steer tho ship of state with firm- 
ness; Columbus could bring monarchs 
to terms and cope with mutiuous sailors, 
but when either of them took pen in 
bund the unsteadiness of small practice 
distinguishes the munuscript or auto- 
graph.

The Dutch have a saying that “God 
made the ocean but Hollanders the land," 
and acting on this principle they are now 
makiug land out of the Zuyder Zee’ 
This great hay covers an area of some SO0 
square miles, and the original plan was 
to inclose it all with dams and drain and 
pump out water. For several reasons 
this plan was found impracticable and it 
haB been modified so that the dikes will 
extend from a point on the coast of North 
Holland to the island of WieriDgen and 
thence to the coast of Friesland. Within 
the area iuclosed by the dikes there will 
remain, after as much us possible of the 
water has been pumped out, a few deep 
lakes and channels for the Amsterdam 
caual and the river Yssel. The drained 
land will be about 750.000 acres, which 
means an addition of about 10 per cent to 
the habitual lands of Holland. The cost 
of this work is estimated at less thau 
$100,000,000. at which outlay the returns 
will be very large on the investment. 
The acreage value of the new land will 
alone exceed the cost of these works, 
to say nothing of their indirect benefit 
to Holland.

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DISCOURSE ON JOHN 0. WHITHER. 

BY UK V. F. B. HOHNB HOOKE. 

Sunday morning, Sept. 11, 1802. 
Phil, iv, 8. Finally. brethren whatsoever 
tilings a»e trite; whatsoever things ! 
things are honest; whatsoever things 
are just; whatsoever thing* are pure; 
whatsoever things are lovely ; whatso- 
ever things are of good report, if there 
be an? virtue and if there be any 
praise— think on these things:— 

John Wesley used to advise his preach- 
ers to take tho events of the day, to im- 
press the lessons which it was their duty 
to teach. If what seemed to he a wan- 
dering star appeared in the heavens, or if 
an earthquake shook the earth, the one 
might serve as a visible reminder of t he 
wandering of the soul of man, the other, 
suggest trust in that life and love which 
abides, when even the solid earth gives 
way. But if natural phenomena can 
teach us, much more con the phenomena 
of human lives. Wo learn much from 
the events of nature, wo learn more from 
the lives of those who have been its 
chosen interpreters. Even the humblest 
life has its lesson, had we the power or 
the willingness to discernit. But when 
a long life of continuous moral and 
spiritual growth, endowed with power 
to clothe its choicest thoughts in torms 
of beauty, vanishes from our sight, tnere 
must be something which we can all 
learn, ns we pause to ponder its signifi- 
cance. A spirit like that of John G. 
Whittier’s cannot leave this world, with- 
out the suggestion of thoughts, which it 
is well for us in this place, and at this 
time to consider. 

There is a valuable, and much needed 
lesson to be found in the fact, that this 
mau’s life and work made the impression 
it did, and that the world today pauses 
amid all its hurry and noise, and its 
pursuit of low and unworthy aims to pay 
its tribute of veneration and love. Men 
and women feel that a glory has faded 
from our earth, that our New England 
is poorer by the loss of such a presence. 
This feeling is evidence that we have not 
yet forgotten to prize the permanent 
values of human life, that we know how 
to distinguish between the glitter of 
appearances, and the gold of substantial 
worth. For iu the life of Whittier there 
was nothing to attract the eye that saw 
only the outside of things. Quietly and 
faithfully he did the woik that was 
given him to do, and sweetly ho sacg liis 
songs as the spirit moved him. So it is 
a good sign that thousands of men aud 
women see in such a life and work some- 
thing worthy of their reverence aud love. 
It means that there is something more 
than display and position which com- 
mand the abidiug love aud homage of 
man. It shows that the men who dwell 
iu the thoughts aud affections of tlieir 
fellow men, are not the ones who glitter 
in what they have, nor those who are 
conspicuous by reason of the places they 
happen, for the moment, to occupy. 
These soou fade from the sight, and die 
out of the memory. Humauity cherishes 
the name aud achievement of those who 
have revealed in what they were, most of 
the life of God, aud who have set to 
sweetest music the noblest ideals of life 
and duty. Wealth aud position are 
meteors that flash aud fade. But men 
like Whittier are as stars that shine on 
forever. In this recognition of real 
worth, we have another illustration of 
the vital truth in the words of the prophet 
“And they that be wise shall sbiuo as 
the brightness of the firmanent.” 

At this time too, it is altogether fitting 
that we should recall the lessons 
Whittier has taught us. Fur he was 
distinctively a moral and religious 
teacher. He voiced some of tho noblest 
conceptions, and the loftiest aspirations 
of our century. If this has not sug- 
gested itself to us, it is because he has 
so imbued us with his own Bpirit that it 
seems to us if there were no other 
thought of divine things possible. He 
has done his work so well, that it re- 
quires reflection to see that he has done 
it at all. He created the spiritual atmo- 
sphere, which we breathe as native air. 

I regard him as the most effective 
teacher of religion our couutry has ever 
had. He has not taught dogmas, but he 
has inspired faith, and has quickened 
man's vision of the eternal truths on 
which religiou must ever resr. And in 
these days when amid the discussions 
of the time, doubts aud fears beset us, 
and many things seem vague and un- 
certain, there is no one to whom we can 
turn for comfort aud satisfaction 
more confidently thau to John G. 
Whittier. I have sometimes thought 
that if a man or woman wauted to learn 
all that was best and most real iu the 
religious life of our time he might find 
all he needed in his poems. Indeed 
whoever will read them, will never ueed 
ask, what do liberal Christiaus believe. 
The predominant trait in the poetry of 
Whittier «‘s ethic d. He always makes 
his reader aware that he has a moral 
duty to perform. He seeks to arouse 
aud keep alive the spirit of compassiou 
for those who suffer, of helpfulness for 
those who are iu need. Every form of 
beneficent activity, every attempt to aid 
the slave, the captive, the criminal, the 
little waifs of the street, the men aud 
women who bear heavy burdens fiuds in 
him sweet encouragement. The sense 
of the duty we owe to one another, as- 
sumes iu him a religious character. For 
him religion finds its highest mani- 
festation, aud lenders its truest service, 
in moral action. 

“Tliy litanies sweet offices 
01 love ami gratitude. 

Tb; Haciaiuenta! liturgies 
The joy of doing good. * 

In still another way the ethical spirit 
shows itself iu Whittier. He believes 
that the impulses of right and love iu his 
own heart are not essentially diffeieut 
from what they are in the Heart of the 
Universe. The God whom he adores 
must have a real moral character, aud 
must act in accordance with man s 
highest seuse of right. What is evil in 
hituseli cau not be good iu God. “But 
nothing can he good iu him, which evil 
is in rue.” He refuses to believe that God 
can ever punish his children iu any vin- 
dictive spiiit. If in man “revenge is 
crime,” it is no less iu God. All his 
punishments are remedial, and are 
designed to open the sinners eyes to the 
disclosure of the Father’s love. 

“Ami »o he dares to hone: 

That rut! el ing is not His revenge 

l’|jou his ci eat urea w eak and frail 

Sent on a pathway new aud stiange 

\\ ilh feet that wander ai d with eye# that fail. 

That o'er the crucible of pain 

Watches the tender eje of love 

'Jhe slow trai Minuting of the chain 

W hose links are iron below, to gold above.” 

Whittier has also taught us, as 1 think 
no other religious teacher lias, that God 
is revealed iu and through man. He 
knows no gospel that is not according to 
man. The phenomena of nature, the 
decrees of councils aud the words of 
tvoks, all find their significance iu inuu’s 
thought aud love. To him, “God's best 
interpreters aie humble tiuiuau souls.” 
And this thought of his makes it easy 
for him to enter into all that is real in 
the Christian thought of Jesus without 
committing himself or his readers to any 
particular theological formula. The 
C'hriatiuu consciousness has sought to 


j find in Jesus, the prosonco of God. It 
bus never been able to endure tho 
thought of a separation between the 
divino and human in him. Its mistake 
has been to regard the divine and hum in 
as essential opposites, and as exclusive 
! of one another. In Whittier those be- 
[ come one. Jesus he says is “most 
human, and yet most divine, tho flower 
of man and God.” In his viow, all that 
we know of God is conveyed in human 
terms, comes through human lips, and 
manifests itself in human nature. I’lioro 
is no goodness, no truth, no love, w hich 
is not at the same time human as well as 
divine. If even the humblest human 
life, ill its faithfulness and devotion to 
some duty, helps us to a better under- 
standing of God, then the deepest and 
richest roligious nature must bring Him 
very near, and make his love most real. 
And so Whittier has given classical 
utterance to tho thought in which all 
leligious miuds can gladly ho at one, “In 
him we see the fatherhood and heart of 
God revealed.” It lias sometimes 
seemed to me tho creel which might 
solve all our problems, and bring us all 
to a more real understanding and ap- 
preciation of tho meaning of the phrase, 
so ofteu misconceived, “God iti Christ.” 

Whittier’s application of this thought 
of God as revealed in man is significant. 
He does not find Him made known, as he 
is, in intellectual systems or theories. 
These at tho best, ho implies, are partial. 
Ho who knows God only through tho 
intellect knows little, and sometimes even 
that little is distorted amt perverted. 
God’s best revelation, ami the one we 
cau trust most implicitly, is that which 
is made through the affections. Any 
theory of things which contradicts, or 
denies these must in the nature of things 
be declared untrue. In Whittier the 
logic of tho heart is far wiser than the 
logic of the head. In his simple way, 
our poet lias done more for the uproot- 
ing of mistaken notions of God, aud for 
the implanting ot‘ worthier conceptions of 
his nature ami mode of dealiug with us, 
his children, than any thinker of his time. 
The most striking illustration of his 
method of thinking of God is in “Tho 
Minister’s Daughter.” 

The minister had preached of the fall 
of Adam, and God’s, wrath, and of bis 
elect iou of some to salvation, and of his 
abandonment of the rest to everlasting 
damnation. But later, as ho walks 
through the fields with his little daugh- 
ter, aud talks of the fear and love of 
God, 

The child says, “Oh I tear Hlui, 

And I try to love Hiuutoo 

But 1 wish He was good and geulle 
Kind and loving as you.” 

How clearly we see in this, that the 
heart of tho child finds in the heart of 
the father a nobler revelation of God, 
than in the dismal theology he had been 
in the habit of preaching as “good 
news.” 

Again, Whittier teaches us in all his 
poetry that the best revelation of divine 
things is within the soul. He needs uo 
outward sign, no wouder in the past, no 
voice of external authority in tho pres- 
ent, no records of past ages to couviuco 
him that God loves him and seeks to 
guide him. He has, as every man has, 
tne test which at last must decide how 
much of truth is contained in all these. 
It is because God speaks in him, that he 
can believe that God spake through 
prophets and apostles iu the past; 
through churches and confessions now. 
All through his poetry there glows the 
grand thought of tho fouith gospel, 
“that was the true light which liglitech 
every man that coraeth into the world.” 
And so our true duty is to listen to the 
inward voice, to obey its bidding, to 
follow where it would lead us. I think 
we must all feel how much we need to- 
day a teaching like this. For it is a day 
of trial, whoa many of the outward sup- 

f 'Orts of faith seem weak and wavering, 
t is well in such a time if we have faith 
in the divine life in this so strong that 
all other things are the mere transient 
manifestations of its abidng presence. 
It is well that we are turned from specu- 
lations about Christ, to life in Christ, 
from historic researches into the reli- 
gious life of past ages, to the realization 
of the divine life within us here and now. 
All the storms of opinion may sweep over 
the soul, and all its notions about divine 
things vanish, but lie who has beeu im- 
bued with the spirit of Whittier’s poetry, 
will remain serenely confident, because 
he reposes on foundations laid by God 
himself in the structure of his nature. 
With our poet, he can say: 

“O the outward hath gone, but in glory and 
power, 

The rpirlt aurvlveth the things of an hour, 
Unchanged, undecaying, iu 1 entecost tiame, 

On the h'eart’s secret altar is burniig the same. 

Aud in tho poetry of Whittier God is 
man, and His love knows no limitation. 
He is not the God of one people, but of 
all peoples of the world. He is leading 
them, as a father guides his children, 
and all are the subject of His education, 
all are learning what it is possible for 
them to know. Whittier knows nothing 
of uatious that know of uo call from on 
high, to whom God has spoken no word, 
and iu whom he has wakeiied no longing 
for himself. Wherever man seeks him, 
there God is found. Man's ueed is the 
only measure of God’s blessing. He 
sings: 

“All souls that druggie and aspire, 

All hearts of prater by thee are lit, 

And dim or clear thy tongues of tire 
Uu dusky tribes aud twilight ceuiurles sit. 
Nor hand*, nor clime, nor cieed thou kuows’t 
Wide as our need thy favors fall, 

Tho white wings of the Holy lihod, 

Stoop, seen or unseen, o’er the heads of all." 
And as God is the author of all good- 
ness, he is glad to recognize it wherever 
it is. Manhood is the test of a true 
worshipper. Wherever worthy and noble 
character has beeu revealed, there is 
proclaimed the presence and influence of 
| God. It is not place but tho quality of 
| the woishlpper that makes the true 
| temple of God. 

“Mo toe man be a man. let him worship at will, 

| In Jerusalem’s courts or on Gcrizitu’a hill, 
j When she makes up her jewels, what cares you 
good town, 

For the Baptist of Wayland, the Quaker of 
Brown'/” 

Aud because he believes in a present 
i God, w in king iu and through all, Whittier 
! yearns for uo past-time which seems 
fuller of the divine presence. The present 
has its gloiy as well. “God's love aud , 
blessing then and there, are here aud 
now aud everywhere.” Wherever wo 
stand there the heavens are equally j 
near, and wherever m,ati aspires, there 
God stoops to bless him. 

Whittier knows of uo time nor place, 

1 where the divine love ceases to strive 
with human folly aud sin. lie cau find 
no place in the uuiverse for a lost soul 

“Father of all, he urges bin strong plea, 

Thou luveat all, thy erring child may he 
l ost to himself, hut never lost to thee." 

At last, lie thinks, “the omnipotence 
of love must prevail. lie will uot limit 
the power of God, Lb bring his children 
home. Wherever we are, there tire 
fatuer is. That is the sweet, grand note 
of Whittier’s best poems. The presence 
of God destroys all the imaginary lines 
betweeu the present aud the future. God 
is guiding now, so will he then. God is 
‘ with us iu life, so he is with us iu death. 

I We never drift beyond His love and care. 


“In life, in dentil, In dfcrk and l’ght, 

All are in Oed’s eare, 

Pound the black aby-a. pierce tho deep of night, 
And bo la there. 

All which la real now, remalneih, 

And faoeili never. 

The hand which upholds it now.sustalneth 
The soul forever. 

Surely a poet, who has done so much 
to inspire his fellow men with tho vision 
of moral ideals, who has widened their 
thought of God, and given now truth 
and significance to the life of man, a 
poet who has imbued them with a faith 
that no accidents can weaken, and a 
calm confidence here and everywhere in 
the “hand that, guides,” deserves not 
only the passing tribute of this hour, but 
a dwelling place in our hearts. It is rea- 
son for thankfulness that such songs of 
faith and hope and love, and high cour- 
age, have found such noble utterance on 
our New England shores. 

But if wo are thankful for tho poems, 
much tnoro grateful should wo be for tho 
man. John Milton’s demand that tho 
life of the poet should itself bo a poem, 
has been fulfilled in Whittier. lie has 
home before us “the white flower of a 
blameless life.” Often in the study of 
t lie literature of the world. wo find poems 
whoso authors are unknown. The song 
remains, tho singer is gone, and no 
memory of him remains, iiow many 
of the psalms would have an added 
charm and power if we only kuew the 
nature of the man who wiote them, and 
the special conditions out of which they 
grew. But as it is, they are voices, noble 
voices, it is true, and voices we love to 
hear, but still only voices. What thoy 
sang must lack the interpretation of 
what they were. Then again, many 
poems seem less, because those who 
wrote them were so mucti less than they. 
To eujoy them we must forget or ignore 
their origin. Wo console ourselves with 
the reflection that theso treasures must 
ofteu bo found in earthen vessels, or else 
we think of them as matchless expres- 
sions of what in tlieir best hours tho poets 
sit w, and let us hope, tried to be. But 
with Whittier this is not so. Wo know 
him, as wo know the mountains and 
streams of the Now England he took into 
his heait, and reflected in his veise, with 
added beauty. We know him as one 
who walked with us, and upon whom 
for more than half a century the light of 
fame has shone, He went ou; and in 
among us, and what he was, and what 
lie did all men know. And with all that 
knowledge there is nothing to defend or 
extenuate. He is worthy our praise as a 
man if he had uever written a line. He 
was one of tho finest realizations of the 
moral and spiritual ideals of Now Eng- 
land. He shamed our noisy display aud 
our love of show, by a life which com- 
bined pliiu living and high thinking, 
which was so rich in itself that it needed 
no tiusel. His soul was as pure as some 
mountain lake, aud like it, it never 
ceased to reflect iu its depths the stars of 
truth and right. His poems were less 
thau himself, as words are always less 
than life. Of him it can be said, ns he 
has said of another: 

His life is now bis noblest strain, 

His manhood better than ids verse.” 

They revealed not merely his aspiratiou 
but his attainment, not what he wished 
to be and do, but what he was aud did. 
He not only sang songs or freedom, he 
labored with all the might that was in 
him to make men free. Ho sang of love 
to God and man, because he revered the 
one aud was willing to work ami sacrifice 
for the other. His poetry always rings 
with a note of triumph aud confident 
trust, because it was impossible for him 
to doubt that the goodness which had 
triumphed in himself could ever fail. 
With him, the beauty of his lines was 
the symbol of the beauty within. Ills 
singiug and his living were one. How 
modestly he moved among us, like Moses, 
not knowing that his face shone. Iu 
him there waB uoue of the vulgar pride 
of authorship. A word had been given 
him to say, and he had said it, and he 
was glad that others heard it. On the 
only occasion I ever met him, a lady said 
to him, “Mr. Whittier I have read all 
your poems.” I shall never forget his 
reply: “You might have read better 
pootry, still I am glad you have read 
mine.” It was the prose of what he has 
elsewhere said in poetry. 

“O Freedom if to me belong, 

Nor mighty Milton’s glttdivine, 

Nor Marvell’s wit and graceful eon*, 

Still wiih a love as deep and strong 
ah tbeir’s, I lay like them my hist gifts on tby 
shrine." 

He was tho voice of the Spirit, and so 
he was glad when others heard it, oven 
from himself. Over such spirits death 
has no power. He is gone, but. his words 
still remain to cheer aud hearten. What 
he wrote has become part of the moral 
and spiritual inheritance of generations 
to come. And even when his poems have 
faded from the memories of men, they 
will live in the larger life and visiou of 
the future. For they will have aided iu 
the formation of that life and that visiou. 
Our English speech is richer aud finer 
because he moulded it to the use of his 
spiiit, and the soil of Massachusetts is 
holier because his presence has blessed 
it. Such a life ought to have inspiration 
in it. to quicken us with the sense ot a 
life into which the Father ever seeks to 
lead us. 

" What to shuteyes has God revealed, 

What bear the earn that death has sealed, 
What undreamed beauty passing shew, 
Requites the loss of all we know. 

O white soul, from that far oft' shore, 

Float come sweet song the waters o'er, 

Our faith confirm, our fears dispel, 

With the dear voice wo loved so well.”

<11 ARLES RIVER IS FOUL. 


ONE 11AI» SPOT WHICH THREATENS THE 
HEALTH OF NEWTON. 

(Boston HersM.) 

Tho Newton board of health has 
issued a general circular to residents, 
CHlling attention to tho immediate 
necessity of making connection with the 
sewers nnd covering the essential points 
to bo observed in the event of Cholera 
epidemic. Many house connections re- 
main to be made and in tho over. t of an 
epidemic, the imperfect cesspool system 
is thought to be n menace and a p issible 
avenue for the spread of cholera. 

All the unclean places are being looked 
after aud an effort is being made to get 
the city into as wholesome condition as 
possible. 

The is one bad spot that it is claimed 
defies the local resources. It is the 
Charles river, fouled with house offal, 
chemicals, vegetable matter, swill and 
refuse. 

Between the old coal wharves and the 
Pearson estate there is a serious condi- 
tion of things which certainly might be 
remedied by the proper authorities, the 
state board of health if that body has 
jurisdiction. 

Since the construction of tho Metro- 
politan Valley sewer t he river front has 
assumed a very jagged appearauce. Tho 
stone embankment walls, to facilitate 
tho sewer conRtuction. were knocked 
down and tho hugh rocks now lie upon 
tho bed of the river and servo tho purpose 
of catching the debris which (lnnts down 
from a point extending to the Watertown 
dam. 

Under these rocks was a large amount 
of refuse, and the varied collection in- 
cluded a dead hen, cat, oorn husks and 
goneral house swill, and a bundle 
which was found to contain a suit of 
clothes in a fair state of preservation. 

Tho clothing was discovered by Mr. 
Sydney Grant, well known in amateur 
theatrical circles. It was examined, and 
upon tho coat and vest were what ap- 
peared to be several blood spots. 
Whether the suit is the explanation or a 
clow which may unravel a mystery, the 
future must determine. The find has 
been repoited to the police, aud au in- 
vestigation is to bo prosecuted. 

Residents have been terribly annoyed 
by tho odors of late from the river, and 
they are uow urging the action of the 
health authorities iu taking steps to 
prevent the throwing of swill and refuse 
into the stream.

THE MAP COLUMBUS USED. 


I 


It Wau Purely Theoretical and flared 
Inti In Where Ainerlrn Idea. 

Maps baaed on nscertalned facts are a 
modern idea. Prior to the a^o of tlio 
discovery In which Columbus is the 
most illustrious figure, known facts wore 
not thought absolutely needful in the 
drawing of maps. Maps were plenty; 
facta for them were URed as far as they 
would go; after the facts were exhaust- 
ed, geographical theories answered as 
well. 

Thus Ptolemy, in the map which 
served Europe for a dozen centuries, 
sketched the lunds about the Mediterra- 
nean with at least a recognizable degree 
of correctnoHs. But when ho reached 
the limits of the explored regions he did 
not hesitate to finish his map; ho simply 
put beyond the known frontiers whnt ho 
thought ought to lie there. He believed 
that beyond the visited portions of the 
earth were only vast deserts or impen- 
etrable 8 \vumps. Ho had no idea of 
open oceans beyond the known lands. 
Ptolemy, however, understood and rep- 
resented tho sphericity of the earth. 
What is still more curious, ho estimated 
the earth’s circumference astonishingly 
near tho truth. Ho made it only 8,300 
miles too little. 

But after Ptolemy, about 550 A. D., 
a geographer of tho church arose whose 
name was Cosmas. He scorned the 
blasphemous idea that tho earth was 
round. He laid out the whole universe 
in about tho shape of a “Saratoga trunk,” 
to follow the figure of Professor John 
Fiske. 

But discoverers had been pushing east- 
ward across Asia. Some monks sent 
out as missionaries, in ubuut 1250 A. D., 
learned from Chinese whom they fell in 
with that on the eastern shore of China 
was a vast ocean.

The ideas of Ptolemy about the spher- 
icity of the earth were beginning to be 
held again. It was therefore not a 
great leap to think that perhaps the 
ocean on the east of China and the ocean 
on tho west of Spain -were the same 
ocean. Roger Bacon thought so, saying 
he fancied the distance from Spain to 
Asia was not so very great. Columbus 
thought so too. He never dreamed a 
continent lay between. He argued that 
he had only to sail westward and he 
would soon come to the eastern coast of 
China or Japan, or, ns he called them, 
Chafan and Zipangu. 

Columbus was aided by tho map work 
of Toscanelli. This distinguished as- 
tronomer, wbyp drew his map about 1470, 
calculated the circumference of the 
earth prodigiously near the truth— he 
made it only 124 miles too great. This 
accuracy for that day is simply amaz- 
ing. Toscanelli, however, was all in 
dreamland about Asia; ho elongated 
Asia till it covered the whole Pacific 
ocean. Then he pictured open ocean, 
beginning at about the longitude of 
California and extending east to Europe. 

Columbus pored over this map and 
carried it with him on his voyage as the 
nearest thing to a chart which was ob- 
tainable. Nevertheless Columbus had 
a theory of his own about the width of 
tho Atlantic ocean and about the cir- 
cumference of the earth. Columbus be- 
lieved that Toscanelli’s figure of tho 
earth’s circumference was all too large; 
so instead of about tho true circumfer- 
ence Columbus went back and accepted 
Ptolemy’s estimate, aud thus mude it 
3,800 miles too little. Ho calculated 
that to reach the wonderful Island of 
Zipangu, or Jupan, ho would have to 
sail only about 2,500 miles from the 
Canaries. In other words, he put Japan 
a little nearer Europe than tho West 
Indies. Columbus squeezed the earth 
up till ho mado its circumference just 
too small for America. Yet the conti- 
nent that his theory made impossible 
was to be his immortal glory. 

It wafl very lucky, however, that Co- 
lumbus thus jumped America in his 
reckoning, and that Toscanelli had 
stretched Asia across to California. For 
had Columbns knowu that the real dis- 
tance from tho Canuries to Japan was 
12,000 miles he of course would never 
have dreamed of undertaking that voy- 
age; America would have waited for 
her discoverer till she revealed her pres- 
ence by some accident. 

Here are two exceedingly interesting 
facts: Columbus sailed westward with 
a scientific purpose, in a scientific spirit, 
simply in order to demonstrate the 
sphericity of the earth us a practical 
means of reaching China, and in process 
of that demonstration he ran against an 
unlooked for continent. Mark Twain 
truthfully declares that Columbus could 
not help discovering America; he only 
had to sail ou till he bumped. Yet, though 
the finding of America wus purely an ac- 
cident, the whole voyage was more of a 
scientific undertaking than if Columbus 
had fancied a new continent was to bo 
found. Had ho gone to seek a continent 
he would have gone only on such a knight 
errant quest as had been common enough 
during the iguorunt Middle Ages. It 
would have taken no more bravery aud 
been no more significant than a thou- 
sand chivalrous aud foolhardy quests 
after uothiug by the knights of Christen- 
dom. 

His voyage wus significant because it 
was undertaken iu the iuterest of science 
— tho now science of Europe. Columbus 
wus the first man who had cared or 
dared venture out through whut had 
been called the Weu of Darkuess to dem- 
onstrate u properly arrived at scientific 
theory. This constitutes the reul glory 
of Columbus over Leif Ericson, who may 
have visited America, but who wus too 
much a barbarian to uppreciuto its sig- 
nificance. 

The other interesting fact is, that uu- 
less Columbus hud made the ludicrous 
error in his science he would never have 
made his extraordinary venture.

('Imrlcftton's Annual Review* 

The commercial year of Charleston, 
S. C., closes Aug. 81. The “Annual Re- 
view of tlio enterprising journal, “Tho 
News and Courier,” shows a falling off 
in the volume of trade of about $14,000.- 
000 , as compared with last year, which 
was a year of extraordinary prosperity. 
But in spite of low prices and hard 
timos, the trade of the past. year amount- 
ed to more than $83,000,000.' This large 
decrease in tho trade is owing mainly to 
two causes, viz: tho low price of cotton, 
causing a decrease of £7,442,000, and 
seriously affecting tho fni mers, the cot- 
ton factors and tho business in factories. 
Tho Phosphate companies, likewise, have 
produced 21,000 tons less of crude rock 
than last year, valued at $2,000,000. Wo 
must add to this a falling off in fertilizers 
of $2,000,000. TliiH is due to several 
causes. It is said that the Florida out- 
put has had but littlo moro influence in 
the matter than that of Algiers and 
Tunis. The work of mining has been 
greatly retarded by heavy and continu- 
ous rains. Tho closing of the Coosaw 
Mines for moro than a year caused an 
immenso loss to the trade as well ns to 
the state treasury. This river is now 
opeu to all miners, and is yielding large 
returns: The imports for last year wero 
$1,050,000. for this year, $745,000. Ex- 
ports for last year, $21,857,000, for this 
year, $10,700,000. The sales of groceries 
(wholesale), are fully ns much ns last 
year, £ 10 , 000 , 000 , while the retail busi- 
ness has been about $5,000,000. 

The seasons havo been unfavorable for 
tho Rice crop, and the yield per acre 
has been greatly below that of former 
years. The shortage in the crop as com- 
pared with that of the previous year is 
03,000 bushels. 

Owing to a continued reduction of 
territory, aud to tho low prices prevail- 
ing, there has been a decrease iu the re- 
ceipts of naval stores. While the prices 
of rosin have been maintained, spirits 
of turpentine havo declined. Our pro- 
duction has far exceeded the demand. 
The lumber trade has held its own dur- 
ing the past year, the discouraging effect 
of low prices having been counteracted 
by new railroads tapping the lumber 
territory, and direct transfer to vessel on 
tlio water front. The manufacture and 
shipment of kiln-dried lumber lias be- 
come an important item iu the trade of 
the south. The number of new build- 
ings on every side iudicatc tho activity 
of the local trade. 

Despite the droughts and exorbitant 
freights the Charleston truck trade 
shows a gratifying increase. The de- 
crease in the shipment of strawberries 
is offset by an increase in the shipment 
of potatoes aud other vegetables. Com- 
paring the trade in vegetables with the 
trade in sea-island cotton, we find that 
the sea-islaud cotton crop was about 

15.000, and its money value £075,000. 
The estimated value of tho truck farm 
produce around Charleston is not less 
thau £2.500,000. During the past season 
fast vegetable trains have run through to 
Cincinuati, Chicago and other western 
cities, contributing largely to the develop- 
ment of this industry. 

The melon crop last year was greater 
than this year’s yield, but the market 
was overstocked aud tho profits less. A 
comparison of average shows a de- 
crease for 1802 of neatly two thousand 
acres, yet the railroads have handled 
about tbe same number of carloads of 
melons this season as it did last. 

The Clyde steamship line makes three 
trips weekly between New York and 
Charleston. They laud at the wharves 
of the East Shore Railroad Terminal 
Company. The total number of vessels 
arriving at this port during the year was 
800 ngaiDBt 007 last year, including 71 
foreign and 200 domestic steamships. 

There is a prospect of the I. C. R. R. 
falling into the hands of the Kuoxville 
& Tenuesee road, when a great thorough- 
fare of trade will be opened with the 
great west, and Clmrlestou become a dis- 
tributing port. 

Tbe total value of real aud personal 
property returned for taxation is £ 21 ,- 

433.000. At 22 mills, £471,520. As com- 
pares with assessments of the previous 
year a difference is showu of £40,492 in- 
crease. 

The city has fifteen banks, with an 
aggregate capital stock of £1,585,000. 
Of those, three uatioual bauks, four 
state and eight savings banks. They 
have paii dividends from 0 to 10 per 
cent. “Thus,” says the “News and 
Courier,” Charleston shows larger and 
more substantial gains in every depart- 
ment of industrial enterprise and busi- 
ness activity thau in auy previous year 
for a quarter of a century, except iu the 
phenomenal year of 1891. The volume 
of business last year was moro thau 
seveuteeu million dollars in excess of 
the business of 1880, and with deep 
water on the bar, uuexcelled terminal 
facilities, aud well uigb ceitain close 
railroad connections with the gieat west, 
the future of tho port is bright aud full 
of eucouragemeut. A few ceuts more on 
a pound of cotton and a little better 
year for the phosphate aud fertilizer 
companies in 1893, will speedily wipe 
out the apparent reverses of tho past 
year aud fswell the volume of Charles- 
ton’s trade and commerce beyond tbe 
one hundred million limit, 

The mortality for the year 1891 was 
1,924, of wbioh 553 were white, aud 1,371 
colored people; the death rate per 1000 
among the whites being 19.15, or 1 in 52, 
while amoug the colored people it was 
37.77, or 1 in 20. O. R, D.

These suggostiors aro offered by the Beard oj 
Health for the prevention land restriction of th e 
disease. 

Let every citizen constitute himself n health 
inspector of his own premises. The public health 
depends in sncti emergencies on private sanitation 
and individual cleanliness of person and sur- 
roundings. 

l et no animal or vegetable waste remain in or 
about your nuell>m’S, but idace such in recepta- 
cles for removal hy tlie Health Department. 

Combine together, If nece«sary, to get rid of 
neighboihood nuisances, filthy spots and rubbish 
heaps. 

Keep your house drains clear of obstruction, 
well trapped, fin bed and ventilated. Do away 
with privy-vaults, cesspools and wells. If the 
latter must bo used, protect them as far as possi- 
ble ! rom surface wash and especially from con- 
tamination by the bowel Discharges < f the sick 
Half a pound.! f chloride ot lime io a gallon of 
water makes an efficient disinfecting solution 
for vaults, cesspools, yards, cellars, stables, and 
all nooks where filth and dampness lurk. 

Purity of air, food and water-supply is all 
important. Depend on the Newton public water 
supply, which is curetully guarded. 

Enter tho sewer if i ossible, and clear away the 
vault ar,d cet spool which are charging your sol 
with sewage. 

Every discharge frrin a cholera patient shoul 
be mixed with an equal quantity of the abov 
disinfecting solution. In proportion to the neg- 
lect of these discharj.es will be the spread of the 
disease. 


The best mode of treating the choleraic di 
charges is by complete destrucrh n by fire, re- 
ceiving them at once into sawdust shavings, 
other light material that can he easily burne 
The poison resides in these discharges and 1 
communicated lo other peisoiiB by reaching t 
stomach in drinking-water, food or air. Contam- 
ination through the atmosphere, as in case o 
scarlet fever, is not proven. 


It is neither wise nor safe to flee from cholera 
suffereis, who. if properly cared for, would not 
communicate the dlsea«e. 


The patient should he isolated in a room apart 
from the rest of the family. 

All soiled clothing and bedding should he 
pluced before leaving tho room, in a solution of 
sixty grains of cor<oslve sublimate to a gallon of 
boiling wattr and boiled for an Lour. It is 
however safest to bum all such articles. 

Report all suspected cases to the Board of 
Health as soon as pi Bsitile; also all unsanitary 
conditions in tlie house or neighborhood boyt mi 
your personul control . 

In addition to personal cleanliness, sufficient 
food aud sleep must be regularly takei.f 

Protect the body from sudden changes of 
temperature by proper clothing, and sleep warm! 
covered. 

▲void over or under-ripe fruits, or vegetables, 
tainted meats, spirits, excessive toil, and ex- 
posure in night air or draughts. 

The milk aud iee supplies should be above 
suspicion. 

The rinsing of milk cans or pans in water from 
a contaminated well might scatter the disease 
broadcast through u community. 

It Is host not to put dependence upon cholera 
mixtures and stimulants, advertised as pre- 
ventives and cures. 

Any stomach or intestinal disorders should be 
promptly remedied. 

The first symptons <>r Cholera are copious watery 
discharges from tlie bowels, attended by nausea, 
cramps and a feeling of exhaustion. 

A physician should be summoned early in a 
suspected case, us prompt and skilful treatment 
in this stage is Imperative, and ir received, there 
is good prospect of arresting the dlseuee, which 
if allowed to advance to the stage of collapse is 
liable to prove fatal. 

The bodies of those dead from Cholera should 
he at once wrup|>eu In cloths wet with a solutlou 
of corrosive sublimate, 1 to 1000.

AN ACT CONCERNING CONTAGIOUS 
DISEASES. 

Section 1. [ As umended by Acts of 1800, 

Chap. 102 ] When tho householder knows that a 
person within Ids family or house is sick of Small 
Fox, Diphtheria, Scarlet Fever, or uuy other 
infectious or contagious disease dangerous to the 
public health, lie shall Immediately give notice 
thereof to the Board of Health of the city or 
town in which he dwells, and upon the death, 
recovery or removal of such person, such of the 
rooms of said house and such of the articles 
therein us, lu the opinion of tho Board of Health, 
have been subjected to iiifecllou or eontagiou 
*hall be disiiiieclud by such householder* to the 
satisfaction of said Board of Health. Any 
person neglecting or refusing to < oiuply with 
either of tlie above provisions shall be punished 
by a tine not excediug one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 2. When a physician knows ihut a 
person whom he is called to visit is infected with 
Small I*, x, Diphtherlu, Scarlet Fever, or uuy other 
disease dangerous to public health, he sliull im- 
mediately give notice thereof to the Helrciinon 
or Hoard of Health of the town; uud if lie 
refuses or neglects to give such notice, lie shall 
forfeit lor each offence not less than filly nor 
more than two hundred dollars. 

•After Cholera, disinfection of houses will bo 
done only by the Bouid of Health. 

Cholera, comes within the uieaulug of Sections 
1 aud 2 of the above.

West Newton Monday. An enterprising 
committeo, consisting of Messrs. Harry 
1L. Ayer, C. L. Treveili, Henry B. Day 
And Edwnrd Woods, had succeeded in 
getting Malcolm Chace of Providence, 
Fred Hovoy of Nowton, C. P. Hubbard 
•of California and Robert D. Wrenn of 
Cambridge to battle for the nmueemont 
■of Newton enthusiast* before cold 
weather makes people forgot tennis and 
«ota thorn to thinkiag of touchdowns 
And goals from the field. 

In thorn itches Monday, Fred Hovoy 
proved an easy winner over the west- 
erner, C. P. Hubbard. Malcolm Chace 
gave Hovoy a hard rub, each winning a 
act. The exhibition doubles between 
Hovey and Wrcnti and Chaco and nub- 
bard resulted in a tie, seven games all. 

An extraordinary feature in this 
tournament is the method of scoring 
recommended by Dr. Janos Dwight 
The matches, instoad of being for the 
best three vantage sets out of five, are 
for the boat two sots out of three, eight 
frames won being necessary for a set, 
with but the last a vantage set. 

In the long run this system will give 
•each player a little fairer chance, and in 
<loing away with vantage sets until the 
3ast, does away with the possibility of 
•dragging out a match to unlimited 
length. 

Both Ilovey and Cbace (who is now a 
freshman at Brown University m Provi- 
dence) will play in tho intercollegiate 
tournament at New Haven in October, 
«o their work here will give an idea of 
bow they are playing after a summer 
replete with tennis victories for each. 

The first match was between Hovey 
And Hubbard. The former seemed to 
play a back-court game more than is his 
usual custom, and Hubbard appeared at

Hubbard was not in the race in the 
second set, Hovey proving an easy win-

In the afternoon Newton society 
poured out to see Malcolm Cbace play 
j'red Hovey. Mr. Harry L. Ayer re- 
fereed. Chace by serving well .and 
■volleying safely took the first game. 
Hovey’s net work, almost always safe 
Against any player but Ollie Campbell, 
proved a winning game in tho second 
and third, both, however, being deuce 
frames through Chace's well airected 
Jobs. 

In the fourth and fifth Hovey’s at- 
tempts to place down the Bidelines were 
unsuccessful, and Chace was a winner, 
leading three games to two.

Who for Legislators? 

To the Editor or the GaArmc: 

I was much interested in allusions 
made In ono of our Newton papers, to 
tho noblo character of tho men who in 
the past have beon sont to represent us 
in our state legislature. Citizens of Now- 
ton endorse all which was said. 1 repre- 
sent many who also hope that this stand- 
ard for integrity and uprightness will 
characterize those who in the future are 
elected to represent us in the general 
court. 

As our caucuses for nominating a 
representative to the legislature have not 
yet been held, it seems fitting now to put 
in the plea that men be nominated for 
that body on whom we can roly for 
honesty, integrity and au unselfish re- 
gard for the interests of their constitu- 
ents. It is not “tricky" men whom wo 
want at the State House, neither men 
whose chief qualification cousists in their 
“smartness. We surely have iu this 
goodly city many noble men, not aspi- 
rants for place, but men of honor, of 
ability, of foresight, of broad compre- 
hension and capable of initiating and of 
presoutiug large and wise plans, who 
would accept i the honors ana duties of 
legislators, provided their services wore 
sought. Such men would bring honor to 
their constituency. 

Let us beware of men who would 
force obnoxious measures upon the 
public because they have tbe power, as 
measures have been thrust upon our city 
without giving time for citizens to 
mature and to present other plans, or 
fairly to express their dissent. Witness 
for example our most unjust plan of tax- 
ation for our sewerage system. Thanks 
however to those members of our city 
government spnt to represent us this 
year for the first time, matters of city 
legislation are not now rushed through 
as was the sewerage ordinance last year, 
without giving taxpayers a chance to 
remonstrate or to present other schemes. 
Such unjust measures are intolerable iu 
citv matters. Those who voted foi such 
measures in city matters, disregarding 
equity to taxpayers, wouU not chauge 
their character if sent to represent us in 
state matters. 

Facts revealed iu our legislature last 
winter show conclusively that those 
elected to go there next winter should bo 
men superior to the lobby. Appeal is 
hereby made to those whose business it 
will be to nominate our legislators for 
next winter, that the nominees bo so pure 
iu their business and in their social repu- 
tation, that the lobbyist will not dare 
approach them, or if he approaches 
them, that they be men of such upright- 
ness of character that there is not the 
slightest question of the lobbyist’s re- 
pulse, immediate and decisive. 

Bills involving the question of the 
maintenance of the Sabbath will be like- 
ly to como up for consideration next 
winter; questions of temperance aud of 
the saloon will be discussed; subjects of 
social purity will demand action; matters 
affecting tbe weak in society against the 
strong should receive attention, for in- 
stance, labor matters, railroad schemes, 
insurance, education, mercantile matters. 

In all cases, do we not wish, nay must 
we not have just men to represent us? 
Meu of such high standing in the com- 
munity that there will be no qu stion as 
to their position and bearing, no fear lest 
they shall use their power and opportu- 
nity for selfish or partisan ends. Our best 
citizens of whatever class feel that men 
of uprightness and honor should repre- 
sent us. men of such true nobility that 
there c to be uo question of the lituess 
of the nomination, aud that ouly such 
meu should be sent to represent Nowton 
at the next session of the general court. 

Another thing, a man fit to represent 
the honor and uprightness of Newtou, 
will not seek the place. A mau who 
propeily represents the integrity and 
elevation of character of tho citizens of 
Newton will not be a man who will de- 
scend to the wiles of the demagogue or 
to the place of the wire-puller lor the 
sake of securing office. Many aud the 
best citizens of Newton say “let us send 
men, whether they come from the forge 
or the counting room, the mill or the 
office, let us send men to represent New- 
tou iu the next session of the Massachu- 
setts legislature." To this end let loyal 
citizens be making up their minds whom 
to nominate. Bowdoin;

M’Klnlpylsm In Massachu setts. 

“The faots contained in the ju>t pub- 
lished report of the Massachusetts 
Bureau of Labor Statistics,* ’ says the 
Boston Journal, “are of the utmost im- 
port^ice to the wane-earners of the 
State, because they show the prosperity 
of our industries under the existing pro- 
tective tariff.*’ 

If the Journal should say that they 
show prosperity in spite of the tariff, it 
would be more nearly right, says the 
Boston Post. And if it added that tho 
natural growth of our industries has 
been reduced since the McKinley tariff 
went iuto operation, it would tell tho 
exact truth. 

What Mr. Wndlin’s report shows is 
this: The industiios of Massachusetts 
produced $0,877,257 more in 1888 thau in 
1887; $11,774,008 more in 1880 than in 
1888; $11,050,475 more in 1800 than in 
1880. Then McKiuleyism came in, and 
the next year the increase fell otf to 
$3,806,808. 

Stated in percentage**, the increase of 
the years before McKiuleyism was .‘1.17, 
3.00 and 3.50, respectively, while the in- 
crease for the year 1801, under KcKinloy- 
ism, was only 1 10. 

These are indeed facts “of the utmost 
importance to the wage-earners of tho 
State.” So is tho other fact, that the in- 
crease in wages for 1880, beforo McKin- 
ley ism was 4.3 per cent; and in 1801, 
under McKiuleyism, it was only 2.0 per 
cent. Also, the average yearly earnings 
increased nearly $/in 1800, and increased 
only $4 under McKiuleyism. 

Massachusetts workingmeu are not go- 
ing by wholesale to the poor house be- 
cause of McKiuleyism; but they see 
plainly enough from this report of the 
bureau of statistics of labor, that for 
some reason or auother they are not, as 
a whole, increasing their oaruings or 
their products as rapidly as they were 
before the curse of McKinleyism fell 
upon the land. 


State vs. National Batiks. 

To the editor of the Graphic: 

At this time when the party organs are 
discussing so fieely the “State Bank” 
plank in the Democratic Platform it may 
be of value to some of your readers, to 
stimulate an expression of opinion 
through the columns of your paper, to 
the end that tho citizens of Newton may 
vote intelligently on a question of such 
universal interest. From tho numerous 
and caustic replies to Secretary Blaine’s 
letter which have appeared in the Bos- 
ton Herald and Post, one would be led to 
believe that “Senator Harter and his 
bill’’ were the targets at which Mr. 
Blaine and others were aiming their 
shafts. Such however is not the case 
and it is such evasions as this that lead 
one to the conclusion that the Democrat 
does not waut to discuss this unfortunate 
plank on its own merits. For the sake 
of argument however let us admit that 
they mean, not what their platform said, 
but what Senator Harter said, and what 
they now affirm to be what they intended 
to say, viz: That the repeal of the Tax 
on State Bank Circulation is to be ac- 
companied by legislation requiring a 
deposit of marketable securities as a 
guarantee of value to the circulation 
issued by State Banks, and what do we 
have. 

1st. Complete dependence on indi- 
vidual State legislation as to “Amouut 
of security required, class of securities 
and method of deposit,” giving us in all 
probability almost as many grades of 
security as there are states to legislate. 

2nd. The immense amount of circula- 
tion which would be issued would re- 
quire the purchase of lmfodreds of 
millions of dollars of marketable securi- 
ties now presumably held for invest- 
ment by private holders. A large and 
rapid iucrease in price must follow such 
a demand and wo aro confronted at once 
with a set of fictitious values as a basis 
upon which to figure the security for our 
circulation. 

3rd. All fluctuations or panics in the 
money or stock markets will alfect the 
values of such securities and we must 
then depend eutirely on tho acumen 
of our fiduciary agents at the state capi- 
tals to prognosticate when to call for 
additional security from the depositing 
banks and when to sell out and place 
them in liquidation. In short the comp- 
troller of each statu must be the keenest 
and mort prudent of stock operators aud 
the State Treasury Department resound 
to the music of the seductive “Ticket ” 
before tho new order of things cau be 
safely put into operation. 

Now, what is tho fault to be found 
with onr present National Currency ? 
Nothing but its scarcity. Surely no one 
can possibly hold to that ridiculous old 
theory that there is a large profit in cir- 
culation to National Bauks, or that there 
has been for years. Statistics of tho 
rapidity with which they have relin- 
quished this goldeu (?) privilege ought 
to refute auy such fallacious opinions, if 
they exist. 

The animus beliiud all this proposed 
.State Bank resurrection is perfectly ap- 
parent; it is the old hide bound prejudice 
against the National Banking System. 
Let those who believe in the Republican 
principles and have grace euough to 
speak well of a bridge that has carried 
them well over, rally to tho support of 
the National Baukiug System, aud vote 
lor the candidates who stand for conser- 
vative banking and Bouud currency. 
Furthermore, when llarrisou and Reid 
are handsomely elected, the duty of the 
party will be to urge the removal of the 
present one per cent. tax ou National Cir- 
culation and to allow the National Bauks 
to issue to the par value of bonds de- 
posited, instead of IK) per cent, as uow. 
Then whatever small profit oau be legiti- 
mately made from issuing circulation 
will go where it belongs, to the banks 
who had the courage to hold Govern- 
ment Bonds when no one wanted them, 
aud who were us necessary to the nation’s 
credit us the victorious boys in blue 
were to its political preservation.

A SEASIDE IIOTEI. HOP. 

AN INSTITUTION THAT FLOURISHES 
MILDLY IN CERTAIN NEIOlinOIt- 
HOODS. 

Tho seasido hotel hop is an institution 
peculiar unto itself. It is generally held 
on Saturday evening when a few extra 
dancing men come down in tho pursuit 
of Sunday rest (?). There are usually 
from 200 to 000 people looking on, and 
occasionally as many as six couple on the 
floor, though this highwater mark is not 
often reached, says the New York 
Tribune. The music varies with tho 
character of the hotel, but is likely to 
consist of a wailing cornet and a piano, 
which rosemblo a Christian who hath 
not charity, in that it long ago became 
ns sounding brasH and tinkling cymbal. 
The music plays right along by the hour 
whether anybody is dancing or not. Oc- 
casionally tho hotel proprietor looks in, 
rubbing his hands and boatniug on the 
scone with an air that says, “Enjoy 
yourselves, my people, those riotous 
festivities are given away with every 
package of 20 meal tickets.” 

Early in the evening tho floor is taken 
up by skinny little girls with curls, short 
white dressoi and a superabundance 
of blue ribbon, who perform “dancing 
in the barn” and other goms of the 
dancing school to the delight of admir- 
ing parents. After an army of nurses 
have cleared the floor of tho small fry, 
tho sunbrowned summer girl comes in 
from her retreat around on the veranda. 
Her ball dress is evidently cut lower in 
the neck than her bathing suit, which 
makes her look like a doll with a bronze 
head on a porcelain body. She dances 
somewhat recklessly, as one who is 
aware that the eyes of 17 ancient and 
honorable spinisters in tho front row are 
upon her, and she is determined to show 
her contempt for, and independence of 
“the horrid old things.*’ Her partner is 
a young man with tender, yearning eyes, 
a struggling mustache, a tennis shirt and 
russet shoes. He holds her— well, as if 
he were afaid of losing her. 

When a set is mado up for the lanciers 
it is composed of people from seven 
different states. As the fl{uros for the 
lanciers are never danced alike in any 
two localities, and there is no prompter, 
a general tangle results. “Brother Tom 
from college” creates an additioual 
ruction by pressing all the girls’ hands 
in tho “grand right and left” and swing- 
ing them off their feet at “balance 
the corners.” A number of men in 
evening dress wander wearily about, and 
do the “heavy standing aiound,” but 
never dauce. Only tbe nun in tenuis 
shirts dance. 

Iu the hotel dining room or parlor 
where tbe hop is going on it is as hot as 
a furnace. The windows are blocked up 
with people who are too old or too weary 
of life to dance, and with visitors from 
the neighboring boarding houses which 
have not yet risen to the dignity of a 
hop. In a secluded corner of the veranda 
the coterie of dashing widows aud young 
married women have enscouced them- 
selves with their following of mature 
admirers. Throughout the evening they 
dispose of endless lemonades containing 
a certain percentage of woody fibre com- 
monly called “stick.” 

At 10 minutes to 12 o'clock the cornet 
wails its last wail aud the piano thumps 
its last thump. The bronzed maidens of 
the dance drag themselves up stairs 
jiuglu g their room keys and dropping 
an occasional joke for the benefit of the 
night clerk. The men smoko their good- 
night cigars on tbe veranda, while they 
cool off and listen to the booming 
breakers ou the shore. A Sunday quiet 
settles down over the frail fabric of a 
summer hotel, unless tbe 47 babies wake 
up and howl their midnight chorus, or 
the fat mau with the 52-foot diapason 
snore gets “cast” on his back and 
rouses tbe furthermost echoes of the 
whispering gallery into which 500 people 
are packed. 


Action of Senator Gilman’s Friends.

Some of his 
supporters came over at ouco to Mr. 
Lecson, while others waited with great 
judgment until exactly the time when 
their ohange would insure Mr Leesou’s 
nomination. The feeling of all the New- 
ton delegates duriug aud after the con- 
vention seemed to me to be all that it 
should be, aud after the result was an- 
nounced congratulations wero exchanged 
not only on the success of Newton iu 
securing the nomination of one of its 
citizens, but ou the far more inipoitant 
fact that gentlemen had been found 
who, when it was shown that they were 
in the minority, accepted the situation 
with gracefulness aud mugnanimity, and 
cheerfully did all iu their powor for the 
success of the rival candidate. 

The statements that were made by 
Mr. Gilman’s frieuds before tho conven- 
tion as to his probable vote seem to mo 
to have beeu by uo means foolish boasts. 
It is evident now that they were mis- 
taken, but the geuoral and well founded 
expectation was that Mr. Gilman would 
receive on the first or second ballots 
many more votes than he actually did. 
Mr. Giltnau aud his frieuds made an 
honorably, opeu aud fair contest, and 
accepted the result nobly and bravely. 

The city of Newton ought to be much 
interested iu the success of Mr. Gilman’s 
ambitious hopes and iu the umbitions of 
every oitizen like him, for nothing is 
more important to the prosperity aud in- 
creasing influence of the city thau that 
men of intelligence, experience and in- 
tegrity, like Senator Gilman, should be 
ambitious for publio office. Mr. Gil- 
man’s ambition was a uatural aud lauda- 
ble one. but he has shown that he con-

THE FUTURE OF NEWTON. 


It is not loug since the favorite idea of 
some leading citizeus was that Newton 
should always be a very select place, 
limited to a small number of people, and 
anaking no provision for growth beyond 
■the requirements of a village. They did 
a:ot care to see any public improvements, 
and were rather alarmed than pleased at 
the increase of population. 

If their views had prevailed, this city 
would never be more than a collection of 
peaceful little villages, beautiful in their 
natural surroundings, and aiTording to 
those who desired it, the opportunity for 
leading very retired lives. But it was 
simply impossible that Newton should 
remain what they had fondly hoped. Its 
nearness to Boston, and its very capabili- 
ties for extension and improvement were 
prophecies of change. 

The change has begun, and now it re- 
mains to be decided what the future 
shall he. Simply to increase tho number 
of houses and to lay out new streets as 
they may he called for, are not enough. 
There must be wise plaus, and broad 
views. We have our chance to avoid 
some of the unfortunate features which 
have attended the growth of other places 
and we can, if we will, make this city of 
ours a model in many respects. Under 
intelligent guidance we can have good 
xoads, easy communication between 
different sections, pleasant parks the 
•common property of all, good police 
supervision, and a health department 
that will prevent the growth of auy con- 
ditions prejudicial to public health. 

Among the movements towards secur- 
ing some of these desirable ends is that 
which contemplates a relocation of the 
Tailroad track and the laying out of a 
^boulevard from Newton to Auburndale. 

one who desires the future prosperity 
of this city can now be indifferent to a 
movement which promises so much good 
at just the right time. Whatever any- 
one’s preferences for any other plan may 
liave been hitherto, this new movement 
'lias been pressed to such a stage that it 
must bn considered. If even but a part 
of the hopes of its friends are realized, 
fthe city will gaiu vastly, and will take a 
long stride forward towards greater 
prosperity. 


MR. LEESON NOMINATED. 


The Councillor Convention last Friday 
afternoon resulted in tho nomination of 
3Jr. J. R. Leesou, after seven ballots 
were taken. Senator Raymond was the 
leading opponent of Mr. Leeson, and on 
•the seventh ballot Mr. Leeson had a 
majority. Senator Gilman’s friends 
staid in to test the value of the promises 
•that had been made, but after the second 
ballot, when be saw that his nomination 
was impossible, bo withdrew his name 
-.so as to give the other Newton candi- 
date the benefit of bis strength and 
thereby turned the scale in favor of 
Newton. 

It was a yery patriotic thiug to do and 
the friends of Mr. Leeson appreciate it. 
TThe result of the convention insures the 
•election of a councillor from this district 
who will add greatly to the reputation of 
(that body for judicious and practical 
•common sense in its treatment of ap- 
pointments, and probably the Governor's 
Council will take rather more liberal 
•views next year than it has done in the 
Qpa6t two years under Governor Russell. 

The nomination comes unsought to 
Ur. Leeson, as he only consented to allow 
liis name to be used, aud the rest was 
•done by his friends. It is very gratify- 
ing to have the honor of naming the 
Councillor, and it is a still greater honor 
tto be represented by such a mau as Mr. 
ILeeson.

ADDRESS OF COMMITTEE. 


At a meeting of a number of citizens interested in the subject of 
separating the grade of the highways from the tracks of the Boston & 
Albany Railroad held on the evening of September 8, 1892, the plan of 
removing the railroad to a new location to obviate the necessity of elevat- 
ing the tracks of the railroad, and the plan for constructing a Grand 
Boulevard and System of Parks between Newton and Auburndale by 
uniting the present roadbed of the Boston & Albany with Washington 
Street and the lands intervening, substantially as set forth in the Lang, 
ford plan, was carefully considered and it was 

Voted, that the proposed plan contemplates changes an:l improve- 
ments of great public and financial interest to the city, and worthy of a 
careful and thorough examination by competent experts, and that the 
City Government he requested to have such examination made, and ’[the 
results fully set forth, that the people may know the facts, and be en- 
abled to act intelligently thereon. 

Voted, to hold a public meeting of citizens favorable to the proposed 
changes, that by their presence and voice, the public interest in this sub- 
ject might he shown, and an opportunity he given for proper concerted 
action to obtain necessary and desired information. 

A committee representing the sections directly interested in the pro. 
posed changes was appointed to carry into effect the action of the 
meeting. 

The Committee are happy to announce that, by the courtesy of the 
City Government the City Hall at West Newton, will be opened for a 
public meeting on Wednesday evening, September 28th, 1892, at 8 
o’clock, at which all citizens favorable to a consideration of the changes 
proposed, are cordially invited to he present. 

Recognizing that any plan for separating the grade between the 
highways and the railroad, will involve changes affecting either favorably 
or unfavorably, a large number of our people, and the value of a large 
amount of real estate, it is of vital importance that every plan presented 
to the City Government he fully considered by them before final action 
is taken, and the plan that will give to our City the largest present and 
future public and financial benefit he the one adopted.

WEST NEWTON. 
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I HE spectacle 
America presents 
this day is with- 
out precedent in 
history. From 
ocean to ocean- 
in city, village 
and countryside 
— the children of 
the states are 
marshaled a n d 
marching under 
the banner of the 
nation, and with 
them the ptoplo are gathering around 
the school honse. 

Men are recognizing today the most 
impressive anniversary since Rome cele- 
brated her thousandth year— the 400th 
anni versa ry of the stepping of a hemi- 
sphere into the world's life: four com- 
pleted centuries of a new social order; 
the celebration of liberty and enlighten- 
ment organized into a civilization. 

And while during these hours the 
federal government of these United 
States strikes the keynote of this great 
American day that gives honor to the 
common American institution which 
unites us all, we assemble here that we, 
too, may exalt the free school that em- 
bodies the American principle cvf uni- 
versal enlightenment and equality, the 
most characteristic product of the four 
centuries of American life. 

Four hundred years ago this morning 
the Pinta's gun broke the silence and 
announced the discovery of this hemi- 
sphere. 

It was a virgin world. Human life 
hitherto upon it had been without sig- 
nificance. In the Old World for thou- 
sands of years civilized men had been 
trying experiments in social order. 
They had been found wanting. But 
here was an untouched soil that lay 
ready for a new experiment in civiliza- 
tion. All things were ready. New 
forces had come to light full of over- 
turning power in the Old World. In 
the New World they were to work to- 
gether with a mighty harmony. 

It was for Columbus, propel fed by this 
fresh life, to reveal the land where these 
new forces were to be given space for de- 
velopment, and where the awaited trial 
of the new civilization was to be made. 

Today we reach our most memorable 
milestone. We look backward and we 
look forward. 

Backward we see the first mustering 
of modern ideas: their long confiict'with 
Old World theories, which were also 
transported hither. We see stalwart 
men anil brave women one moment on 
the shore, then disappearing in dim for- 
ests. We hear the ax. We see the 
flame of burning cab-vnsand hear the cry 
of the savage. We see the never ceasing 
wagon trains always toiling westward. 
We behold log cabins becoming villages, 
then cities. We watch the growth of 
institutions out of little l*eginnings — 
schools becoming an educational system; 
meeting houses leading into organic 
Christianity: towu meetings growing to 
political movements: county discussions 
developing federal governments. 

We see hardy men with intense con- 
victions grappling, struggling, often 
amid battle smoke, and some idea char- 
acteristic of the New World always 
triumphing. We see settlements knit- 
ting together into a nation with single- 
ness of purpose. We note the birth of 
the modern system of industry and com- 
merce and its striking forth into un- 
dreamed of wealth, making the millions 
members one of another as sentiment 
could never bind. And under it all, and 
through it all. we fasten on certain 
principles ever operating and regnant — 
the leadership of manhood: equal rights 
for every soul, universal enlightenment 
as the source of progress. These hist 
are the principles that have shaped 
America; these principles are the true 
America nisin. 

We look forward. We ure conscious 
we are in a period of transition. Ideas 
in education, in apolitical economy, in 
social science are undergoing revisions. 
There is a largo uncertainty about the 
outcome. But faith in the underlying 
principles of Americanism and in (iod’s 
destiny for the republic makes a firm 
ground of hope. The coming century 
promises to be more than ever the age 
of the people— an age that shall develop 
a greater care for the rights of the 
weak and make a more solid provision 
for the development of each individual 
by the education that meets his need. 

As no prophet among our fathers on 
the 300th anniversary of America could 
have pictured what the new century 
would do. so no man can this day reach 
out and grasp the 100 years upon which 
the nation is now entering. On the vic- 
torious results of the completed centuries 
the principles of Americanism will build 
our fifth century. Its material progress 
is beyond our conception, but we may 
be sure that in the social relations of 
men with men the most triumphant 
gaius are to be expected. America’s 
fourth century has been glorious; Amer- 
ica’s fifth ceutury must be made happy. 

One institution more thun another has 
wrought out the achievement of the 
past, and is today most trusted for the 
future. Our fathers in their wisdom 
knew that the foundations of liberty, 
fraternity and equality must be univer- 
sal education. The free school there- 
fore was conceived the cornerstone of 
the republic. Washington and Jeffer- 
son recognized that the education of 
citizens is uot the prerogative of church 
or of other private iuterest; that while 
religious training belongs to the church, 
and w’liile technical and higher culture 
may be given by private institutions, 
the training of citizeus in the common 
knowledge and the common duties of 
citizenship belongs irrevocably to the 
state. 

We therefore on this anniversary of 
America present the public school as 
the proudest expression of the principle 
of enlighteauieut which Columbus 
grasped by faith. We uplift the system 
of free and universal education us the 


mnster force which under God hns been 
informing each of our generations with 
the peculiar truths of Americanism. 
America therefore gathers her sons 
around the school house today as the in- 
stitution closest to the people, most char- 
acteristic of the peoplo and fullest of 
hope for the people. 

Today America’s fifth century begins. 
The world's twentieth century will soon 
be here. To the thirteen millions now in 
the American schools the command of 
the coming years belongs. We, the youth 
of America, who today unite to march 
as one army under the sacred flngf un- 
derstand our duty. We pledge ourselves 
that the flag shall not In? stained, and 
that America shall mean equal oppor- 
tunity and justico for every citizen and 
brotherhood for the world. 


THE OFFICIAL PROGRAMME. 



Prepared for the National Coliint Mini 
Public School Celebration of Oct. 21. 

i T IS now known 
to all readers 
that President 
Harrison has is- 
sued a proclama- 
tion naming Oct. 
21 as the true an- 
niversary of the 
discovery of 
America, and 
recomine n d i n g 
its observance by 
suitable exercises 

in all the schools of the United States. 

A uniform programme for every school 
in America, to be used on Columbus 
Day simultaneously with the dedicatory 
exercises of the World's Columbian ex- 
position grounds in Chicago, will give 
an impressive unity to the popular cele- 
bration. Accordingly, when the super- 
intendents of education last February 
accepted the plan for this national pub- 
lic school celebration, they instructed 
their executive committee to prepare an 
official programme of exercises for the 
day, uniform for every school. 

The following programme has been 
prepared by the committee: 

The schools should assemble at 6 a. m. In 
their various rooms. At 9:3U the detail of vet- 
erans is expected to arrive. It Is to bo met at 
the entrance of the yard by the color guard of 
pupils, escorted with dignity to the building 
and presented to the principal. The principal 
then gives the signal and the Bevernl teachers 
conduct their pupils to the yard, to drumbeat 
or other music, and arrange them in hollow 
squnre about the flag, the veterans and color 
guard taking places by the ting itself. Tho 
master of ceremonies then gives tho command, 
“Attention!” and begins the exercises by rend- 
ing tho proclamation. 

1. Reading of the President’s Proc- 

lamation. By the Master of Cere- 
monies. 

At the close of the reading he announces: 
“In accordance with this recommendation by 
the president of tho United States, and us n 
sign of our devotion to our country, let the 
flag of tho uation bo unfurled above this 
school."

COLUMBUS DAY. 

Practical Suggestions on the Proper Ob- 
servance of the Anniversary. 

CTOBER 21 will 
be a gala day 
from one end to 
the other of tho 
United States, 
and it is but prop- 
er that it should 
he so, for is it not 
Columbus Day, 
aud will it not 
commemorate the discovery of a world 
which in the comparatively short time 
of four centuries has emerged from the 
blackness of tho forest and the ignor- 
ance of the savage into the blazing sun 
of prosperity anil the noontide of intelli- 
gence? 

Now that the official programme for 
the uniform popular celebration of Co- 
lumbus Day has been published, the 
question of the participation by this 
community in tiio national exercises be- 
comes a live issue. 

It goes without saying that the peoplo 
of this locality will not be backward in 
evidencing their patriotism by an appro- 
priate celebration of tho memorable 
day, and a few suggestions as to the 
best method of executing this com- 
mendable design may not be amiss at 
this time. 

In the first place, it should be home in 
miml that it is intended that the school 
I children should be the principal partici- 
pants in the exercises. The pupils are 
to tie at their places in school at 0 
o'clock as usual. It is desirable that 
business ho entirely suspended so that 
the relatives of the pupils may ulso 
be present. Printed programmes should 
be jirovided when possible, und the ex- 
ercises will of course be subject to the 
limitations of the scholars, but every- 
thing which may be done should tend 
to the central ideas of Columbus’ 
achievement and the remurkable prog- 
ress of tho country under the impetus of 
education. Appropriate patriotic deco- 
rations are necessary, and allegorical 
tubleaux will add greatly to the effect- 
iveness and enjoyment of the exercises. 
Music is ulso desiruble. 

la the afternoon comes the citizens’ 
celebration, but, as in the morning ex- 
ercises, the school children should tuke 
the most prominent part. Of course iu 
the country districts this will not be tho 
case, aud the ufteruoou should be de- 
voted to games for the young people aud 
social gatherings for their elders, though 
| every house should be decorated with 
I the national colors. Iu the towns the 
afternoon should be devoted to some sort 
I of formal celebration, iu which all of 


the civic and military organizations 
should be invited to participate. 

A review of school children after they 
have reached the reviewing stand and 
saluted the flag will add much to the 
“life and color” of the scene. A mass 
meeting of the citizens should follow 
during tho day, when the best orators 
of the locality, and tho most elo- 
quent of the declaimers among the 
children — say one from each school — 
might deliver addresses appropriate to 
the occasion. The topics of these 
speeches will readily suggest them- 
selves, but it must be borne in mind 
that anything relating to Columbus will 
be more interesting than anything else 
on such an occasion. The flag salute, 
the ode and the patriotic songs should 
be executed by the children without a 
hitch, and for this reason a great deal 
of preliminary work will have to be 
done by them. 

Upon the school teachers will devolve 
tho greatest portion of this labor. Each 
teacher should at once, if it bus uot al- 
ready been done, present tho matter of 
the celebration of Columbus Day to 
his pupils, and it should be laid before 
the young people in such a manner that 
each will be anxious to contribute as 
much us possible to the success of the 
uffuir. Enthusiasm is wluit is wanted 
and needed, for without it failure must 
result. Let each teacher select commit- 
tees on reception, on decorutions, on ex- 
ercises, on printing, on newspapers, on 
arrangements and on finance. The 
principal must be uctuully if not nom- 
inally the directing spirit of each com- 
mittee. 

At the morning exercises at the schools 
the veterans should have charge of the 
flag and should also act as guards of 
honor to the schools on the march to the 
reviewing stand. The peculiar appropri- 
ateness of the veterans being the special 
patrons of the school celebration is ap- 
parent. Money aud the active co-opera- 
tion of the citizeus at large are absolute- 
ly necessary to the success of the cele- 
bration, and these should and probably 
Will be promptly forthcoming. 

Only tho general outlines of exercises 
suggested in the official programme are 
here given. These may be enlarged or 
contracted to conform to the wishes aud 
possibilities of the celebrants. 


The Wife of Columbus. 

What about Mrs. Columbus? She 
ought to figure somehow iu tho celebru- 
tiou, although there is no picture of her 
extunt. She was a Miss Pulestrello, of 
Lisbon, and became the wife of Colum- 
bus in 1470. Her father was a navigator, 
und from old Pulestrello’s charts Colum- 
bus got his first ideus about a western 
passage to the Indies.

Fire In Australia. 

In wet weather it is usual for the 
Australian aborigine to carry in the 
hand, beneath tbe kangaroo skin, a 
piece of smoldering wood, which com- 
pensates the bearer in some sort for the j 
want of a flannel waistcoat, and en-^ 
ables him to light a fire at a moment’s 1 
notice. 

One of our men had also a plan on j 
cold nights of lying down, rolled up in 
his furs, upon the ashes of a raked out! 
fire.” He explained to my husband that 
the advantage of thus going to bed was 
twofold, being no less good for warmth 
than for concealment, especially when 
passing tho night in a strange place, 
where the keeping up of a fire after dark 
might attract the notice of unfriendly 
natives. 

Each tribe possesses a territory of its 
own, and each family of the tribe lias 
its own especial tract of land within 
that territory. Here a man can light 
his fire and build his hut without fear 
of molestation. It is in fact his pater- 
nal estate, so that the word “fire” con- 
veys to an Australian the same mean- 
ing of fatherland or birthplace as the 
word “hearth” conveys to a European, 
and is used by the aborigines in the 
same sense. — Mrs. Millett.

The collective system of property 
must have lasted among ants and bees 
for many thousands of years, for, apart 
from cases of demoralization such as 
may, for example, be produced among 
bees by giving them a taste for drunk- 
enness, these intelligent insects show 
the most absolute deference and devo- 
tion to social property. Their primi- 
tive selfishness has broadened out into 
a collective or patriotic egoism. But 
these very social species, with their 
more than Christian charity, have not 
reached this high degree of civilization 
at one bound. In the ant and bee 
worlds, as in our own, there are sav- 
ages. There are still at the present 
time certain species of ants ignorant of 
the division of labor carried so fir 
among their civilized congeners. — 
“Property: Its Origin and Develop- 
ment.”

The committee was requested to furnish 
a preliminary plan fur a Nurses' Home, 
with au estimate of the cost, as it is hoped 
subscriptions may be obtained to defray 
the expeuse of this much needed building, 
there belug at present some twenty pupils 
who for lack of it are obliged to lodge as 
best they cau lu tiie limited uocomuioda- 
tious of the hospital. 

The president stated that more cuses lud 
been cared for this summer thuu in any 
other, and there were more pupil nurses 
than ever before. He had received several 
letters coulalulug contributions, oue gift 
of #50 bad been accompanied by the state- 
ment ttiat It was in consequence of the 
very favorable impression made upon the 
douor by a visit to the hospital. 

The trustees w ere reminded of the urgeut 
uece*sity of securing larger ooulribulious, 
especially upon Hospital Suuday, to defray 
the increased expenses of maintenance 
occasioned by the mu. di greater number of 
patieuts treated this year over auy previous j 
year. 

Dr. Lawrence was appoiutel a committee , 
to draft resolutions appreciative of the I 
services rendered by Mrs. L. F. Thayer, a 
trustee, who has died since the last meet- 
ing.

THE LANGFORD PLAN. 
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CITY HALL 


FILLED TO ITS ITMOSr 
CAPACITY. 

City Hall was filled Wednesday night 
to it* utmost capacity, aud the crowd 
overflowed even into the entrance hall 
and down the stairs, so great was the 
interest of citizens in the scheme of mov- 
ing the railroad tracks, where they 
will not be sucb a nuisance as they would 
be if elevated in their present location,, 
and also to provide a system of boulevards 
on the site of the present tracks, connect- 
ing all the centres of population on the 
North side. 

All who read the papers are familiar 
with the outline of the scheme, which i& 
to move the tracks a short distance north 
of their present location, putting the 
Newton depot in Nonantnm Square, the 
Newtonville depot near the junction of 
Lowell and Walnut streets, the West 
Newton north ot City Hall, and the tracks 
joining the old road-bed at the Auburn- 
dale depot. 

Thi6 would bring a large section south 
of the tracks, and the city would gain 
largely from the rise in values. 

All parts of the city were represented 
in the audience aud the interest was. 
certainly extraordinary. 

Among those seated upon the platform 
were Mr. S. L. Powers, Rev. George W. 
Shinn, D. D., Rev. Francis Hornbrook, 
Rev. John H. Hamilton, D. D.. Otis E. 
Hunt, M. D., Andrew S. March, E. B. 
Ua*kell, Francis A. Dewson, Austin R. 
Mitchell, Alderman Wilson, Nathaniel 
T. Allen, James T. Allen, George Frost, 
John O Smith, J. Edward Hollis, 
Thomas B. Fitz, Alderman Sheppard, 
Alderman Churchill, D. Waldo Stearns, 
M. D , H R. Parker, James T-BaUanr.yuXr— 
Henry F. King. A. F. Luke, A. T. 
Sylvester, John B. Goodrich. Chester If. 
Graves, J. T. Langford, Fred Johnsou, 
George M. Fiske. 

Mr. Samuel L. Powers presided, aud 
said: 

“The question before us to-night is a 
public not a private one. It i* the most 
important question coming up for dis- 
cussion in the city of Newton iu the last 
half century, because it affects not ouly 
tbis generation but that comiug after us. 

“The Newton of tomorrow is not to be 
the Newton of today. In 10 years New- 
ton has iucreased in population one-half. 
lu that time there have also been 
introduced its present system of parks, 
electric lights, electric railways, its 
postal delivery aud its sewerage system. 
This progress and development continu- 
ing during the next 30 years will increase 
our imputation to something like 100.000. 

“It therefore behooves us uow to make 
such improvements as we cannot make 
hereafter. One of these improvements 
is certainly the abolishment of grade 
crossings of the Boston & Albany rail- 
road. 

“Two methods have beeu presented to 
oui city government. Oae is to depress 
the road iu its preseut location. The 
other to elevate it, 

“Duriug th- discussion a plau was pro- 
posed, novel aud uuique — to remove the 
tracks to some point ou the nor herly 
side, ami to utilize the roadbed of the 
maiu line between Newtou aud Aubnrn- 
dale in connection with Washington 
street aud intervening space as a boule- 
vard for public travel. 

“When first proposed, it bad uot over 
a score of adhereuts, out I tbiuk the plau 
not only possible, but may result in great 
benefit, uot only now, but in the future.” 

Alfred D. Chandler of Brookliue was. 
tbeu introduced. He said: 

“I am here iu respouse to y »ur iuvita- 
tiou to show how far municipal develop- 
ment on broad lines pays, and to show 
that it pays best on broad lines. 1 am 
not here iu a coutroveisul spirit. 1 shall 
leave details of auy particular scheme to 
others. 1 am merely here to impart in- 
formation to enable you to pass with 
more couti deuce upon some of the verv 
impoitmt mailers now peudiug regard- 
ing t he Uardeu city of the state. 

“Before auy iiuorovemeul is uuder 
takeu taxpayers want to know whether it 
will pay. That is the practical issue iu 
volved here. The great quest iou is uot 
so much what it will cost. Newtou or 
auy other firat-olass municipality oau 
have credit for auytbiug within reason 
up to its debt limit, aud eveu beyoud 
that ou special occasions by legislation. 

“lu Brookliue our experience is that it 
does pay to do it as we do that the re- 
turns do justify the outlay. If Newton 
were elsewhere than within the metro 
politau district of Boston, it might uot 
do to take this brjad. bold, progressive 
view. Situated as Newtou U, .rowing 
as it is, it is safe aud very desirable that 
Newtou should look well ahead aud 
pursue liberal policy. 

“Duriug the oast 10 years the increase 
iu valuation of Massachusetts lias beeu 
#570,000,000. Moie than one-half of that 
sum is due to the iucreased assessed 
valuation of properly iu Bostou — that is, 
Bostou aud viciuity. 

“Statistics show the import nude of 
Bostou iucreased 61 per ccut. iu the last 
23 years; the exports 275 per cent. 
1‘upulation aud valuation, iu the meat 
time, iucreased about 55 percent.” 

These data were shown upon a map iu 
plain, bold, black figures all could see. 

The first map shown was the metro 
politau district of Bostou, within au 
eight-mile radius, iu lSt>0 the popula- 
tion of these 16 municipalities was littlo 
over half a tuilliou. By 16W) it had iu 
creased by 732,000 or oyer. The iucrease 
from 1660 to 1665 was about 1000 a mouth.

TELEPHONE Cd. HEARING. 

The hour for hearing of thoN. E. Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Co. for leave to 
locate poles on Forest avenue, Alpine, 
Centre and other streets; the remon- 
strants were first heard. Mr. W. B. 
Young of Lake avenue presenting a re- 
monstrance from nearly every resident 
on that street against the location of 
poles upon it. Alderman Ilyde present- 
ed remonstrauco from other residents. 
Hon. J. F. C. Hyde made an earnest pro- 
test against disfiguring the street ou 
which he lived, by the placing of what 
he described ai a uuisance in front of his 
house. Don't want telephone and don’t 
want the poles and wires. They cut 
away fine trees without regard to the ap- 
pearance of the street, and the poles are 
unsightly and should not be allowed. 

Mr. A. F. Hayward objected to any 
poles being placed near bis estate. 
Thought tho lines already granted were 
ample for all needs, 

Mr. Moses G. Crane did not want poles 
on Lake avenue, although he said the 
telephone was almost a necessity, and to 
have it poles and wires must be placed 
somewhere. We are all willing they 
should be placed on other streets than 
those upon which we live, but do not 
want them upon our street. Thought 
the wires could and should be placed 
under ground. Mr. Frank Edmands of 
Lake avenue also spoke in remonstrance. 

Mr. S. L. Powers in behalf of the Tele- 
phone Co. said the abuttors did not own 
the streets. These were owned by the 
city, and the eitv has a right to use them 
for public travel and other matters of 
public necessity, among which are the 
necessary appliances for telephone ser- 
vice. By state law all injury which may 
be to abuttors c »n be recovered from the 
Telephone Co., and the board of aider- 
men shall assess the amount of damages. 

The company have just located an ex- 
change at Newton Highlands for the 
convenience of patrons on that side of 
the city, and to make the telephone more 
serviceable. 

Mr. Allbury for the Telephone Co. ex- 
plained the reason of locating the ex- 
change at the Highlands. The street 
railway interferes with the telephone 
service, but by an exchange at this place 
they are able to largely overcome the 
difficulty. Uc gave statistics as to the 
number of lines and subscribers, etc. 
They wanted to go on Lake avenue 
simply to reach subscribers ou that 
street. As to underground wires the ex- 
pense would be so great that they would 
not be able to give any telephone service 
to Newton If obliged to place them in 
thiB way. 

Mr. Kellar, in reply to inquiry, said 
the cost of placing underground wires ou 
Centre street would be about three times 
as much as for poleB. 

Mr. Crane said that rather thau have 
poles on Lake avenue he would give per- 
mission to have them ou liis land to con- 
nect with Walnut street, aud accommo- 
date subscribers on the avenua. 

It was intimated that possibly some 
plau c»uld be adopted to follow the line 
of the lire alarm telegraph, in part over 
private property, and thus accommodate 
the subscribers. 

Hearing was tbeu closed. 

BUSINESS RESUMED. 

A lengthy communication was re- 
ceived from the Municipal Fire aud 
1'olice Telegraph Co., explaining their 
positiou in reference to the Gamewell 
Co., etc., which was referred to City 
Solicitor. It was as follows: 

Newton Highlands, Sept. 20, ’02. 
To the Mayor ami City Council:— 

At the last meeting ol your body a 
communication from the Gamewell Fire 
Alarm Co. was received and referred to 
the city solicitor. 

Ordinarily such communications could 
not call for a reply, but some statements 
in this one are * so evidently born of 
malice and the whole so far away from 
the real point at issue that we feel called 
upon to take some notice of it. 

It is true that the Municipal Fire A- 
Police Telegraph Company was organ- 
ized in Maiue, December 24th, 1891, aud 
that $700 in cash was tbeu paid in to 
perfect the organization. Since that 
time, however, $15,000 worth of ma- 
chinery and tools has been bought aud 
paid for and the company bas paid more 
thau $18,00U iu wages. We have no in- 
cumbrance ou our property, while the 
records of the city clerk of Newton 
show that the compauy sending the com- 
munication to which this is a reply has 
mortgaged its entire property to secure 
uu indebtedness of $75,000. 

Since our organization in Decomber 
last wu have done nearly oiie-half of the 
Fire Alarm business iu New England 
and our apparatus is st tudiug tbe practi- 
cal test of aetual use iu a manner 
which assures us that we need fear no 
competition where merit controls would 
be nurchasers of lire alarm goods. 

Tue personal allusions to Mr. Crane 
are so clearly irrelevant that we will 
only say that the case alluded to, for 
allegeu violation of contract was not 
brought iu the supreme court of Massa- 
chusetts, but iu an inferior court from 
which uu appeal now pending was taken. 

Nearly all of the liie alarm apparatus 
now sold by the Gamewell company is 
the invention of Mr. Crane, aud Ire was 
for several years their mauulaclurer aud 
acknowledged expert, although they bad 
other expert electriciuus and mechanics 
iu their employ, most of wlioui uro now 
working for u*. 


We lake it for granted that yon will 
readily see ttiiough tho Rmoke raised by j 
the petty personalities of the Gamewell 
circular and discover the real issue which I 
is based upon the fact that we ttavo I 
brought suit against the Gamewell coni- | 
panv for infringement of patents con- 
trolled by u a. 1 

The circular letter of the Gamowell 
company having been roforred to the 
city solicitor, we respectfully ask that 
this communication may be also roferred 
to him in order that he may get more do- 
tailed and specific information regarding 
these patents, which we shall bo glad to 
give him. 

The court* will decide tho case and 
not tho Gamewell company, and adroitly 
written circulars will not relieve them of 
responsibility nor secure to cities tho 
right to use apparatus sold to thorn by a 
concern which has no right to do so. 

The advice of tho Gamewell company 
not to take any notico of these pending 
suits on tho ground that they aro of no 
importance and are simply retaliatory on 
our part, does not meet the issue. 

We have neither time nor inclination 
to take any “retaliatory” measures 
against the Gamowell company, however 
much provocation we may have for so 
doing. Our object is simply to manu- 
facture and sell tho boat fire alarm appa- 
ratus in tho country, aud conduct our 
business in an honoiablo and legitimate 
manner. This we shall continue to do. 
asking tho properly constitated legal 
tribunals to protect us wlieneyer our 
rights are invaded by those who attempt 
to sell property covered by us, patents 
owned or controlled by us.

Railway Crossings in Newton. 

(Bouton Herald, Sept. 28.) 

Whatever may be the outcome of the 
public nieetiug to be bold iu the Newtou 
City Hall, Wednesday evening, the move- 
ment is worthy of notice. Iu tho present 
case a very remarkable degree of interest 
has been awakened over tbe movement 
to separate the grade crossings of the 
Boston & Albany railroad. At first it 
was supposed that all that would be 
needed was to elevate or depress tbe 
present tracks of tbe railroad, operations 
involving considerable expense. As tbe 
projects were more fully studied, objec- 
tious were made that either plan would 
draw a division line between the two 
parts of the city aud tend to depreoiate 
the value of the property on the north 
side. 

Just as the infelicities of the two plaus 
betaine belter understood a Newtou 
gentleman, Mr. John T. Langford, pro- 
posed a scheme which at first almost took 
the breath away from tbe sober Newton 
people. It wus uotbing less than tbe re- 
moval of the tracks from their present 
location altogether and relaying them 
further south, where the general charac- 
ter of the surface would permit easy 
crossings. 

“The Langford plan” passed through 
the various stages of surprise, iuvestiga- 
tiou aud interest, uutil now it is favored 
by a very large number of people. 

Tbe questions involved are wide 
euougb to iuterest those outside of New- 
tou. for they show a city protesting 
against wbat it fears would be a perma- 
nent blemish to its territory, aud regard- 
ing with favor a plan whioii, while sav- 
ing many thousands of dollars would 
enable it to beautify itself by the con- 
struction of a boulevard with small 
parss extending from Newtou to 
Auburndale. If the hopes of the friends 
ot this project cau be realized, Boston 
will have virtually u magnificent oxteu 
siou of tbe Commonwealth avenue plan 
through contiguous territory. 

While the project may, upon examina- 
tion, move entirely nunructicable, its 
radical character makes it a very inter- 
esting proposition.

The speaker contrasted the valuations of 
prriperty in Chicago with that of the 16 
outlying municipalities, to the advantage 
of the latter. 

In 10 years the Increase in property valu- 
ation In Boston proper, was only 28 per 
cent. In Cambridge, 38 per cent. : Med- 
ford, 38 1-2; Newton, 42; Somerville, 63; 
Hyde Park, 76; Waltham. 77: Malden, 81; 
Quincy, 91 ; Everett, 10i», and Brookline 114 
per Cent. 

The most Important element In develop- 
ing municipalities was that of transporta- 
tion. Brookline has experienced It prac- 
tically. Within the last 10 years tho lu- 
cre 'sed transportation facilities have In- 
creased its valuation to $50,000,000, and 10 
years more should mnke it $100,(00,000. 

The West End railway shows an Increase 
of 20,000 passengers per month during the 
present year. 

When business doubles every 10 years 
the people are under nn imperious obliga- 
tion to Improve the transportation facili- 
ties. 

Plans were shown of the city of Wash- 
ington, wltti its thoroughfares of 100 feet 
and ovor in width, and the effect upon Its 
property was clearly but concisely shown, 
ns was also Philadelphia, Chicago, New 
York city and their boulevards and figures 
showing the immense Increase in the valu- 
ation of its real estate. The power of Im- 
proved streets to offer increased facilities 
for transportation was also clearly 
PROVEN BY FIGURES. 

“If you can,” said Mr. Chandler, “by the 
plan proposed hnve a broad avenue Sroitt 
Newton to Auburndale, with special pro- 
visions made in Its centre for electric roads 
and tree planting, that should be your plan 
for the requirements of the present age.” 
[Applause.] 

Rev. Dr. Shinn spoke in behalf of tho 
proposed improvements on the ground of 
moral nnd religious growth, ns well as 
beauty being thereby promoted. 

The citizens now have a singular oppor- 
tunity to decide whether they will be in- 
jured permanently by a wall through the 
heart of the cl.y, or whether the tracks 
shall be moved to one side where the 
grades are easy, adding nothing to the 
expense and more easily accessible to the 
manufacturing portion of the city, giving 
us n chance to benutify one of the most 
beautiful cities in the country. The heart 
of the city will be left open for a magnifi- 
cent mid beautiful boulevard. Tills, ns 
was the Cottage Hospital, is an experiment 

B erhnps, some say It never has been known 
efore; but now is the time for Newton to 
distinguish herself by doing It. 

Mr. Francis A. Dewson ot Newtonvllle 
believed thoroughly in the Langford plan 
as the best yet advanced. A boulevard In 
place of the railroad would greatly enhance 
the value of property and thereby increase 
the real estate valuation, but perhaps not 
obviate an inoreased tax rate. The fact 
that elevation of the tracks above the 

E resent roadbed would place upon all the 
urden of climbing fifteen or twenty steps 
to reach the cars is a decided objection, 
and walking further to the depot would be 
much less objectionable. Our children and 
grandchildren should 4>e thought of and 
personal considerations should be put 
aside. 

Dr. Otis E. Hunt said the elevation of 
tracks in Newtonvllle would necesslate 
about twenty steps to reach the depot. 
This would not be minded by the young a*nd 
vigorous, but illustrations were given of 
the burden it would impose upon the 
mother with one or two children, and arms 
full of bundles ascending nnd descending 
in the hot sun of July or the blustering 
cold and snow of winter. 

The aged and infirm people, the frail and 
delicate women exposed to this hardship in 
all weathers, nnd It would be a permanent 
danger for these people. The Boston *& 
Albany would not nay for an accident 
happening upon these steps when the city 
sanctions their employment. A walk of 
600 feet further to a depot on a level would 
be far preferable. 

Mr. Edwin B. Haskell of Auburndale 
could not be classed as nn advocate of any 
particular plan. Grade crossings must go, 
nnd the Langford plan has merits on its 
face for a careful consideration. He was 
there for the purpose, with all, of asking 
the city government to carefully consider 
the matter, and had full confidence In 
them 

A letter from President William Bliss of 
the Boston & Albany road expressing re- 
gret at being unable to be present at the 
meeting, was read by the chairman. 

Mr. John B. Goodrich spoke on the legal 
side of the case. It was doubtful if the 
commissioners would favor the removal 
of the tracks as a means of abolishing the 
grade crossings, ami the grade crossing 
law hardly covers this ground, so that the 
state might refu-e to pay their proportion- 
ate part of the expense. 

The railroud company, jointly with the 
city or alone might petition the legislature 
for a special act for authority to change 
the location of the tracks, and the state 
might be willing to contribute its propor- 
tion if the grade crossings were changed 
as required. 

If It could be shown that the future in- 
terests of Newt m demanded such a change 
and public interest was strongly in its 
fuvor, the legislature, if suffi Gently im- 
pressed. could order the relocation of the 
trncks whether the consent of the railroad 
was obtained or not. 

Mr. James T. Allen said grade separa- 
tion must come, whether by ditching, rais- 
ing or relocation, it was imperatively 
necessary.

Tell the Truth to the Workingman! 

Tho workingman is beginning to ask 
questions. You who believe in tariff- 
reform hnvo only to tell him the truth. 
Your opponents have got to conceal tho 
truth from him. You have the advant- 
age. i 

If the workineman asks you whether 
wages are not lower in Eugland, where 
there is no protective tariff, then they 
are hero, tell him they are lower there. 
Tell him also that the cost of living is 
lower, and that a day’s work there is 
about two-thirds of a day’s work here. 

Tell him also that wages in Get mnnv. 
whero tboro is a protective tariff, aie 
still lower, far lower, than in England. 

Point out to him that if these emi- 
grants keep on coming, the rate of wages 
will go down here as it has gone down in 
Europe. 

Point out to him, furthermore, that if 
a heavy tax is levied on foreign raw 
materials and foreign manufactures, 
while no tax is levied on foreign labor, 
the American workingman stands a poor 
chance of getting employment. 

If any man tells you that he honestly 
thinks that Eugland will be bent-fitted 
by a reduction of the American tariff, 
ask him “How? Why? and Wherefore?” 
England lives on her foreign trade: if 
we induce foreigners to trade with u«, 
we take her business away. 

England has most of the immense 
trade of the South American States. We 
ought to have it We could have it, if 
we would let the South Americans sell 
their goodB in our market. 

If the tariff permitted South America 
to send her goods here, we could export 
our goods in return, and double the 
foreign market for American manu- 
factures. She ships raw materials— 
rubber, coffee, hides, etc. And buys 
manufactures — machinery. clothing, 
tools, furniture. She deals with Eng- 
gland, because our tariff shuts her out. 

You will not find it hard to show that 
“trusts” — combinations of manufac- 
turers to raise the price of goods to con- 
sumers— are not “private affairs, with 
which neither President Cleveland nor 
any private citizen has any particular 
right to inteifere.” 

The Tariff anil Wages. 

Why are wages higher in the United 
States than Europe? ' 

Whether they are or not the tariff has 
nothing to. do with t..ein. 

Manufactured produots are made 
dearer by ihe tariff because similar for- 
eign products are excluded from the 
markets, and competition is suppressed. 
But there is free trade in labor. It is 
true there is a law forbidding the im- 
portation of labor, which is violated, but 
there is uo law of this country forbidding 
a workingman from coming here in 
search of employment. Employers have 
brought thousands of men from Europe 
for the purpose of breaking down wages, 
and some ot these imported laborers are 
the cheapest raeu that can be found in 
the civilized world. Thousands more, 
amoug them skilled men, have come of 
their own accord. , 

A tax on goods can uot affect the 
wages of men. The protectionists say 
that they build up industres with their 
statutes and create opportunities for 
employment. What with the cheap 
lands of the West and the diversity of 
opportunities for labor in this country, 
Nature has really doue what the Pro- 
tectionist thinks lie does. 

Besides, how ludicrous is the proposi- 
tion that American labor can make em- 
ployment for itself by taxing itself! 
Labor pays its share of the tariff taxes, 
and it ought to be intelligent enough to 
uuderstaud that it does uot need op- 


portunity for work so badly lhat it must 
tax itself on its clothed, its food and its, 
home, for the purpose of making its 
neighbor rich enough to give it a job. 

If it is true that wuges are higher in 
this country than in Eugland, it is also 
true that they are higher in free trade 
England than iu tho protection countries 
of the Continent. They are also highei 
in some States of the Union than in 
others. The law that governs wuges is 
the law of supply and demand, and the 
more labor produces the higher is its 
wages. 

A committee of the Seuale of tho 
United States has just fouud that for a 

E eriod of tweuty-eignt mouths, beginning 
efore the passage of tho McKinley Bill 
and ending 12 mouths utter, wuges in 15 
industries, most of them unprotected, 
went up 75 of one per cent., while wages 
in 15 highly protected industries went 
down 84 of one per cent. The McKinley 
Act increased tho rates of duty on furni- 
ture, but the wages of cabinet-makers 
went down; it reduced the rates of duty 
on most iron castings, but the wages of 
iron moulders went up. 

Wages have gone up iu this country, 
hut in 50 years, from 1835 to 1890, wages 
in England mado a greater advance. 
They increased 100 per cent. 

It is the iuvuriahle law of our civiliza- 
tion that wages are increasing, while the 
cost of living is decreasing. A tariff tax 
interferes with the operation of this law 
and cheoks tho rise of wages and the 
reduction of the cost of living. In the 
28 mouths alluded to, the McKinley luw 
checked a fall in prices which in the 
previous 18 mouths amounted to 14 per 
cent, aud added $285,000,000 to the cost 
of living.

— The manage- 
ment hnvo a surprise in atoro for their 
patrons next week. Dr. William F. 
Carver, who line been travelling through 
Europe mid Australia with his famous 
wild west show, lias just returned to this 
country. Through tho advice of Mr. 
Fred C. Whitney the show has been 
adapted to stage purposes and the wild 
west will on the hoards of the Grand 
Opera House he given graphic portrayal. 
To accomplish this a drama has been 
written. Tho name given to it is “Tho 
Scout,” and Dr. Carver lias succeeded 
evolving a play which presents life as it 
actually is on tho plains. “The Scout,” 
it is said, fairly teems with special feat- 
ures. There are Indian battles between 
genuine Indians and cow boys, exhibi- 
tions of Dr. Carver’s romarknble skill as 
a marksmap, the building tepees, war 
dances and a groat bridgo scjino, in 
which a horse falls through the struct- 
ure into a tank of water 30 foot below 
and swims ashore.

Success of the Newton Street Railway. 

The dividend of 2 per cent, declared 
by the directors of the Newton Street 
Railway and payable Sept. 30, make a 
total of seven per cent, dividends paid 
for the year ending Sept. 30, when the 
books are closed to make' the annual re- 
turns to tho railroad commissioners. 
Tho first week in September 38,300 
passengers were carried on the route 
fronl Newton to Waltham, aud 10,500 on 
the new line from Newtonville to the 
Upper Falls, or 54,300 on both loads, 
which more than equals the entire popu- 
lation of Newton and Waltham trans- 
ported in one week. 

The first week in October Work of con- 
struction will be commenced on the 
route between Watertown and Waltham, 
and rapidly pushed to an early comple- 
tion. All the materials have been pur- 
chased and are now on the way to both 
places named, so that there will be no 
deUy on this account. Soule, Dilling- 
ham & Uo., of Boston, are the contrac- 
tors for the work of putting in tho track 
and will make rapid progress.

Sewer Laborers’ Strike. 

The sewer laborers at West Newton 
aud Newton Centre went out on a strike 
Tuesday moruiug. 

Some of the men have been in a state 
of discontent for the past few days, not 
having received their pay. With the ex- 
ception of the Italians, the men are paid 
off every two weeks. The Italians were 
paid monthly, aud were paid off about 
teji days ago. Why they quit work is a 
mystery, unless they are giving expres- 
sion to their sympathy for the grievances 
of the colored and Irish workmeu who 
struck becauso the regular pay day had 
passed by without materialization of the 
where-with-all for which they had been 
anxiously awaiting. 

One may gather au idea, however, of 
the position of the Italians in the matter 
from a remark made by one of their 
number to a reporter, in which he said: 

“No money for Irishmen, no money 
for Italians; no pay, no work.” 

The total number of men who weut 
out on strike is about 500, representing 
the laborers employed on two sections of 
the local sewers. 

The contractor, Capt. Aaron Hall, has 
abandoned the contract and has notified 
the city authorities that he is financially 
unable to complete it, and tho city will 
finish the work. Capt. Hall's losses are 
due, it is said, to quicksands aud other 
unforeseen obstacles, and they amount 
to over $20,000.

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THE LANGFORD PLAN. 

No oue can say that the people are not 
interested in the propoied plan of re- 
moving the tracks, as City Hall was not 
large enough to hold those who favored 
the scheme. At least as the call was for 
those to attend who favored it, it can bo 
assumed that all present looked on the 
plan with more or less favor. Such au 
assemblage lias seldom been seen in 
Newton, and it shows that Newton 
people are much more interested in it 
than they arc in politics, for no political 
meeting of rcceut years has called out 
such a gathering. 

The speakers wero evidently interested 
in the matter and some of them were 
very enthusiastic over the benefits to be 
derived from the moving of the tracks, 
and the building of a grand boulevard 
where the railroad now runs. Even 
looking at the matter in the coolest 
way it can not be denied that the carry- 
ing out of the project would havo a bene- 
ficial influence on the growth of Newton, 
and would make amends in great measure 
for the very narrow policy that has been 
followed in the laying out of our streets. 
All the benefits that would follow from 
laying out Washington street with the 
tracks as at present, would be doubled 
by having the tracks moved aud having 
two sides to tho street 

It ib to be hoped that now the question 
will be studied practically, to see if it is 
in any way feasible. Theoretically the 
people seem to be satisfied that it would 
be an excellent thing, aud now it will be 
well to find out whether the difficulties 
are insurmountable, what they are, and 
what the plan would cost, in comparison 
with the plan that the board of aldermen 
have so far favored. 


THE CHOLERA SCARE. 

Tiie presence of cholera lias aroused 
the people all over the land to look after 
the sanitary arrangements for the public. 
While no one feels kindly toward any 
progress this dread disease may make, 
still the good results of thorough 
sanitary precautions which are uow in 
progress in all parts of our country, are 
very gratifying and stimulating to the 
best interests of the community. It has 
inaugurated a great national home clean- 
ing which could be accomplished ouly 
under the stimulus of au impending na- 
tional danger. It may result in modifi- 
cations and restrictive provisions iu our 
immigration laws which will stop the 
coming to our shores of so ruauy breed- 
ers of disease pestilence and lawh-ssuess. 

Oue of the more recent developments 
iu this vicinity is iu favor of the estab- 
lishment of a garbage crematory iu vari- 
ous cities. Cambridge people are wide 
awake and have petitioned their city 
government to establish such a crematory 
for the disposal of rags, mattresses, bed- 
ding and such like articles as find their 
way to the city dump. 

The Newton Board of Health are alive 
to the necessities of complete sanitation 
aud are urging connections with the 
sewers as fast as possible, especially in 1 
all sections where the soil has become 
contaminated by old cesspools. It be- 
hooves every citizen to look after his 
own premises aud to keep the sanitary 
arrangements iu complete order. 

DISFIGURATION OF HIGHWAYS. 


While so much attention is being called 
uow to the improvement of the towns j 
aud villages of our commonwealth, there 
is oue tolerated common disfiguration 
that does much to mar the appearance of 
the be>t kept highways. We refer to 
the posting of bills and notices on the 
trees aud telegraph posts. It should not 
be allowed. There should be notice 
boards erected at convenient places for 
the reception of all such things, aud 
every care should be taken to keep the 
trees especially clean of them. Some- 
times the public officials are the chief 
offenders iu this respect for it is very 
common to find some of the finest trees 
along the highways marred by Dog Tax 
Notices, aud such like information issued 
by authority of the local goverument. 

The bill poster argues that if the 
authorities are so ready to commit this j 
offense he cau hardly he blamed for \ 
putting up his conceit bill, aud then ' 
comes the host of patent medicine 
people to add to the disfiguration. 

Every local improvement society 
should regard it as one of its first duties 
to abate this bill posting nuisance by se- 
curing the erection of the notice boards 
iu proper places. 

Last week we published the official 
program for Columbus Day, as outlined 


by the executive committee appointed 
by the American Superintendents of 
Education, Francis Bellamy, oh airman, 
who represents the Youth’s Companion. 
This Included the poem on Columbia by 
Edna Doan Proctor. In another oolumn 
will he found a poem by a Newton 
gentleman, recommended to bo used on 
the same occasion. It has been set to 
music by another Newton gentleman, 
and both havo boon published by tho 
Oliver Ditson Co. and will be largely 
used in the coming celebration. It Is 
hoped that every sohoolhouse in Newton 
will have a flag before Oct. 21, and that 
the exercises as thus detailed, with such 
additions as may be adopted, will be 
presented. It was a happy thought 
of Gov. Russell, which wo hope will be 
acted upon, that a cortain hour bo chosen 
to sing tno national ode by every school 
in Old Massachusetts. This 400th anni- 
voisaiy of Columbus Day should be made 
a most memorable event in tlie history of 
the ages. 

Tiik 21st of October will be celebrated 
by the States of the Union as Columbus 
Day. Now York is the exception, hav- 
ing by earlier arrangement fixed upon 
the old style date, Oct. 12, for its an- 
niversary exercises. The scheme of this 
quadri-centennial, originating in “the 
Athens of America,” contemplates the 
recognition of the public schools as the 
“builders of tho fifth century,” and the 
commanders of all our country's coming 
years. October 21st, will be young 
patriots day. In tho city that claims the 
vcuerable author of the National Hymn, 
mayor and aldermen and the old army 
veterans, and all the benevolout orders 
will be proud to take hold and help the 
children colebrate. Superintendent Aid- 
rich and the school committee are al- 
ready moving in the matter. The festi- 
val will uo doubt bo an inspiring success; 
and its patriotic effect will uot end with 
the flutter of flags and the sound of its 
music. Plans and arrangements will be 
duly annouuoed. 

Watertown was “froze out” at the 
2nd Middlesex Senatorial convention on 
Wednesday. The convention was held 
in Watertown, aud R. H. Gardiner of 
Newton was chairman. Oliver Shaw 
of Watertown presented Mr. S, S. Glea- 
son’s name: M. R. Leonard of Waltham 
presented Judge H. S. Milton of that 
town, and this nomination was seconded 
by W. S. Slocum of Newton. On the 
informal ballot Mr. Milton had 25 and 
Mr. Gleason 11, and the former was 
unanimously nominated. Resolutions 
were adopted favoriug Henry Cabot 
Lodge for U. S. Senator. The Water- 
town people are said to feel very un- 
happy over the way promises made them 
failed to mat«* *rialize. 

Alderman E. J. Hyde withdrew his 
name as a candidate for representative 
from Ward Five, and a letter from him 
to that effect was read before the caucus, 
and the caucus theu combined in favor of 
ex- Alderman Geo. Pottee. Ward Six 
delegates are in favor of re-electing Mr. 
Dwight Chester and Ward Oue favor Mr. 
E. J. H. Estabrooks.

Bad Odors from the Charles River. 

While some parts of this stream are 
exceedingly picturesque, and while the 
whole river as it flows towards its outlet 
may be made so, we are suffering just 
now from some very bad odors which 
favoring winds, hot suns, mud floats and 
the accumulation of drainage matter 
produce. 

Oue of the things to be done is to stop 
the discharge of offeusive matter into 
the river. This of course cau be secured 
by using the sewers. A correspondent 
in a Boston paper suggests also that a 
partial remedy can be found by putting 
a low dam across the river at some point 
near one of the railroad bridges so as to 
keep the flats covered with water. 
There seem to be some difficulties iu the 
way of doiug this, but they ought uot to 
be insuperable. 

The beauty aud the usefulness of the 
river fiom Watertown downwards can be 
! greatly improved, and the time must 
come when with the banks stoned up 
i and the channel dredged, the Charles 
| will be “a thing of beauty” which it is 
not now at low tide. A stream of this 
1 size flowing along so much good territory 
! ought to be made to contribute to the 
att ractiveness of the scenery instead of 
being, as it is uow. a nuisance. 

All of this without regard to sanitary 
conditions, but wheu we consider the 
menace to health which its present con- 
dition presents, the necessity for action 
becomes imperative. 

We are cleauiug up everywhere lest 
the awful soourge of cholera visit 11 s 
uext summer, but here is a gigautic 
source of disease which may well cause 
alarm if it is leftiu its present couditiou. 
All the disinfectants we cau pour iuto 
our cellars and drains aud back yards, 
are not likely to be of much value if the 
river bauks are left as they are uow, 
sending out uauseatiug odors to be 
followed later on possibly by disease 
producing germs. 

It is very evident that the Charles 
river needs atieutiou.

Mr. Williams’ Financial Unsound ness. 
To the Editor of the Graphic: 

It is claimed by the Boston Ilorald that 
sound monoy men, of whatever patty, 
should stand by Mr. Oeorgo Fred Wil- 
liams, because I 10 fought, tho free silver 
coinage men of his own party. I am not 
disposed to detract from any credit due 
him for that act, but I wish to inquire 
why it is not bettor to depond upon 
majorities than upon minorities for 
sound money legislation. Mr. Williams 
did all ho could to eloct tho Democratic 
majority whioh has so menaced the 
stability of the currenoy, and on aocount 
of his froe trade principles he favored a 
free coinage candidate for Speaker. I 
refer to Mr. Mills, and though unable to 
nominate him, he was not then uon- 
partisnu enough to oppose Mr. Crisp, 
another free coinage man, and vote for 
Thomas B. Reed who, and a majority of 
whose party, were sound upou that vital 
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quostion. 

So, tho claim that Mr. Williams rose 
above his party is not half true. Every- 
body kuows that if Mr. Itoed had been 
re-electod Spoakor I 10 would have ap- 
pointed a committee on- coinage which 
would novor havo reported a free coinage 
bill. Mr. Williams was too much of a 
partisan to servo the great majority of 
his constituents at that most crucial 
moment, and his subsequent kick agaiust 
the majority of his party came too late 
to spare the country an agitation which 
for months hung like a gathering storm 
over the busiuess and honor of the 
country. 

Now if I 10 is re-olected to Congress, he 
will be cortain to again sanport a free 
coinage Democrat for Speaker. But if 
Gen. Draper is elected, he will be cer- 
tain to support the Republican candidate, 
who will boyoud question bo a sound 
monoy man, aud who if olooted will have 
a sound money majority to work with, 
instead of a majority which, as in the 
present House, will vote every time for 
debasiug the currency. 

Coinage, however, is not all there is 
of the currency question. The Demo- 
cratic party has declared in favor of a 
state bank circulation, and Mr. Williams 
indorses this most dangerous proposi- 
tion. Here, again, his zeal for Demo- 
cratic success runs away with the sound- 
ness aud independence for which many 
of us havo given him credit. I know he 
says and his fellow partisans in Massachu- 
setts say, tnat this doep not mean a re- 
turn to the old wild cat money that 
circulated before the war, but it will not 
do to trust to this assumption. State 
banks will bo organized uuder a great 
variety of state laws, and whorever the 
uusouud money majorities exist to-day, 
there will then bo red-dog and stump- 
tail curreucy. I assume that Mr. Wil- 
liams is too good a lawyer to pretend 
that Congress can regulate and make 
safe the issues of banks organized uuder 
state laws. It is a dear principle of 
Democracy that there shall be no federal 
interference in state affairs. 

I confess to some astouishment that 
Mr. Williams, whose ouly claim to Re- 
publican support is based upon his oppo- 
sition to tho majority of bis party ou 
the coinage of silver, should forfeit that 
support and also that of every sound 
money Democrat, by supporting the far 
more daugerous scheme to pour forth a 
flood of variegated and insecure cotes. 
Before this colossal danger, the tariff 
question and all the other issuee shrink 
into unimportance, at least so far as the 
possibility of any practical legislation is 
concerned, hence the only safe thiug to 
do is to support the opposing candidate, 
Gen. Draper, and that is what a good 
many Williams men of two years ago, 
with whom I have conversed, say they 
are going to do. 

] am thankful that true independence 
still lives. It does not exist for office or 
for the success or defeat of any individu- 
al or a party. It exists to discern and 
stand for the right, and it has neither 
prejudice, uor enmity, nor partisanship 
in wieldiui it.

Co., in two separate editions, viz., 
“National Hymn Edition,” “School Cele- 
bration Edition. ' It is becoming known 
throughout the country and will bo 
largely used at the coming school celo- 
bratiou in October. 

The National Columbian public school 
celebration executive committee have en- 
dorsed and recommended it for general 
use, as will be seen from their supple- 
mentary circular, in which they say: 
“Frequent requests have been received 
askiag the committee to name special 
6ongs and exercises which may be added 
to the official program.

ON WATLINGS ISLAND 

1 DISCOVERY OF THE SPOT WHERE 
COLUMBUS LANDED. 

i Walter Wellman Tell. Ilnw llr Kiplnrnl 
thr ItahnniMA and Settled thr Contro- 
rmy Concerning the First (.and Sight- 
ed by Colnmhun — A Fascinating and 
Instructive Narrative.

In May, 1891, the editor of the Chi- 
cago Herald wired mo at Washington. 
'Can you find the spot where Colum- 
bns discovered America and mark it 
with a memorial?” My reply was, 
'Will try.” If it had been a request to 
find the north pole or capture a mer- 
maid 1 suppose the answer would have 
been the same. The newspaper corre- 
spondent is not surprised at anything.

The plan of The Herald was easy 
to understand. For centuries the iden- 
tity of the island which Columbus first 
landed upon had remained unknown. 
The quadricentennial of the discovery 
of the New World was about to be cel- 
ebrated in Chicago with a great exposi- 
tion, and Tbe Herald thought it proper 
that the spot at which occurred the most 
tremendous event in history should he 
sought out and appropriately marked. 

This was a queer task, but a fasci- 
nating one. I went at it in characteristic 
American fashion— that is, jumped at it. 

1 ransacked the Congressional library 
and other libraries. 1 cabled to London 
for a book which was not to be found in 
America. 1 procured from the hydro- 
graphic office charts of the Bahamas 
made by onr government and the Brit- 
ish admiralty. 

Night and day study of the mystery 
of the discovery quickly showed these 
facts: In all history there is nothing 
that throws light upon the landfall save 
the journal kept by Columbus himself. 
Five islands had been put forward os 
the real San Salvador, and hundreds of 
books and pamphlets written in support 
of these theories. The correct theory 
most be based upon two conditions: The 
island itself must have certain features 
described by Columbus — lagoon, reefs, 
harbor hard by a headland through 
which the sea had cut its way, etc.— 
and it must lie at certain distances 
and in certain directions from five 
other islands visited and described by 
Columbus As to the latter condition, 
inspection of the charts showed Wat- 
Jiugs to be the only one that would fit 
the geometrical lines of Columbus’ first 
voyage through the Bahamas. If it 
contained the physical features which 
Colnmbus had found in his San Salva- 
dor, then the mystery was solved 
Oddly enongh, the learned historians, 
geographers and cartographers who had 
supported the claims of the rival islands 
had not taken the trouble to visit the 
region of which they discoursed. Had 
they done so their controversy might 
have come to an end long ago. 

Early in June our expedition sailed 
from New York. We went by Ward 
line steamer Santiago to Nassau, the 
capital of the Buhainas, having on hoard 
in addition to diaries Lederer, the fa- 
mous artist of the Chicago Herald, a 
stonemason, a marble globe, a memo- 
rial tablet, thirty barrels of cement, a 
man servant, a photographic outfit aud 
sundry boxes, barrels, demijohns and 
bottles containing the necessaries of life. 

At Nassau wo had a narrow escape. 
The governor of the Bahamas was to 
leave for Englund within an hour or so 
after our arrival, and without his au- 
thority we could do nothing. An hour 
of hustling, the assistance of the Ameri- 
can cousul and a letter which 1 had 
brougiit from Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
British minister at Washington, aud 
Governor Shea gave us a letter com- 
manding all the local officials of tho Ba- 
hamas to place themselves at our com- 
mand. Lucky for us that we caught 
kindly Governor Shea. The lieuteuant 
governor, who came into power the min- 
ute the governor sailed, was against us. 
•‘Impertinent, presumptuous Yankees!” 
he exclaimed: “to think they can come 
down here and in a few weeks set- 
tle one of the great mysteries of history 1” 
if tbe lieutenant governor had had his 
way we should have been sent back to 
New York quicker. 

Wutliugs was 200 miles away. We 
had decided that if a visit to Wutliugs 
produced tho physical evidence neces- 
sary to establish its claims beyond doubt, 
well and good, if not, we were to study 
. tbe other islands in the order of their 
I theoretical probability. How to get 
to Watliugs was the question. In the 
| harbor were sloops, yachts and schoon- 
ers galore. Oue smelled of her last 
cargo, Jamaica rum; another of sponges, 
a third of fish, a fourth of poultry. The 
cabins of all were mere cells. And it 
waa the season of the year when calms 
reigued for days at a time. The only 
steam vessel in port was the steamship 
tender, a crude cruft witli a’ bottom as 
flat as a street car, keelless and not 
lovely. Besides she costa pretty penny. 
But we bothered the expense and took 
lier, hove into her our cement and sup- 
plies, employed some more masons with 
| their tools, bought half a ton of precioua 


Ice. hired ’Sandy,” the most famori 
pilot of the Bahamas: borrowed at 
American flag of the consul, and witl 
the star* and stripes Hying at masthead 
steamed away. 

A day and a night of alternating calnr 
and storm, through rocky passages ami 
over dangerous shonls, and we were nl 
Cat island, which Washington Irving 
made famous and onr old geographic* 
solemnly confirmed as the San Salvadoi 
of Columbns. For half a day we steamer 
along the coast of Cat island, and 1 ox 
amined it very carefully. It bears n< 
resemblance whatever to the island 
which Columbus described in his jour 
nal. For fifty years it has been a Sat 
Salvador under false pretenses. 

In the Afternoon we reached Watliugs. 
Palm trees and hazy vistas, thatched 
huts ami outlying reefs over which the 
surf broke lazily marked its shores. A 
boat at once put off to ns. It contained 
all the officials of the island— the local 
magistrate, the port officer, the post 
master, the sheriff, the colonel of the 
militia and many more— all in the per 
son of Captain Maxwell Nairn, the only 
white resident of the island, a veritable 
Pooh Bah, monarch of a coral isle. Hie 
salary is $200 a year, and he has been 
there thirty years. 

Captain Nairn became our guide, 
counselor, friend and foeman. With 
him we explored tho island. A coral 
rock it is, a dozen miles long and half 
as broad, containing large lagoons of 
brackish water, covered with tropical 
vegetation, nearly surrounded by reefs. 
Eight hundred negroes live here, tilling 
altogether probably a score of acres of 
land, subsisting principally on fish and 
other sea food. They are an honest, 
pious, temperate people. Their chief 
failing is a predisposition toward piracy, 
and woe to the cargo of the ship that is 
wrecked upon their shores. This pirat- 
ical tendency they came naturally by. 
for this coral island was once the rendez- 
vous of infamous Blue Beard, and some 
of these poor people are no doubt his 
direct descendants. 

But 1 could seo little in this island 
save Christopher Columbus. At every 
turn the great discoverer was suggested. 
The salt lagoon appeared to echo back 
his name; the sands of the shore seemed 
to bear the impress of his feet; the surf 
breaking over the reefs chanted the “To 
Deum” in imitation of Columbus himself. 
The spirit of Columbus dominates every- 
thing in Watlings, overshadows every- 
thing, leaves nothing else to be thought 
of or written about. 

And no wonder. Hero was everything 
that Colnmbus described in his journal— 
the “large lagoon in the middle of the 
island,” the luxuriant verdure, the 
“reefs running all round that island,” 
the hills near the shore, the “piece of 
land like an island, yet which is not an 
island, but could easily bo made one,” as 
an admirable sight for a fort; the harbor 
lying hard by, in which “all the ships of 
Christendom could lie.” All these and 
many more of the things which Colum- 
bns had described we found, and at first 
knew instinctively, and later proved to 
a mathematical .certainty, that this was 
the birthplace of the New World. 

A little bay, two miles from the “piece 
of land like an island,” 1 chose after 
much exploration as tho very spot at 
which the landing was made. That this 
island was the San Salvador of Colum- 
bus 1 know; that this pretty bay, with 
its overhanging headland and shining 
beach, was the more particular scene of 
the discovery I believe. In the nature 
of things it cannot be proved, though 
there is much in its favor. Near it is a 
high hill which Columbus probably first 
saw in the moonlight of that fateful 
morning. It is the first hit of coast to the 
south, free enough from reefs to permit 
safe landing. It is at a point whence Co- 
lumbus would have rowed “north north- 
easterly to 6ee the other side of the 
island,” as he says he did the second 
morning after his arrival, on this occa- 
sion discovering the “piece of land like 
an island” and the wonderful harbor “in 
which the water is still as in a well.” 

On the promontory which lifted its 
head above the little bay we erected a 
memorial. It was constructed of coral 
limestone found hard by. Thirty na- 
tive workmen were employed cutting 
roads with their machetes, bringing for- 
ward materials, mixing mortar and car- 
rying cement up the hillside. Skillful 
boatmen brought supplies from the 
steamer through tho dangerous coral 
reef. The American flag floated from a 
staff as we worked, and the monument 
grew day by day. The sun beat with 
tropical fierceness; our drinking water 
was dipped out of the hollows of the rocks, 
warm and brackish. But no one fell ill, 
and fiually the work was fiuislied. It 
had been well done. Plenty of cement 
bound the stones firmly together. The | 
result was beautiful. In tho coral lime- | 
stone are all the tints of tho rainbow, 
all the marine forms. Land and sea to- j 
gether had built a memorial to Colum- I

bus, not the most expensive in the 
world nor the least artistic. We dedi- 
cated it with prayer and addresses. 
Magistrate Nairn watches over it week 
by week. A recent letter from him in- 
forms mo that the natives under his 
leadership will celebrate Discovery Day 
ut the base of the simple memorial 
which bears this inscription in marble:

A BANK’S NARROW ESCAPE. 

SHREWD MONEY MAKING PLAN FAILED 
IN niUGHTON. 

There are ways and ways of making 
money, and In some of them even the 
heathen Chinee is not in it with tho full- 
blooded Yankeo. One of the ways has 
just failed of success, and many of tho 
worthy citizens of tho Brighton district 
and tho Newtons are congratulating 
themselves over the failure. 

Kvonts during tho last fow years indi- 
cate that there is in existence a syndi- 
cate, whoso mombers have a syfitem of 
banking operations, which, whilo within 
tho lnw, result, in enormous profits whon- 
ovor it works successfully. 

Tho parties can command abundant 
oapital, and tho sobemo is to select a 
suburban or country bank, whoso stock- 
holders are numerous and dependent on 
their regular JiviJends, and to quietly 
buy up a majority of the stock. Direc- 
tors are then chosen in the interest of 
the new owners, a new cashier and clerks 
are introduced, and when the next 
dividend day comes along the now board 
fails to deolare a dividend. Tbe earuings 
may havo been reduced by iutentional 
neglect of business, or may be carried 
to tbe surplus account. 

The immediate effect is that tbe stock- 
holders outside the syndioato lose faith 
in tho bank. With no dividends the 
stock soon goes down in price, and, fear- 
ing a total collapse, tbe outsiders sell 
their stock at a greatly depressed figure, 
and it is gathered in by the combine. 
This accomplished, the bank is properlv 
handled, good dividends are declared, 
and up goes the stock, to the substantial 
profit of the new owners. 

Several New England banks have had 
this experience quite recently, at the 
hands of the same syndicate. One of 
the latest was a bank in a shoe towu in 
this state that was paying S per cent., 
and it 8 stock was selling well above par. 
Tho syndicate bought a bare majority of 
the stock, put their usual tactics iu 
operation, aud very soon tbe stock was 
down to about half par. The outsiders 
were relieved of their holdings at this 
figure, and soon again the bank was pay- 
ing 8 per cent., the stock was high and 
the management was happy. 

The Brighton Market National Bank 
was recently selected by the syndicate as 
a candidate for its “freeze out” process, 
and shares aud options for a consider- 
able portion of the stock were secured. 
There were two quite large blocks of 
stock soon to come on the market, and 
the operators were sure of securing 
them, which would give them a majority 
of the stock. Last Saturday, however, 
their plot was discovered, the directors 
of tbe bank secured tho two blocks in 
the market, and the bank was saved. 

The operators have beeu paying 1.10, 
or 10 for options, aLd have secured 
several hundred shares. They have 
probably not really lost anything, but 
the interest of their money, but their 
prospective profits have vanished, and 
the small holders of stock are not to be 
tbe victims of sharp financiering. 

This is a scheme which is apt to be 
tried again, and holders of bank stock 
should be on their guard against such 
operations. Strangers who approach 
shareholders with offers in advance of 
market prices, should be regarded witli 
suspicion, and their motives thoroughly 
iuquired into, lest they be found to bo 
engaged in systematic bank-wrecking.

SOME GORGEOUS FLOAT8. 


fo He Seen at the Dedication Ceremonial 
In Octnher. 

With many of tho details for t he dedi- 
cation of the World’s fair buildings at 
Uhicago tho general public is familiar, 
but of the spectacular side of the cele- 
bration little has been written of late, 
nil hough preparations have been going 
on for noarly a year. This display, which 
is termed the “Procession of the Cen- 
turies,” is to include more than forty 
floats, and will pass in brilliant pageant 
through the lakes and canals ntid lagoons 



COLUMBUS AT COURT, 
of Jackson park. This will be repeated 
every night and the illuminations will 
bo magnificent. Important events in the 
life of Columbus and in the history of 
America will be represented. Many 
symbolical floats will also be introduced. 
Designs for four of these floats are par- 
ticularly worthy of notice. They will 
cost thousands of dollars, and are calcu- 
lated to eclipse anything heretofore seen 
in this sort of pageantry. 

The first is a tableau of Columbus be- 
fore the court of Ferdinand and Isabella. 
The monarchs sit on their gilded throne 
under the rich canopy, both attired as 
becomes the rulers of Leon and Castile. 
Before them stands Columbus eagerly 
and earnestly trying to convince them 
of the truth of his theories. His charts 
are spread before him on a table. The 
explorer is dressed in black velvet, with 
a long gown, which he throws aside in 
his eagerness. The queen listens intent- 
ly, the conviction of his truth growing 
upon her. The king, however, is almost 
indifferent. 

Their Catholic zeal and faith is shown 
by a large cross behind them. Near 
Columbus stand several courtiers and 
some of the wlke men. The latter have 
their own maps with them and cannot 
suppress a scornful sneer at the pre- 
sumptuous adventurer, whose mind they 
suggest is disordered. 

The next float is more typically Amer- 
ican. “Westward the course of empire 
takes its way” is the subject. The 
prominent feature is the prairie schoon- 
er drawn by oxen, which is just emerg- 
ing from a cleft in the rocks. A scout 
on horseback leads the way, and ahead 
of him Indians are skulking off behind 
the rocks and trees. Another Indian 
peers over a ridge of rock at the advance 
of civilization. 

In the foreground surveyors are work- 
ing on a line of railway. A little shanty 
under the cliff is their camp. 



TYPIFYING PEACE AND PLENTY. 

The two floats “War” and “Peace" will 
probably he the only suggestion of the 
civil conflict. The first float will he a 
dismantled ship, with masts and spars 
shattered and sails torn in shreds. On 
tho battlefield aro cannon, a few dead 
soldiers and s dead horse. Over it hang 
the demons of war. The coloring of this 
float will all be somber. Black will 
predominate. Lurid red light will be 
thrown on the war demons hovering 
over the battlefield. 

“Peace" will be in strong contrast to 
the last one. Every color will be bright. 
The horn of plenty will be prominent, 
pouring forth treasures, and angels of 
peace will hover over the land. The 
dismounted cannon will be wreathed 
with flowers, its muzzle* filled with 
roses, children will play over it, and ono 
darling little ono will sit astride tho 
breech, spiking it forever. Herewith 
are given illustrations showing the gen- 
eral scope of two of these interesting 
designs. 

Tliu School Review. 

One of the most striking suggestions 
for the local observances of Columbus 
Day is that in every town and city in 
the land the schools purade after the 
morning exercises of the celebration. 
While this is not specifically included in 
the official programme prepared for the 
day, it is strongly urged by the com- 
mittee of educators who have had the 
uniform celebration in charge. 

If there is a general parudo of the 
civio and military orgunizutious a 
“public school roviow” should be its 
most honored feature. If there is no 
general procession the schools alone 
might he reviewed. Let the pupils 
meet at their school houses at a desig- 
nated hour and he conducted by effi- 
cient marshals, without delays and in 
perfect order, to their places in the line. 
The army veterans north aud south, 
the blue und tho gray alike, are proper- 
ly to march with the schools us special 
guards of honor. As the reviewing 
stand is reache.t each part of the column 
can salute the flug with cheers uml 
)vuviug of handkerchiefs und cups. 

Tho various patriotic organizations 
might fittingly he invited both to tho 
morning exercises aud to serve, in addi- 
tion to the veterans, us escorts in the re- 
view. Tho beauty of the review would 
bo heightened if each school carried 
both the nutiouul Hag and a distinctive 
banner of its own. The review also 
might be made impressive by symbolic 
flouts; models of the “old red school 
huuse” and of the ship of Columbus are 
among tho appropriate subjects. This 
feature, however, should not be at- 
tempted unless it can be effectively done. 
In all cases, let it he said, the fantastic 
should be rigorously barred from the 
procession.
